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ROOST Planning 
Convention For 
Hoffman Estates 


Tentative plans for a nominating con- 


vention for Hoffman Estates village elec- 
tions were announced yesterday by Re- • 
publican Organization of Schaumburg 
Township (ROOST). 


The convention probably will be held 


Dec. 10 in Conant High School, 700 E. 
Cougar Trail, Hoffman Estates. A defi- 
nite time has not been chosen, although 
spokesmen said It would start in the late 
afternoon or early evening. 


Om of the big questions facing con- 


vention planners Is what will bo required 
of persons wishtag to qualify to partici- 
pate, said Bob Lyons, temporary con- 
vention chairman. There Is disagreement 
as to whether persons who voted on the 
Democratic ticket in the spring pri- 
maries will bo disqualified, said Lyons. 
He noted the high level of crossover vot- 
ing in the primary, and said many per- 
sons traditionally Republican took Demo- 
cratic ballots. 


The convention rules committee will 


decide the Issue, said Lyons. He In- 
dicated one alternative would be to re- 
quire ROOST membership before a cut- 
off date, yet to be determined. Early de- 
cisions will be made on this point, ho 
said. 


CHAIRMEN of five committees were 


named. These are BUI Hall, rules; Glenn 
Hoffman, publicity; Dick Regan, screen- 
ing, or candidate procurement; Sharon 
Klmball and BUI ReUly, credentials; and 
Andrew McPherson, platform. The com- 
mittee chairmen are to name other 
members of their Individual groups. 


Platform hearings may begin the 


weekend of Nov. 23-26, said McPherson, 
although ho had not yet held a com- 
mittee meeting to set dates. McPherson 
said ho anticipated holding three platform 
hearings, possibly on Sunday evenings. 
Participation in tho hearings likely will 
be governed by tho same regulations as 
are set by tho rules committee for tho 
convention, ho said. 


Tentative platform points McPherson 


named dealt with rcafflrmatlon of the 
party views on responsive government 
and community development, primarily 
as single family residential but also with 
commercial and somo Industrial growth. 


McPherson said ho did not know 


whether the platform would set a policy 
on appointments to bo made by the elect- 
ed village president, a question of dis- 
sension between tho current mayor,

In Schaumburg

Republican Organization of Schaum- 


burg Township (ROOST) has voted in a 
municipal central committee meeting not 
to enter a slate of candidates In the 
Schaumburg Village election. Committee 
and party members were freed, how- 
ever, to support any candidates or par- 
ties they choose. 


Township GOP Commlttceman Don 


Totten said this is a departure from tho 
party stance In 1971, "when the com- 
mittee voted to'stay completely Inactive 
in that municipal election," Totten ex- 
plained nil precinct captains and ROOST 
officials living In the viUage were barred 
by the party from supporting candidates 
in the campaign of two years ago. 


Concerning this year's decision not to 


run a slate, "the committee was not 
motivated by the same need for reform 
that precipitated GOP involvement in 
municipal elections to Hoffman Estates 
and Hanover Park." "For that reason, 
the committee felt little need to interject 
the GOP Into Village of Schaumburg af- 
fairs," said Totten. 


ROOST officials stated SUP, "under 


past criticism by Republicans, has made 
some sincere attempts to improve the 
manner by which it selects candidates 
and has generally made some efforts to 
operate the village In a more open fash- 
ion, as requested by Republicans in past 
years." Totten noted SUP's coming con- 
vention, claiming "SUP is imitating the 
innovative convention Idea first adopted 
by the GOP In 1971 in Hoffman Estates. 


Frederick Downey, and the party organi- 
zation. 


Downey was elected In 1971 as a 


ROOST candidate, but has announced he 
will run for reelection as an independent, 
claiming party demands for participation 
hi the appointment process as a major 
factor in his'split from the party. 


THE CONVENTION will have a key- 


note speaker, said Lyons, although no 
person has been contacted for the date. 
Candidates wiU be chosen for mayor, 
clerk and three trustee seats. Lyons said 
the party has been unable to learn the 
exact date petitions for Its candidates 
must be filed with the village, but it be- 
lieves Dec. 20 is the date. A permanent 
chairman wiU be chosen during the con- 
vention. 


Persons Interested hi becoming candi- 


dates with the party should contact 
Lyons. He will forward their names to 
the screening committee, which will in- 
terview them. The committee will report 
findings on eligibility at the convention.

Drop 4-Payment Property Tax Plan 


The four-installment property tax pro- 


posal, designed to save Cook County tax- 
payers more than $31 million a year, has 
been dropped by County Board Pres. 
George W.Dunne. 


Dunne said yesterday the plan, which 


he has been pushing for months, cannot 
be instituted In time for it to work, be- 
cause of inaction hi Springfield and a 
lawsuit challenging the plan. 


Dunne has been sponsoring the four- 


installment plan because be said earlier 
tax payments will permit local govern- 
ments to save money on Interest costs by 
retiring tax anticipation warrants ear- 
lier. 


Traditional payment dates under the 


current two-Installment plan are due 
May 1 and Sept. 1 each year, although 
the first deadline has been extended 
frequently because of late tax bills. 


Under Dunne's plan, taxpayers would 


get a partial tax bill by Dec. IS, which 
would amount to 162/3 per cent of their 
last tax bill. The first payment would be 
due by Jan. 15. Equal tax bin payments 
would be due March 15 and May 15, and 
the remainder of the total would be due 
by July 15. 


Dunne first tried to change the tax col- 


lection plan through the state legislature, 
but the bill has not been passed. He said 


yesterday if the legislature does not pass 
the law when It reconvenes beginning 
Nov. 26, the bill will die. 


THE PROPOSED tax ordinance was 


then offered by Dunne to the county 
board under the home rule provisions of 
the constitution. The board adopted the 
ordinance early hi February, but since 
then it has been challenged hi what 
Dunne called a "friendly suit" designed 
to test its constitutionality. 


Because of the pending lawsuit and the 


inaction of the legislature, Dunne said 
yesterday, there is not time to issue the 
first partial bill by Dec. 15. "It's a 
shame the legislature hasn't acted be- 
cause the county alone could save $1.5 


Teacher Pact Vote, Ratification Seen 


Teachers in six of the seven schools in 


High School Dist. 214 voted yesterday on 
a salary contract, and observers reported 
there appeared to be a strong chance of 
ratification. 


Richard .Chlerico, spokesman for the 


Dist 214 Education Association, said, 
"Personally, I think it'll pass," when 
asked about chances for approval. 


Teachers and school officials close to 


the negotiations said he expected routine 
approval of the pact, which was agreed 
upon Nov. 6 following lengthy talks be- 
tween the Education Association and the 
school board's negotiating team. 


The pact has received the endorsement 


of the Association's governing board, but 
the teachers negotiating team has re- 
fused to either endorse or oppose the pro- 
posed settlement. 


Results of the balloting had been 


scheduled Thursday. However, Educa- 
tion Association officials reported that 
teachers at Forest View High School hi 
southern Arlington Heights had not re- 
ceived Information about the pact in time 
to vote yesterday. 


THE RESULTS 'were expected to be- 


come available Friday afternoon. The 


Dist. 214 board of education has an ad- 
journed meeting scheduled for Tuesday 
evening, at which time the board could 
act on an acceptance by the teachers. 


The board's approval would end 10 


months of negotiations which were inter- 
rupted hi May when a fact-finder from 
the American Arbitration Association 
was hired to study the dispute. 


The agreement provides for base pay 


of $8,600, an increase of $300 over last 
year's contract, with no change hi the 
index which determines salaries for ex- 
perienced teachers as a proportion of the 
base. 


A major issue hi the salary talks has 


been the board's insistence that the sala- 
ry Index, which doubles raises of the 
base for experienced teachers, be elimi- 
nated. 


The salary figures on which the teach- 


ers are voting represent a change from 
the board's "final offer" of Nov. 5, which 
had given teachers the choice between 
base pay of $8,550 with the present salary 
Index or $8,700 eliminating the Index. 


both groups broke down when the board 
had made its final offer. 


Negotiations on the 1973-74 salary con- 


tract are scheduled to begin in just two 
months, on Jan. 15,1973, unless the pre- 
sent salary talks are still under way at 
that time. 


million in Interest on tax anticipation 
warrants," Dunne said.

Mechanic Recalls His 'Great Escape9

Next week Karl Bley of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, is taking a trip to Florida to revisit 
a spot on the Keys facing the Atlantic 
Ocean. There is no monument or memor- 
ial on the spot, but Karl remembers it as 
his first step in the United States after 
escaping from an East German passen- 
ger ship off the coast. 


"At 8:30 a.m. Nov. 27 I am going back 


to the same place at the same time when 
I took my first step in the United 
States," said Karl, 26. "I still think about 
that day. I arrived hungry, but I was 
very lucky " 


Karl had planned his escape with his 


brother, Eric, who heads Bley Engineer- 
Ing Co. in the village. Through letters 
written over a period of years'in a "lan- 
guage we both could understand,'.' the 
brothers developed their plans "in be- 
tween the lines." 


On Nov. 27,1970, Karl leaped from the 


East German liner and was picked up in 


a boat by his brother. On the spur of the 
moment three other passengers, two doc- 
tors and a scientist, followed Karl into 
the water and were rescued by Eric. 


"WE FLEW surveillance nights three 


times a day from Marathon Airport try- 
ing to spot the ship," Eric said. "Then 
one morning I spotted the boat from our 
hotel on Duck Bay. I raced down to Big 
Pine Key and got a boat to meet the 
ship." 


Eric said the signal to jump was given 


by a plane buzzing the ship. Karl said 
the only thing he carried to remember 
home was a flintstone, a present from 
his nephews. 


Karl said he remembered the first per- 


son he met when they docked at the har- 
bor shook his hand and said, "Welcome 
to the United States." He and the three 
other East Germans were taken to a 
naval station at Key West where they ate 
their first American breakfast of pan- 
cakes, doughnuts and coffee. 


Karl came to Elk Grove Village with 


his brother after he was granted asylum 


in this country and began working at 
Bley Engineering. For the past 114 years 
he has been employed as a diesel me- 
chanic at Mack Trucks Inc. in the vil- 
lage. 


"The'biggest impression this country 


has made on me is everybody can say 
what he thinks," Karl said "You're like 
a prisoner in East Germany. I can never 
go back." 


KARL SAID THAT the East German 


authorities have told his mother that he 
would be sent to prison for a lifetime if 
he returns because he left the country 
illegally. He said since his escape none 
of his relatives have been allowed to visit 
West Germany. 


Karl said he had been separated from 


his brother for 12 years at the time of the 
reunion two years ago. Eric and his wife, 
Marlis, left East Germany in 1954 and 
came to the United States in 1961. Both 
are citizens. 


"I wanted to come to America because 


my brother was here and I wanted to 
join him, and it was the country with the 


most freedom and the highest standard 
of living," Karl said. "I want to become 
a U.S. citizen, but I have three years to 
wait." 


In the past two years Karl has become 


somewhat Americanized. He likes mov- 
ies, dancing and football, although it is 
different from what he played in Germa- 
ny. Karl said he especially liked to watch 
the roller derby. "The roller derby is so 
funny. We never had anything like that 
in Germany." 


, 
Karl said the thing he disliked the 


most in this country are the elements he 
said were trying to destroy the nation 
with communism. "I just came from a 
society where people have no rights, and 
I know where it can lead," be said. 


"I'm happy here certainly, but I feel 


sorry for all the people in East Germany 
who can't see this beautiful country. My 
friends don't believe the things I write 
them about the United States. It is so 
different over there that the U.S. is unbe- 
lievable," he said. "I just wish my moth- 
er and brothers could come over."

Hijack Ransom 
Puts Squeeze 
On Airlines 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Hijack ransom 


demands are putting a serious squeeze 
on the airline industry, Chairman Secor 
D. Browne of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board said today. 


For example, he said, Southern Air- 


ways, which paid $2 million to three hija- 
ckers who fled to Cuba Sunday, is faced 
with a serious financial problem. 


According to Browne, Southern, a re- 


gional airline operating in 13 states and 
based in Atlanta, lost its expected profit 
for the year when the hijackers extorted 
the ransom money. The airline had 
earned $1.3 million in profits between 
January and September, he said. 


In the wild odyssey, the hijackers 


forced the pilot to land at nine different 
airports in eight cities, including Ha- 
vana. There, with his tires shot out by 
FBI agents in Orlando, Fla., the pilot 
managed to make an emergency landing. 


Browne said unless Cuba returned the 


ransom money to Southern, the airline's 
financial future could be undermined. 


So far, the Fidel Castro government 


has made no mention of returning the 
money, but Havana said'Wednesday it 
was prepared to negotiate an anti-hijack- 
ing agreement with the United States. 
One of the things the United States would 
presumably ask is return of hijackers 
themselves along with any ransom mon- 
ey and the aircraft. 


Browne said ransom demands of hija- 


ckers were escalating to the point where 
major airlines faced a financial threat — 
and at a time when the industry appears 
to be coming out of an economic reces- 
sion. 


In the past 15 months, U.S. airlines 


have paid out more than $9 million to 
meet hijacker demands, Browne said, al- 
though he said more than $6 million had 
been recovered. 


Browne said no federal insurance was 


available to airlines to cover the cost of 
ransom payments. There is one govern- 
raent 
supported insurance program 


available to the airlines to provide cov- 
erage from terrorists' damage to air- 
liners involved in incidents outside the 
United States. 


Browne said a major insurance firm 


such as Lloyds of London might provide 
insurance to cover the loss of ransom 
money, but he said the premiums prob- 
ably would be greater than most airlines 
could afford. 


Being Robbed Common—And Scary

David Smother* during the last 18 
month* has been robbed four times on 
the way home from work — the last time 
Wednesday night. In the following dis- 
patch, he recount* the latest experience.

CHICAGO (UPI) - I have just been 


robbed. That Is nothing extraordinary in 
a largo city like Chicago. My only dis- 
tinction la that this Is the fourth time In 
18 months and the second tlmo in less 
than four weeks that somcono has prom- 
ised to kill me unless I gave them my 
money. 


They got the money, every time. 
Wednesday night was unusual in that 


someone was not holding a gun to my 
head or to my belly or to my back. That 
Is the way It was the other three times. 


All that happened is that as I walked 


from my train Just before 9:30 p.m. there 
were three young men, about IB or 19, 
sitting on or otherwise blocking the gates 
to the street 


I asked them to let me through. One 


muttered something about needing mon- 
ey to get home. 


I BEGAN TO CATCH the drift and 


asked, "How much do you want?" They 
didn't answer. Since I have become a 
veteran >vlctlm In this sort of thing, I put 
my newspapers down on the gate and 
said, "Are you taking me?" they nodded. 
One said, "That's it man." Then they 
moved Into action. 


"We want It alt," the tall kid sold. 


"Don't try to fool us or we'll kill you." 
My right band went to my hip pocket, 
brought out eight or nine dollars In sin- 
gles and I banded it to him and said, 
"You've got It" 


While cars and people moved about on 


the street just outside the clouded win- 
dow*, I was holding my coat open while 
they went .through my pockets and 
yanked out my billfold, checkbook, and 
various envelopes, Including one contain- 
ing • check made out to'me. They threw 
the envelope on the floor without looking 
•Inside and I still have the check. 


I kept watching the tall kid and be kept 


watching me. As he told me he would kill 
me, he kept putting his hand in his jack- 
et pocket and then taking it out. He did 
not show mo anything, but I did not ar- 
gue. I've seen enough guns pointed at 
me. 


There was a sound outside and the tall 


kid said, "Let's make space." They ran 
out onto the platform while I was still 
picking up my belongings from the floor. 
I was told by friends a few minutes later 
a bunch of kids burst from the shed, then 
jumped off the platform and were gone 
down the street. 


Tins TIME WAS easy. Last month, I 


was.almost at my doorstep when I was 
spun around and saw a gun pointed at 
my middle. 


The summer before last, I was a half 


block from homo when an arm came 
around to my neck and a gun barrel dug 
into my temple. 


A few weeks later, I was riding home 


on the el when a slim youth poked me in 
the ribs and gestured to me to look be- 
hind. I sow another just like him sitting 
there with a gun pointing at my back. 
There were at least five other people in

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Can Democrat Grap Speakership 


byBOBLAHEY 


The last time Republicans controlled 


the nilnoU Houie of Representatives by 
a one-vote margin, a Democrat was 
elected speaker of the House. 


In that year, 1961, Democrat Paul 


Powell of Vienna, deep in Southern Illi- 
nois, whose fame was to spread far and 
wide In later years, attracted enough Re- 
publican defectors to retain the speak- 
ership he held in the previous session. 


Republicans will go Into the 78th Gen- 


eral Assembly on Jan. 3 with an 89-88 
advantage over the Democrats, but bit- 
terly divided over thdr nominee for 
speaker. 


Waiting In the wings on the Democrat- 


ic side of the aisle will be Rep. Clyde 
Choate of Anna, a Paul Powell protege, 
and present leader of the Democratic mi- 
nority. There is little doubt that Choate 
could command all 88 Democratic votes 
In a contest for the spoakership. One dis- 
gruntled Republican would be all he 
needed to walk off with what many con- 
sider the second most powerful position 
In state government 


A VOTE for Choate would be a high 


price for a Republican to pay, since it 
would send with It control of all com- 
mltles In the House and the near-die- 
tutorial powers of the speaker to the oth- 
er side of the aisle. 


But Riven the bitterness of the dispute 


between the Republican contenders, cur- 
rent Speaker W. Robert Blair of Park 
Forest and Majority Leader Henry J. 
Hyde of Chicago, It is not Impossible that 
one or more supporters of the loser in 
the nomination fight might defect. 


Rep. Robert S. Juckctt of Park Ridge, 


whose new 4th District includes parts of 
Mount Prospect, Prospect Heights and 
Arlington Heights, has been a prime 
mover In the challenge of Hyde to Blair's 
reelection. He Is reported to have told 
some legislators privately that he would 
vote for the Democratic candidate if 
Blair Is ronomlnatcd. 


Another chief antagonist to Blair has 


been freshman Rep. John Hirschfcld of 
Champaign. His friends have advised 
him, "You hnd better win the fight 
against Blair, because if ho is rccclcctcd, 
you will have burned all your bridges." 


That is indicative of how the speaker 


can frustrate any member of the house: 
by refusing to call his bills, or by bottling 


them up in committee, or by simply re- 
fusing him recognition. 


IT IB just those sort of tactics which 


Juckctt and Hirschfeld accuse Blair of, 
and many who wish to see him defeated 
are fearful that be would not hesitate to 
exercise great vindlctiveness against 
those who vote against him. 


On the other hand, a number of repre- 


sentatives who are Inclined toward Hyde 
arc fearful of what influence retiring 
Rep. Peter J. Miller of Chicago would 
hold over Hyde. 


A veteran of 22 years in the General 


Assembly, Miller stepped aside after 
being rcnomlnatcd hi the primary elec- 
tion, to provide a spot on the ballot for 
Hyde, who bad been defeated in his reap- 
portloncd district 


Hyde might repay that service by in- 


stalling Miller as clerk of the House (at 
$1,850 a month), with a loud voice in se- 
lection of patronage workers. Rep. C. L. 
McCormick, a backer of Blair, has been 
broadcasting word among Capitol em- 
ployes that, they will all be out of work if 
Hyde Is elected speaker. 


BOTH HYDE and Blair seem to be- 


lieve they have corralled enough votes to 
win, but other observers believe the con- 
test to still be up in the ah- — with Blair 
having a slight edge. 


Juckctt and Hyde gave a luncheon ear- 


ly this week to woo supporters, and Juck- 
ctt reported 41 In attendance, although 
not all were willing to commit them- 
selves. He said there were "four or five" 
committed to Hyde who were unable to 
attend. It takes 45 votes In the Republi- 
can caucus scheduled for Nov. 26 in 
Springfield to nominate the speaker. 


Due to the bitterness between backers 


of the two Republican candidates — a 
number of long-time working relation- 
ships between colleagues of the same dis- 
tricts have been sundered — there is no 
likely compromise candidate in sight on 
the Republican side. 


Unless the Republicans can reach 


agreement before they vote on the nomi- 
nation to unite behind the winner, the 
door would be open for Choate. 


ANY REPUBLICAN defector would 


risk vengeance from his party leaders 
back home and would be anathema to 
the party leadership (which will be those 
who back the Republican winner). 


On the other hand he would have a 


firm friend In the speaker of the House.

MSB Views $305.9 Million Budget 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Metropolitan Sanitary District (MSD) 


board members will spend the next few 
days reviewing, in detail, the proposed 
$303.0 million district budget. 


At the first budget session Wednesday 


afternoon the trustees and Board Pros. 
John E. Egan discussed plans for every- 
thing from a new industrial nurse to bo 
added to the staff at the West-Southwest 
Sewage Treatment Plant to legal fees for 
attorneys representing the district In its 
suit to stop allocation of Lake Michigan 
water to the suburbs. 


The board meetings, being conducted 


by Trustee Valentine Janlckl who heads 
the finance committee, will continue 
through Monday. 


At Wednesday's session board mem- 


bers revealed no specific cuts in the 
budget as proposed by MSD Gen. Supt 
Ben Sosewllz. However, the board has 
scheduled a "discussions and decisions" 
session for next Wednesday. 


EGAN HAS PLEDGED necessary cuts 


will be made in the proposed budget to 
keep tax rates next year level with this 
year's rates. The budget, as presented by 
Sosewltz, Is expected to raise the rate to 
35.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation in- 
stead of the January, 1072 rate of 33.S 
cents. 


Several of the trustees at Wednesday's 


sessions on the general administration 
and law department portions of the budg- 
et were critical of taxes being assessed 
on a sludge retention pond the district 
recently constructed In Fulton County. 


Trustee E. George Thlcm said the Ful- 


ton County Board of Supervisors was, 
"taxing a hole in the ground" which ho 
said was of no value to anyone other 
than the MSD. 


Sosewltz sold that while he had Includ- 


ed funds to pay the tax in the proposed 
budget, he hoped the district would be 
able to convince Fulton County not to 
charge the district the tax. 


80SEWITZ SAID, however, the MSD 


had promised Fulton County officials it 
would continue to pay real estate taxes 
on the land it owns in the downstate 
county. 


"We have two courses of action open to 


us. Wo can argue that It is unreasonable 
to assess the basin at $250,000 or we can 
show that the basin qualifies as tax ex- 
empt under the Illinois pollution Control 
Board Law," Sosewitz told tlie trustees. 


Ho said, however, the district is cur- 
rently, "in the midst of delicate dis- 
cussions with Fulton County" and he has 
decided to wait to choose the best oppor- 
tunity to approach Fulton County offi- 
cials about the tax. 


The board finally decided to discuss 


the tax problem at a later date. "They're 
wrong if they're going to tax us for holes 
in the ground. We've got a lot of holes 
down there," Trustee James C. KIric 
commented. 


In other discussions Wednesday Sose- 


witz told the board there were provisions 
for on 8 per cent cost-of-living pay hike 
for MSD employes in trades and a 5& 
per cent cost-of-llvlng pay hike for other 
employes in the proposed budget. 


THE COST OF LIVING raises are in 


addition to wage hikes many MSD em- 
ployes will receive for advancing on the 
pay scale because of longevity with the 
district. 


The MSD board will make a final deci- 


sion on what the cost of living figures 
will bo. 


Board members also considered a plan 


to add an Industrial nurse to the dis- 
trict's safety department Sosewitz said 


having a nurse at the plant would help 
save the district the cost of sending em- 
ployes with minor injuries to a clinic. 


The general administration budget also 


includes funds to continue the district's 
programs of joint purchase of safety 
shoes and eyeglasses for employes. 


During .the discussion of the law de- 


partment's budget Sosewitz noted the de- 
partment will pursue accelerating reve- 
nue from unused district lands by finding 
renters for the property. 


HE NOTED, FOR EXAMPLE, that 


lands along the North Shore Channel 
could be used for recreation or trans- 
portation purposes as well as for the un- 
derground tunnels to be built as part of 
the Chicago Underflow Plan. 


Sosewitz told the board legal fees for 


the firm of Kirkland and Ellis which is 
representing the district in the lake wa- 
ter allocation suit against local suburbs 
are included in the legal department's 
budget. 


He also suggested to the board that it 


.might consider adding funds to the budg- 
et for a film about the MSD which could 
noted that the district's program of wa- 
terway and pollution control, farming, 


and land management is paid for by 
taxes and the public should be given in- 
formation to better be able to understand 
the district's programs.

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Professor Works To Preserve State History 


The "expediency of 
compactness" 


which is characterUteg today's life style 
1> reflected in utilitarian use of space 
and design in building architecture, so 
that much of the richness in decor and 
art that was the hallmark of structural 
affluence a century ago has disappeared. 


And as the old buildings arc torn down 


to make way for new structures that re- 
flect the modem influence, a certain nos- 
Ulgla Is keyed to a recognition that cul- 
tural values of the past might also dls. 
appear if there is no effort to physically 
perpetuate historical dignity. 


This is the basic motivation behind tho 


work of Dr. Paul Sprague, University of 
Chicago architectural historian, and his 
small corps of scholars and researchers 
In architecture, who dally sift vol- 
uminous reports and data from all points 
in Illinois. They are engaged in the mas- 
sive taik of surveying building structures 
In the state for the purpose of a histori- 
cal Inventory which will lead to pre- 
servation and official registration signifi- 
cance for a very few. 


SPRAGUE'S WORK 18 fed into reports 


quarterly to the Historic Sites Advisory 
Council, along with the other two tracks 
of the Historic Sites Survey - historic 
landmarks and archaeology — where 
recommendations are considered and 
made to the National Park Service for 
inclusion on the National Register of His- 
toric Places. 


The entire project, which began In car- 


nest In 1970 to Implement Illinois respon- 
sibilities under the Historic Preservation 
Act of 1966, Is an operational and funding 
program of tho Department of Con- 
servation with Director Henry N. Bark- 
hauscn as Unison officer with the Nation- 
al Park Service. Dan Mnlkovich, Bcnton, 
former acting director of the Con- 
servation Department, Is co-ordinating 
tho survey. 
, 


Sprague and his researchers have an 


appropriate headquarters and working 
environment in Glcssncr House, 1800 S. 


Prairie Ave., Chicago. 


Glessner House, which Is on the Na- 


tional Register, is the last surviving ex- 
ample In Chicago of the work of Henry 
Hobson Richardson, an architect whose 
designs greatly Influenced the founders 
of the Chicago School of Architecture, 
John Wellborn Root, Louis Henry Sulli- 
van and Frank Lloyd Wright. 


Built in 1886, Glessner House, has been 


a landmark and showpiece of construc- 
tion for 86 years. It is the cornerstone 
basis for the nomination to the National 
Register of tho Prairie Avenue Historical 
District, which includes the remnant 
mansions on both sides of the street 
south to20th Street.- 


ACROSS THE STREET east Is the Wil- 


liam H. Klmball House, also on the Na- 
tional Register. The northeast corner of 
that Intersection — Prairie Avenue and 
18th Street — was formerly occupied by 
the George Pullman mansion and is the 
site of the Fort Dearborn Massacre of 
1812. 


In the latter part of the 19th century it 


was ah elite neighborhood of large, fancy 
mansions. It is now a commercial area, 
with slum removal and high rise con- 
struction nearby, conflicting sharply with 
the ornate architectural grandeur of the 
immediate past. Across the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks to the cast are Soldier Field 
and McCormlck Place. 


Glessner House is now the property of 


the Chicago School of Architecture Foun- 
dation, which is restoring it and provid- 
ing quarters for design-oriented organi- 
zations. 


Sprague expects his researchers will 


eventually catalog data on about 10,000 
structures in Illinois. They began the 
methodical search about IVt years ago, 
and estimate about a quarter, of the work 
compiling locations and data is finished. 


Initial work on the' historical archi- 


tecture Inventory was confined to the 
greater Chicago area, since it has a 
number of noted architectural styles and 


because renovation of whole neighbor- 
hoods and districts is accelerated, pro- 
ducing more of an immediate threat to 
the historically valuable. During the past 
few months, the architectural survey has 
broadened to cover other counties. 


Jon Pohl, an architectural designer 


from Southern Illinois University, and 
Thomas Yanul, architectural assistant, 
are doing the field survey work. Henry 
Dovilas, an architectural historian from 
Circle Campus, University of, Illinois, is 
engaged in the research, 'as are Susan 
Sorell, Marjorie Pearson and Susan Ben- 
jamin, architectural historians. Sorell 
and Pearson studied-under Sprague at 
the University of Chicago; Benjamin re- 
ceived her degree at the University of 
Minnesota. 


MUCH OF THE INITIAL research 


work is devoted to locating historic possi- 
bilities and identifying them. Originally 
it was planned to 'comfort a block-by- 
block Inspection of Illinois structures, 
county by-county and city by city. That 
idea was soon abandoned with realization 
of the magnitude of the task. 


Currently greater reliance is being 


placed on public libraries, newspaper 
files and county and city historical so- 
cieties for Input as to historic structures. 
Canvassing these groups for information 
has provided considerable response from 
interested societies and individuals, and 
a number of areas are being thoroughly 
covered through this volunteer co-oper- 
ation. 


Work of the field survey team'conslsts 


largely of photographing exteriors for 
file and future study as relative histori- 
cal Importance comes up for scrutiny. 
Overall views are filmed on different 
angles of the facade, and ornamental de- 
tails are subjects for close-ups. 


"In our assessment of importance for 


consideration by the Historic Sites Advi- 
sory Council, we assign priorities rough- 
ly in about four categories," said Dr. 
Sprague. "Top priority, of course, are 


those structures which have undoubted 
significance for National Register consid- 
eration, and may be threatened by clear- 
ance projects. These we usually know 
about. 


"Secondarily are those structures 


which merit recording in our fQes for fu- 
ture National Register consideration. We 
appreciate the volunteer cooperation 
from many groups throughout the state 
in helping us to gain information on 
these. Third are those buildings that may 
not merit National Registers-inclusion, 
but may qualify in the future for State 
Register documenting, and last are the 
rejects, which simply do not have enough 
historical significance In our estima- 
tion." 


THIRTEEN OF THE 74 traditional 


Chicago neighborhoods have been in- 
ventoried to date by the architectural 
track. These are: Beverly Hills on the 
southwest side; Hyde Park, south side; 
Kenwood, south 'side; Lakeview, north 
side; Lincoln Park, north side; the Loop; 
Morgan Rark, southwest side; the near 
North Side; the near South Side; Rogers 
Park, north side; South Shore; Uptown, 
north side; and West Ridge, north side. 


Of the more than 2,500 individual struc- 


tures now under Inventory, 1,144 are in 
the Chicago suburban areas of Cook and 
DuPage Counties. These communities, 
and numbers of structures on historical 
inventory presently, are: 


Brookfield 11, Evanston 276, Glencoe 


76, Hinsdale 41, Kenilworth 72, LaGrange 
32, Oak Park 226, River Forest 126, Riv- 
erside SO, Western Springs 3, Wtlmette 
118 and Winnetka 113. 


The inventory is now moving focal 


points in Chicago out to the west side, 
near west side and northwest side, and 
has some areas to complete on the south 
side. 


Counties which are either completed as 


to architectural surveys, or nearly com- 
pleted, include: 


KANKAKEE, WILL, Grundy, Kendall, 


Kane, McHenry, LaSalle, Putnam, Bu- 
reau, Lee, Ogle, Stephenson, Jo Daviess, 
Carroll, Whiteside, Henry and Mercer in 
the north; Henderson, Warren, Hancock, 
McDonough, Fulton, Adams, Brown and 
Schuyler in the west; and St. Clalr, ex- 
cept East St. Louis and Belleville, Mar- 
ion, Clay, Washington, Monroe, Jeffer- 
son, Wayne, Edwards, Wabash, White, 
Hamilton, Franklin, -Perry, Randolph, 
Jackson, Williamson, Saline, Gallatin, 
Union, Johnson, Pope, Hardin, Alexan- 
der, Pulaski and Massac hi the south. 


Like the other tracks, the historical ar- 


chitecture survey will be a continuing 
program with periodical reviews of the 
original data now being compiled to keep 
abreast of National and State Register 
requirements 
and nomination possi- 


bilities. 


The initial compilation of the state 


record should be completed in about two 
years, according to Dr. Sprague. After 
that time, the continuing inventory sur- 
vey can be handled within the Depart- 
ment of Conservation, with data stored in 
University of Illinois computerized sys- 
tems for posterity's educational, environ- 
mental and cultural requirements.

Joe Alioto beams. Put a little cotton 


stuffing In his mouth; put vowels on the 
end of his words. He could almost play 
The Godfather, too, although the Idea 
would be anathema to him. 


"IF YOU TOOK the Italian chapters 


out of that great big book of culture 
called Western Civilization," he pro- 
claims, "you'd have a damn thin vol- 
ume." 


Joseph Lawrence Alioto Is proud. And 


emotional And sensitive. He's Italian, of 
course, by descent, and Sicilian. His fa- 
ther came over on the boat in 1897. His 
maternal grandparents were native Sici- 
lians. One of his sons is married to a 
Sicilian. 


It still shocked him when no was linked 


by inference to the Mafia, in an article 
by the defunct Look Magazine in 1969. He 
sued for libel. (The $12.5 million suit has 
gone through two mistrials, the second of 
which ended just recently.) 


He also came under civil and criminal 


prosecution In the state of Washington 
for fee-spllttlng, although this had noth- 
ing to do with his being Italian. * 


Joe Alioto could have been rained. 
DONT FORGET, here was a man who 


had placed Hubert Humphrey in nomi- 
nation for president at the 1968 Demo- 
cratic convention. Joe Alioto himself was 
prominently mentioned as a vice-presi- 
dential possibility, governor of California 
or U.S. senator — cither seemed an 
eventual certainty. 


Alioto still doesn't rule out the possi- 


bility. After all, while still under in- 
dlctment, with the Washington stale case 
being tried In the middle of his cam- 
paign, he was re-elected mayor of San 
Francisco last year — by twice the mar- 
gin he won in 1967. 


He's type cast, with his crisp white 


shirts, his natty gold cuff links, his tai- 
lored dark blue suit, his well-fed look, his 
after-shave glisten. 


The set fits him, too. City Hall is 


trimmed in gold leaf and Room 200, the 
Mayor's Office, leads down,a carpeted 
hall to a wood-paneled sanctum with a 
traditional big mahogany desk. 


Just five years ago, Alioto never 


thought this was what his life would be 
about. At the age of SI, he became a 
politician. He claims It was a freak oc- 
currence. His friend, Gene McAteer, who 
had declared he was running for mayor, 
dropped dead on a handball court. The 
incumbent mayor was forbidden by his 
doctor to run again. 


"A MAN NAMED Harold Dobbs," says 


Alioto, "was left. In my law practice I 
found out something about Harold Dobbs 
and made a determination he was not 
going to be the mayor of Son Francisco. 
I wouldn't mind Harold Dobbs being the 
mayor of Whlttier." 


Fifty-six days later, Joseph Alioto was 


the mayor of San Francisco. 


"It's a very dangerous business to be 


the mayor of a large city," he says, "if 
you're interested in going on in politics. 
The mortality rates are pretty high. But 
I don't regard myself as a political ani- 
mal. There's nothing in my background 
to even suggest it." 


He was a nationally prominent trust- 


busting lawyer, a businessman and a 
banker most of his adult life. Also a do- 
gooder in tho community who played the 
violin for relaxation. 


"The bad thing in politics," he muses, 


"is you have to take incredible abuse by 
people who arc ... 
well, I can't com- 


ment on the Look thing. 


"AND 
THE DIRTY work. John Mit- 


chell had on obsession with bugging peo- 
ples' phones. Maybe he's so henpecked at 
home that he had to work out his aggres- 
sions with whatever he was doing at the 
office, which happened to be control of 
the most awesome power, the criminal 
justice process. 


"Nobody had a right to make the kind 


of attacks that have been made on me, 
that I'm a member of the Mafia. And to 
contrive such a criminal charge that a 
federal judge looks at two prosecutors 
and asks, 'Why did you even bring this 
case?" And throws it out. 


"I don't mention this very much be- 


cause to the average person, who doesn't 
follow things closely, if you say, "Theyre 
trying to get me,' you sound paranoid. 


"Then you have those episodes of FBI 


people throwing bombs at the homes of 
private citizens. I don't give a damn if 
the man's name is Bonarmo. An FBI 
man throws the bomb and you have two 
witnesses and he takes the 5th Amend- 
ment when you ask him about it. They 
ought to indict the bum, not just dismiss 
him. 


"SO THIS IS a peculiar Department of 


Justice we have these days. I was talk- 
ing this way two years ago and they said 
I was crazy." 


Does the mayor feel the Mafia accusa- 


tion against him and the fee-splitting 
trials killed any aspirations he may have 
hod for higher office? 


"No. I have been beating these bums 


at their own game, right hi the court- 
room, so people are Incensed at the per- 
secution aspect. I make no bones about 
the fact that we're taking a very close 
look at the 1974 gubernatorial race." 


Meanwhile, there's the continuing job 


of being the mayor of one of the nation's 
glamorous^ cities. "The challenge of the 
city," he notes, "is exciting in places like 
New York, Chicago, New Orleans, Bos- 
ton, at one time Philadelphia." And, of 
course, San Francisco. 


Put a cocktail reception together, or a 


luncheon, or a parade, and Mayor Joseph 
Alioto is there. In full, lone flourish. 


"Other mayors travel around with body- 


guards," he says. "One of them has 
nine. We have a distinguished governor 
— when he comes to San Francisco, he 
has 14 bodyguards with him. I don't 
know where the hell he thinks he's go- 
ing." 


He emphasizes his conclusion: 
"There isn't any Mafia in this town, 


and every knowledgeable person knows 
that."

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WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Ameri- 


can's love for hli iteak and hamburger 
wffl keep me* price* Ugh In the coming 
monthi, despite prospects (or more pro- 
duction of red meat, the Agriculture De- 
partment reports. 


Direct Kansas City 
To Chicago Road Hit 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) - A proposed high- 


way from Kansas City to Chicago that 
would by-pass St Louis would turn St. 
Louis and Des Moines into ghost towns, a 
regional planning panel was told Wednes- 
day. 


The proposed highway, which would 


cross the Mississippi near Hannibal, 
would shorten the travel distance be- 
tween Kansas City and Chicago by about 
120 miles. 


George Wendel, chairman of the Re- 


gional Forum of the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, sold he will write 
letters to the four U.S. senators from 
Missouri and Illinois to express opposi- 
tion to tho plan. The senators had en- 
dorsed the highway plan. 


"Larger red meat production is in 


prospect for 1973," the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture's survey of the livestock 
and meat situation says. "The calf crop 
increased in 1972'and bog producers' 
plans Indicate larger pork output in 
1973." 


Production of veal and lamb Is ex- 


pected to decline somewhat, the experts 
said. 


By the first of next year, the depart- 


ment predicted, cattle herds in the 
United States will have risen by four mil- 
lion head — "expanding more in 1972 
than In recent years." 


When those reach .market, the in- 


creased numbers could exert some down- 
ward pressure on prices. 


Marketing of fed cattle is expected to 


be up somewhat this winter, reflecting a 
trend that began in the fall, the USDA 
said. As of Oct. 1, cattle on feed were 10 
per cent more than a year earlier, with 
(he Increases largely in the heavier and 
lighter weights — middle categories 
were somewhat down. 


The USDA predicted, "Fed 
cattle 


prices will be strong late this fall and in 
the winter, reflecting a seasonal decline 
in fed beef supplies and strong consumer 
demand for beef." 


Shoplifting Is Becoming 
A Major Crime Category

Shoplifting, once a minor nuisance to 


merchants, has become a major cate- 
gory of crime in America. 


Last year, more than $3.5 billion worth 


of merchandise was surreptitiously re- 
moved from retail stores. 


Security officials say a largo per- 


centage of shoplifting is done by people 
who don't commit any other type of 
crime and never think of themselves as 
lawbreakers. 


Some are members of tho youth count- 


er-culture who hide the reality of what 
they're doing i.e., stealing behind euphe- 
misms such as "ripping off" which, they 
apparently feel, makes it somehow more 
respectable. 


SHOPLIFTERS DEVISE any 
number 


of ways of getting goods out of the 
ifore, but for moit of them the real 
queiMon it, why steal In the fint 
place? 


A n o t h e r conscience-saver popular 


among shoplifters, according to detec- 
tives who question them, is the argument 
that the theft is being made from a 
large, rich , impersonal organization, 
which can "afford" the loss. 


THIS ARGUMENT USUALLY is ac- 


companied by an assertion "I'm not real- 
ly hurting any other person" by shop- 
lifting from a department store, chain 
grocery, or other large corporate enter- 
prise. 


Hani facts won't support these con- 


venient rationalizations. Shoplifting does 
hurt other individuals — including people 
who are old, poor, unemployed or other- 
wise In no position to "afford" the losses 
Indirectly inflicted-on them by the 220 
per cent increase in shoplifting that has 
occurred in the past decade. 


Shoplifting has become a major factor 


in price inflation. Retailers cannot ab- 
sorb theft losses averaging $8 million a 
day without going broke, so they pass the 
cost along to their customers in the form 
of higher prices. 


Economists estimate 
the 
average 


American consumer currently is paying 
about 15 per cent more for food, clothing 
and other retail merchandise than he'd 
have to pay In the absence of shoplifting. 


LET'S LABOR THAT point a moment. 


If you sneak a steak out of the super- 
market occasionally, or stuff some stock- 
ings from a department store counter 
Into your purse when the clerk's not look- 
Ing, you are not a social rebel who's bol- 
dly "ripping off" a giant corporation. 


You are just a common thief who Is 


stealing — that's the word, brother, 
stealing — from all the friends, neigh- 
bors and strangers who are your fellow 
consumers. You're helping to run up the 
cost of living by 15 per cent, which hurts 
them just as much as though you had 
filched money directly out of their pock- 
ets. 


Stop, thief. 
Or at least be honest enough to admit' 


to yourself that you ARE a thief — not a 
Robin Hood who's equalizing an unfair 
economic system with a little harmless 
"ripping off."

What Land Belongs To The People?

when there's a controversy." 


According to Connolly, the property Is 


probably worth about 140.000 per acre. 


Mayors and park district representa- 


tives from Wheeling. Elk Grove, Pala- 
tine and Schsnmburg Townships banded 
together last January u an effort to 
make a regional park otrt of 100 acres of 
'the site. According to Connolly, however, 
no more land could be recommended for 
disposal since the Navy has the approval 
of the Armed Services Committee to 
buDd boosing on S4 acres of the site.

But Rumsfeld is also chairman of the 


* Property Review Board, a panel estab- 


lished by Nixon in 1970 when he learned 
that much of America was being 
crowded out of recreation space by the 
government itself. 


For almost 200 years, a special task 


force study found, the government ac- 
quired real property on a blt-by-blt basis. 
Little or no property management cxls- 
. ted. Worse yet, property laws were in- 


consistent and land-holding agencies 
ranging from the departments of defense 
to agriculture developed their own ad- 
ministrative practices. More than 780 
million acres — one-third of the entire 
land mass of the United States — has 
been bought up by the federal bureau- 
cracy. Many of these holdings, the study 
found, were underutilized or not even 
used at all. 


IN FEBRUARY. 1970, Nixon appointed 


Rumfcld and other key administration 
officials as his "give the land back to the 
people" deputies. The Rumsfeld panel in- 
cludes -domestic affairs advisor John 
Ehrllchman plus chairmen Herbert Stein 
of the Council of Economic Advisors and 
Russell Train of the Council on Environ* 
mental Quality. 


Other members are Frank Carlucci, 


deputy director of the office of manage- 
ment and budget, and General Services 
Administrator Arthur Sampson. 


Their assignment wasn't ballyhooed In 


the beginning since they were up against 
years of federal control and Congress' 
historical Involvement In landholding. 


"You've got yean of crust working 


against you," Rumsfeld said. "You've 
got the complexity of control within the 
holding agencies. They bought the land. 
It was theirs. And suddenly, the Presi- 
dent says, 'well, it belongs to the 
people.'" 


"The President sees this as an in- 


vestment fay the people and there should 
be a return on that investment." 


Rumsfeld admitted to some pressure 


from both Congress and some of the 
agencies, whose major gripe is that It 
costs more to dispose of the property 
than It does to keep It. 


"We're farther along than I thought we 


could go," Rumsfeld said, but be added, 
"and not as far as I think we ought to 
be."

An unused post office at Rogers City, 


Mich. — one acre, valued at $900 — was 
turned over for park and recreational 
use and for rehabilitating the downtown 
shopping area. 


In Medford, Ore, 421 acres of a Nation- 


al Guard facility priced at $95,000 were 
transferred for use as a park with such 
recreational activities as archery, model 
airplane flying, motorcycling and dune- 
buggy riding. 


A Naval Air Station sewage plant at 


Brunswick, Maine, eight acres valued at 
$10,000, was turned over for development 
as a town park and recreation area. 


PROMINENT Otf THE LIST are two 


ambitious projects called Gateway West 
in San Francisco and Gateway East in 
New York. Both involve thousands of 
acres of property and millions of dollars. 
The West Coast program has been pro- 


nounced successful so far but the eastern 
version is less far along, having been 
embroiled in a number of statewide dis- 
putes over land use. 


Probably the best known of all the 


transfers — because of the involvement 
of Nixon himself — was the conveyance 
of 2,986 acres of the Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., Marine base to the state as a 
camp site and beach frontage. 


The leased land, valued at $20,520,000, 


included four miles of beach property 
near Nixon's San Clemente home. On a 
trip west to July, he checked and found 
the site little used and threatened to turn 
the area back to the Marines if h were 
not better utilized. Federal action was 
quickly taken to speed development of 
the property. 


Rumsfeld sees an increase In coming 


months on further development of urban 
parks in an effort to make designated 


areas more accessible to moderate and 
low income groups. 


"The President wants to see federal

Madden, D-lnd.. co-signed a letter to 
George B. Hartiog Jr., National Park 
Service director. 


The letter said erosion along the Lake 


Michigan beach of the Indiana Dunes Na- 
tional Lakeshore Park must be curtailed 
before winter. A major access road along 
the beach has already been washed out, 
the letter said, and others are threat- 
ened. 


The letter said, "Many homes are hi 


Imminent danger of falling Into the lake; 
exposed septic systems are creating a 
serious pollution hazard; and, perhaps 
most Important of all, the irreplaceable 
sand dunes of our nation's first urban 
national pork are being washed away at 
on accelerating rate." 


"Clearly federal structures are to 


blame," the letter said. "The federal au- 
thority exists to correct such deficiencies 
on an emergency basis and viable al- 
ternatives exist on which to base such 
action." 


The congressmen called for a meeting 


next week of all parties Involved to ex- 
plore "in greater detail the alternative 
courses of action." They called for anoth- 
er meeting In December at which a prog- 
ress report would be submitted.

history, and that's what we shall try to 
avoid." 


Good news indeed." And, better yet, 


Tuesday's debut showed exactly bow 
Cooke is successfully sidestepping the 
pitfalls of dry history and books bogged 
down with cliche accounts of how we got 
to be the way we are. First, he in- 
telligently realizes he cannot possibly do 
justice to all of U.S. history in 13 hours, 
and doesn't try. His is an attempt at a 
very personal social history; and, with 
Cooke's excellent credentials, his pro- 
vocative and individual observations il- 
luminate the overall picture so that we 
get to the essence, and not merely the 
facts. 


Second, like any great communicator 


and reporting artist, he does not Insult 
his audience — in this case the mass 
viewing-public of America — by playing 
down to it "America" is no child's gar- 
den of history, although receptive young- 
sters can profit from It The series-sets a 
sophisticated and mature tone that re- 
quires viewers to come up to its level 
That alone makes it distinctive. 


Third, the techniques of the debut were 


ideal for Cooke's approach. A bit of re- 
created history there. A mixture of sig- 
nificant events and anecdotes. A unity of 
past and present through sites that have 
a story to tell. And, through all this, an 
Idea of the vast scope and variety that 
make up America. 


XEROX, SPONSOR of the series, is en- 


hancing viewer pleasure even more by 
limiting itself to opening and closing 
commercials; in short, the nation's his- 
tory is not interrupted by advertise- 
ments. The series is a coproduction of 
the British Broadcasting Corp. and Time- 
Life films, and though there have been 
some wisecracks about a U.S. network 
running a BBC history of America, it is 
worthwhile remembering that Mr. Cooke, 
U.S. Citizen, is the project's guiding 
force. We are, after all, a nation of im- 
migrants, and where could anyone find a 
better one than Cooke? 


The series will come right up to cur- 


rent events. But the next hour, Nov. 28, 
will focus on the country's first English 
settlements. "America," has its own 
tone. Among Cooke's favorite American 
writers are H. L. Mencken, Robert Ben- 
chley, Westbrook Pegler, James Thurber 
and S. J. Perelman. We should have a 
lively time.

Human Nature Hasn't 
Changed Much At That

This Is a modern parable which hap- 


pens to be true. 


If It reminds you of Jesus' famous 


parable of the Good Samaritan, perhaps 
that Indicates human nature really 
hasn't changed much in the past 2,000 
years. 


Not long ago, a man named Harold 


Martin, 23 years old, was driving a big 
truck along Interstate Highway 20 near 
Columbia. S.C. 


The truck collided with another ve- 


hicle, turned over, and burst Into flames. 


A lot of cars which had been whizzing 


along the Interstate highway stopped. 
People got out and lined the highway to 
watch the excitement. They saw Martin 
lying half conscious, unable to move, 
near the cab of his burning truck. But no 
one In the crowd of spectators — which 
included many able-bodied young men — 
would risk going to Martin's aid. 


THEY \VEKE AFItAID. they explained 


later to police, that the burning truck 
might explode and they would be en- 
gulfed In a fiery holocaiisc. 


So they kept a safe distance away — 


and let Martin lie there, helpless. 


Then a young woman, Mrs. Naomi 


Clinton of Camdcn, S.C., arrived at the 
scene of the accident. 


Her reaction also was one of horror — 


but It wasn't horror about what might 
happen to her. 


"I saw that poor guy lying right by the 


truck," she told a reporter later. "The 
flames were really terrific, and every- 
body seemed to be just standing around 
talking about It and not doing anything 
to help him. 


"I DIDN'T STOP to think about dan- 


ger. I just started down to that truck. 
Several people tried to stop me, but you 
can't sco a human being need help and 
do nothing about it." 


Mrs. Clinton grabbed Martin's shoul- 


ders and dragged him away from the 
burning truck to the side of the embank- 
ment leading up to the highway. A few 
men then came over and helped her car- 
ry Martin to safety. 


An ambulance arrived shortly. Martin 


was taken to a Columbia hospital and he 
Is recovering from third degree burns. 
Mrs. Clinton received treatment for sing- 
ed hair and burns on her arms and neck. 


In Jesus' parable, it was a foreigner 


(the Good Samaritan) who came to the 
assistance of a man who'd been beaten 
up and robbed by highwaymen, after two 
of the victim's fellow countrymen had 
hastened by in fear they might be at- 
tacked If they hung around to help. 


On Interstate 20, it was a woman who 


had the guts to walk up to a burning 
truck and drag its driver to safety, while 
a crowd of men stood around fearing for 
their own hides.

Carey Must Be 


His Own Man 


When C. Bernard Carey moves 


into the state's attorney's office in 
17 days he will carry with him the 
faith of the voters of Cook County. 


The voters Nov. 7 charged Carey 


to make good on his campaign 
pledges — to attack vigorously 
both crimes of violence and gov- 
ernmental corruption in the coun- 
ty. 


That mandate was demonstrated 


clearly by suburban and city vot- 
ers alike, many of whom crossed 
traditional party lines, thereby em- 
phasizing the faith they placed in 
him. 


A victory which results from 


such a crossover vote inherently is 
more significant than one achieved 
through 
straight-level balloting. 


Many Democratic voters, and es- 
pecially those in Chicago's black 
wards, defected from their normal 
voting behavior to vote for a man 
in whom they truly believe. 


That faith and trust is a serious 


burden to bear. Yet it can be borne 
proudly and honorably. 


Cnrcy now hns the opportunity, 


indeed the obligation, to do exactly 
that. 


He can fulfill the trust placed in 


him by assaulting street crime, but 
by applying that aggressiveness 


equally and fairly to all geographic 
areas and to all groups of people in 
the county. 


He can bear the burden with dig- 


nity and integrity by assailing 
crimes of official misconduct com- 
mitted by Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike — offenses which have 
been ignored in Cook County far 
too long. 


Since his election, Carey has said 


he will not engage in a Republican 
attack on Democratic officeholders 
on the basis of party label alone. 
We applaud that pronouncement 
and hope Carey will maintain that 
conviction, avoiding any tempta- 
tion which may arise from a 
triumvirate of law enforcement 
powers now held between him and 
fellow Republicans William Scott 
and James Thompson.

Canada Voted, Too 


Canada's parliamentary election 


— or nonclcction, as it turned out 
— a week before our own election 
suggests that the United States 
presidential system is not as bad 
as some critics paint it. 


Although Prime Minister Pierre 


Trudcau and his Liberal party ac- 
tually lost the election by failing to 
win a majority of the 264 scats in 
Canada's House of Commons, wind- 
Ing up with a 109-109 tic with the 
Progressive Conservative party, 
Trudcau remains prime minister 
—just barely and just temporarily, 
until he cither calls new elections 
or loses a vote of confidence in the 
House 


In the meantime, however, effec- 


tive governing by the Liberals will 
depend upon the support of the two 
minority parties — the New Demo- 
crats, with 30 seats, and the Que- 
bec-based Social Credit party, with 
15 scats. 


The minorities, especially the 


New Democrats, thus have a pow- 
erful say-so •over programs they 
don't like, whether proposed by the 
Liberals or by the Conservatives. 


In the United States, we definite- 


ly get a president every quadren- 
nlum, regardless of how the parties 
fare in the 'congressional races. 
The man who wins the election, no 
matter how slim his popular or 
Electoral College majority may be, 
is president for the'next four years 
as certainly as the man who wins 
by a landslide. 


True, a candidate can be, and 


has been, elected president while 
his own party loses or fails to win 


control of Congress, as Richard 
Nixon well knows This puts a 
checkrein on a president's ability 
to govern, similar to a Canadian 
prime minister's lack of a clear 
parliamentary majority, and ne- 
cessitates compromises and deals 
and shifting coalitions in Congress 
among the various factions that 
make up the two major parties. 


But another plus of the U.S. sys- 


tem Is that it has encouraged the 
d e v e l q p m e n t of two over- 
whelmingly dominant political par- 
ties. To have any voice at all, mi- 
nority movements have had 'to 
work within the ranks of either the 
Democrats or the Republicans. 


This has, in general, tended both 


to dampen political excesses and to 
broaden the representation of the 
major parties, as well as to insure 
the nation against sudden and radi- 
cal shifts to the right or left in any 
one election.

Dist. 59 Board Is Hit 


An open letter to the board of educa- 


tion, Dist. 59: 


I am more than disappointed that you, 


as a board, have missed the entire point 
I was trying to make when I asked for 
an executive hearing. I chose that meth- 
od of communication simply because I 
wanted to know if you were aware of the 
growing morale problem among the staff 
and community. Some of the specific in- 
stances I wanted to discuss with you, as 
a board, first. Quite frankly, I was con* 
fused as to why Dr. Ervltl was so repea- 
tedly insistent that you not speak with 
me. Because of that insistence and your 
bald-faced-lie at the November 6 board 
meeting, I started to wonder what the 
"tender spot" was that you and Dr. Er- 
viti seemed afraid I might touch upon. 
With that reflection, I had no trouble 
speculating that some of your areas of 
concern might be. 


Mr. Domanlco said he "felt the matter 


was appropriate for public discussion," 
and I will not accept that. You name the 
time and the place. However, it should 
be held before January 1, 1973, because 
at least two of the things that should be 
discussed have a deadline: 


(1) Dr. Ervitl's contract evaluation for 


renewal starts in January. The fact that 
he now has a three-year contract does 
not mean it should be extended each 
year without your complete and honest 
evaluation, Including public response. As 
his employer, the taxpayers have a right 
to know what they are paying for, in- 
cluding those "fringe" benefits unique in 
his contract from all of the surrounding 
communities.

There are other areas of concern that 


you should be prepared to discuss: • 


(3) Alienation of the public and staff. 
a. Condescension and rudeness from 


the Superintendent. There has' never 
been any excuse for bad manners, and 
we in Dist. 59 are not used to that kind of 
abuse, and I see no reason to be forced 
to tolerate it. 


b. The sabotage of the Lighted School 


Program — somewhere the idea has 
been lost that the schools belong to the 
community. 


c. The intentional alienation of parent- 


oriented organizations such as School 
Community Council. 


d. Instead of recognizing the Teachers 


Council as a viable, contributory organi- 
zation toward the operation of the dis- 
trict, it has been forced to become defen- 
sive and operate as a separate force.

week. I say "roughly" because, obvious- 
ly there are more than four weeks in a 
month.

would figure it, based on five working 
days a week, or even on 10 to 12 working 
days for each pay period. 


But that's not the way Danaher's office 


computes it.

A spokesman at Danaher's office said 


the pay reduction amounts only to about 
4 per cent. He said that's because there 
are 15 or 16 days in each pay period, and 
they earn their pay over the entire pay 
period, not just for the days they work. 


In other words, he said, there are 15 


days in the pay period from Nov. 1 to 
Nov. 15. A worker earns one-fifteenth of 
his pay each of the 15 days, instead of 
one-eleventh of his pay each of the 11 
working days. 


Computing it that way, the reduction 


is, indeed, abqut 4 per cent 


And it might make sense if you're ac- 


customed to thinking you get paid for ly- 
ing on the sofa Sunday afternoon watch- 
ing football fames. 


It's no big thing, really, but the an- 


nouncement of a reduction of "two-thirds 
of a day's pay every payday," might 
lead many taxpayers to think the work- 
ers are being cut almost 7 per cent in- 
stead of the actual 4 per cent. 


More interesting, perhaps, was the 


spokesman's example of how the system 
works and how the "logic" can be ex- 
tended. 


He said, for example, if an employe 


skips work on a Friday and the following 
Monday, "He can be docked for four 
days pay — Friday, Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday." 


In other words, he could be docked 


four-fifteenths of his paycheck instead of 
two-elevenths. 
1 
"You see, it can work both ways," the 


spokesman said, implying the system 
can work against the workers in certain 
cases. 


But if the pay system can work that 


way,-it could also work to pay the work- 
ers for more days than they show up in 
the office. 


For example, if during the 11 working 


days between Nov. 1 and Nov. 15, an em- 
ploye of the office made an appearance 
only Friday the 3rd and Friday the 10th, 
an extension of the "logic" would in- 
dicate he would earn 40 per cent of his 
pay. 


He would be paid for the two Fridavs, 


plus the following Saturdays and Sun- 
days. 


He would, according to the payroll sys- 


tem, earn six-fifteenths of his pay (40 per 
cent) even though he only worked two 
days out of 11. 


Of course, the whole thing is ridicu- 


lous. 


A person who tried to pull that trick 


would lose his job altogether. The offi- 
cials in the court clerk's office wouldn't 
allow anyone to get away with that

'Minority Group9 Gets No Sympathy

NEW YORK (UPI) - Black can be 


profitable as well as beautiful. 


Publliber Earl G. Graves pounds home 


that theme In "Black Enterprise," a 
monthly how-Unlo-lt magazine for black 
businessmen and black consumers. 


"Did you know," he asked, "that VS. 


blacks combined have a gross national 
product of 112 billion? IT we were a na- 
tion that would give us the ninth largest 
GNP in the free world." 


Many areas of the U.S. economy would 


suffer, maybe wither, U blacks stopped 
buying, according to Graves, a husky, 
modish dresser of 37 who has the self* 
assurance of a Green Beret officer which 
he was and still is. He cited heavy black 
buying of Chevrolet*, Coca-Cola, Scotch 
whiskey. 


"And there are a lot more," he said. 


studying a menu in an exclusive lunch- 
eon club near his new mid-Manhattan of- 
fices. 


Graves noted that blacks spent #00 


million on travel in 1971 and are ex- 
pected to spend $800 million this year. 
They also spent $383 million on con- 
ventions this year. 


There are 163,000 black-owned firms 


with gross receipts of W.5 billion. They 
are most attracted to selected service 
ventures such as boutiques. Then they go 
Into retail trade, transportation, contract 
construction, finance and real estate. 
Black transportation firms make up five 
per cent of all such U.S. firms, the high- 
est proportion In any one business area. 
The highest returns, however, come from 
automotive shops, gasoline stations, food 
stores,. eating and drinking places and 
special trade contractors. 


One of the few things that can cause 


Graves to lose his "cool" Is to suggest 
that most blacks either are on or going 
on welfare. He notes his magazine's con- 
trolled free circulation of 125,000 blacks 
with a pass-on readership of 400,000. It 
accounts for almost half of all black dol- 
lars spent 


It also has a median household Income 


of $18,550. Twenty-eight per cent of it 
earns more than $2,000 per year, 73 per 
cent carried at least one credit card; S3 
per cent owned their own homes; 68 per 
cent took four or more trips per year; 91 
per cent owned at least one car; and 56 
per cent owned at least two cars. 


BECAUSE HE was advising block 


businessmen how to "make It" In the 
white establishment it became almost a 
necessity that Black Enterprise do well. 
And it has. It's regarded as the third 
fastest growing magazine. In a field 
where few make it and then only after 
years of "paying dues," the publication 
turned a profit the first year, starting 
August, 1070, on a gross of $930,000.

ads," said Graves. "We sell strictly on 
the basis that an ad will bring profits. 
Since a lot of big companies like General 
Motors advertise with us they must be 
getting the message."

other blacks," he said. "I don't mean ly- 
ing down and being walked over. I mean 
being smart by working within the sys- 
tem and understanding it" 


Graves, born in Brooklyn's Bedford- 


Stuyvesant ghetto, now lives In exclusive 
Westchestcr County. After being gradu- 
ated from a Brooklyn High school, he 
worked his way through Morgan State 
College, Baltimore. Then It was the mili- 
tary and a few years hi the Green Berets 
In which he still holds a commission as 
reserve captain. He served as an aide to 
the late Sen. Robert Kennedy, mostly as 
an adviser in community affairs. 


After Kennedy's assassination, Graves 


formed a management consultant firm 
and eventually turned to publishing. He 
is heavily Involved with the Boy Scouts 
and Is a director of the Liggett & Myers 
Tobacco Co.

SCISSORS, CAN OPENERS, pencil 


sharpeners, cork screws and cameras, to 
name a few things, are made for right- 
handers. Either the handle is on the 
wrong side, the screw turns clockwise (to 
the right) or the shutter release Is on the 
right — generally making life bard on 
the lefty. 


How many righthanders have ever 


thought about being forced to sit at the 
end of a dinner table in order to avoid

To Mrs. Mount (let's call her), the "in- 


vestment units" sounded like a better 
place for her modest savings than the 
bank account, where the interest wasn't 
accumulating very fast 


As the salesman explained it, an in- 


vestment of $600 In two of these "units" 
would return dividends of $200 a year lat- 
er — $100 on each unit He recommended 
that she take one for each of her two 
sons, aged 9 and 13. 


Since Mrs. Mount was a young widow 


who supported the family on what her 
office Job paid, those very generous divi- 
dcnds did sound like a godsend. So she 
withdrew the $600 from savings, and the 
salesman came around to collect her In- 
vestment. 


ACTUALLY, IfE explained, there was 


a three-year "plan" involved. It called 
for buying another two units next year; 
then her yearly dividend would double, to 
$400. Tho same the following year, after 
which the three years of dividends would 
add up to $1,200. If she were to leave her 
dividends "In the plan" each year, after 
three years K would "carry Itself." 


Well, Mrs. Mount wasn't sure she could 


scrape together another $600 next year. 
Nothing to worry about, she was told. If 
she couldn't continue the "plan," she 
could get her original investment back at 
tho end of the first year — but no divi- 
dends, mind you, and only after a year 
elapsed. 


So Mrs. Mount handed the salesman 


her $600. 


"Oh, by the way," he said. "Each of 


the boys Is insured for $5,000. With the 
dividends paid on the insurance policies, 
that way they're not taxable." 


Two or three weeks later, Mrs. 


Mount's "Investment units" were deliv- 


ered,'at the office where she works. They 
were a pair of enormously overpriced 20- 
pay life insurance policies, on her sons. 


It was indeed true that her dividends 


wouldn't be taxable. Insurance dividends 
are not dividends in the sense of an in- 
vestor's dividends — the kind that means 
your money is earning money. Insurance 
dividends are, by legal definition, simply 
a return of surplus premium which the 
pollcyhoHer has paid. 


SO IT ISN'T difficult to promise "divi- 


dends" of $200 a year on a $600 "in- 
vestment," when the $600 la buying In- 
surance on which the normal premium 
would be about $260. The salesman sim- 
ply collects $600 for $260 worth of insur- 
once, and you get $200 back — a year 
later. 
\ 


Mrs. Mount didn't need, and didn't 


want, life insurance on her children. 
What she wants is her $600 back, but all 
she gets from the company Is a deaf ear. 


We've warned, in earlier columns, 


against these "specialty policies" that 
are peddled in the guise of "good in- 
vestments," But when the victim doesn't 
even realize, until after the money has 
changed hands, that it's an overpriced 
insurance policy that he or she Is "in- 
Vesting" in, warnings against specialty 
policies are of no avail. The public needs 
a more positive kind of protection. 


Mrs. Mount lives In a Texas city, and 


the home offices of the insurance com- 
pany Involved are In Oklahoma City. 
Perhaps you're moved to wonder, along 
with us, why the insurance commission- 
e r s — i n those states, and In others 
across the country — aren't doing more 
to protect their constituents against the 
swindlers.

bumping elbows with righthanders? It's 
an everyday concession' lefthanders have 
to make. 


Musical instruments are notoriously 


righthanded. Nearly all stringed in- 
struments an made for righthanders. A 
lefthander must completely restring such 
instruments in order to use them. 


Even the trusty telephone Is made for 


righthanders. A lefty is hard put to bold 
the receiver, deposit his dime and dial a 
number without resorting to acrobatics. 


In short, lefthanders have been con- 


forming to the right-oriented world for 
years. Adapting is certainly cheaper and 
easier than going to the expense of hav- 
ing special products designed and manu- 
factured on an individual basis; that is, 
until recently. 


In 1969 Peter B. Nelman of Westport, 


Conn., a management systems con- 
sultant, formed a mail order business 
dealing in products especially designed 
for lefthanders. In 1971 after two years of 
research, he started The Aristera Organ- 
ization, which now offers 55 products of 
leftbanded or ambidextrous design. Aris- 
tera Is the Greek word for left It also 
means "the best" as in aristocrat. 


STRICTLY A family business — oper- 


ated by his wife and two children with 
himself as president — the firm has 
grown fast Aristera currently has a 
mailing list of over 5,000 lefthanders and 
handles orders from Africa, Europe, 
Canada, and New Zealand, as well as the 
U.S. Its catalog sells for $1 and comes 
with a free lefthanded ruler — the num- 
bers ascend to the left 


"•We try to sell solutions to everyday 


problems," says Nelman, a lefthander. 
"Many lefthanded housewives, for ex- 
ample, think they are weak because they 


cannot open a screw-cover jar or bottle. 
Actually, a lefthander, trying to unscrew 
a right-threaded cover, Is using the 
weakerst combination of her arm, wrist 
and hand muscles. The product is the 
problem, not her hand." 


Estimates of the number of lefthanders 


fall hi the range of 8 to 10 per cent of the 
world's population — regardless of na- 
tionality or culture, continues the Family 
Economics Bureau. 


Ambidextrous persons — those who 


show no consistent tendency to use one 
hand rather than the other — are rare. 
Everyone else is righthanded. 


The word left, as it Is used today, is 


derived from the Anglo-Saxon word lyft, 
meaning weak or broken. The left arm 
meant the weak arm. 


At the turn of the century, the Ambi- 


dextral Cultural Society was founded in 
England. It proposed that everyone be 
trained to use either hand equally as well 
for any task. But lefthanders were still 
left out — the society thought everyone 
should have two right hands. The ambi- 
dextrous movement never became popu- 
lar. 


UNTIL RECENTLY, teachers in grade 


schools across the country often thought 
it was necessary to "break" a lefthanded 


child by forcing him to write with his 
right hand. Studies show that shifting a 
child's handcdness-can lead to stuttering, 
strabismus (a form of squinting), emo- 
tional maladjustment and other prob- 
lems. 


If children were allowed to grow up in 


a neutral environment, 34 per cent of to- 
day's U.S. youngsters would develop left- 
handedness and another 3 per cent would 
be ambidextrous, studies show.

Officials at Oakton Community College 


have added an Industrial lite in Nlles to 
their lilt of possible locations for a per- 
manent campus, It was announced 
Wednesday. 


The site, formerly occupied by the Cro- 


name Corp., 6201 Howard St., brings to 
23 the number of locations on Oakton's 
list of permanent campus possibilities. 


Paul Gllson, Oakton trustee and chair- 


man of the college's site committee, said 
In a press statement that the 30-ncrc Cro- 
namo Corp. property has been offered 
for sale by its owners. 


Oakton officials also disclosed that 


they are eyeing possible campus loca- 
tions In Northfleld Township. 


Nell King, college real estate con- 


sultant, has been Instructed to in- 
vestigate suitable campus sites in the 
township, Gllson said. 


Northfield, which is not now in a junior 


college district, must either join one or 
form its own by Dec. 1,1973 under a new 
state law. The disclosure increases spec- 
ulation that Northfleld may annex to 
Oakton's district, which is made up of 
Maine and Niles townships, plus a small 
part of Wheeling Township. 


NORTIIFIELD'S GLENBROOK High 


School Dlst. 223 initiated discussions with 
Oakton officials and officials of Harper 
College In Palatine and held Its first pub- 
lic meeting with representatives of the 
colleges on Nov. 6. 


Dlst 225 has not given any Indication 


whether they will join Oakton's district 
and members of the Oakton Community 
College citizen's committee are now ask- 
ing themselves whether they should wait 
to pick a permanent site until Northfleld 
Township and Dlst 22S moke a decision. 


The Industrial property In Nllcs is lo- 


cated on Howard Street near Gross Point 
Road and Is now a vacant building com- 
plex. The 30-acre site Is well below the 
30-acre minimum set by the Illinois Ju- 
nior College Board and would probably 
require the college to build high-rise 
classroom buildings. 


A study of the Croname site will in- 


clude possible acquisition of additional 
on-slta parking areas, use of buildings 
now standing on the site, and possible 
continued use of Oakton's nearby tem- 
porary campus at 7000 N. Nagle in Mor- 
ton Grove. 


Oakton recently received assurance 


from the Illinois Junior College Board 
that consideration would be given to a 
possible high-rise campus, multi-level 
parking facilities, and an industrial area 
site, said Gllson. 


THREE SITES In the northwest corner 


of Oakton's district were the main topic 
of discussion during a public portion of a 
meeting of the college's citizens' adviso- 
ry committee on site selection Tuesday 
night The sites are located at Wolf and 
Foundry roads In Des Plalnes, Central 
Road east of the DCS Plalnes River In 
unincorporated DCS Plalnes, and at the 
Trl-State Tollway and Milwaukee Avenue 
In unincorporated Northfleld Township. 


The three sites have not received unan- 


imous approval from the board of 
trustees because they are not centrally 
located in the college district although 
they have been offered for solo and each 
Is more than 100 acres In size.

Shameful Slaughter Of Whales Continues Unabated

BLANDFORD, Nova Scotia — In the 


water, the open tea, the finback whale is 
one of nature's esthetic delights. Built 
like a fat torpedo, averaging SO feet from 
snout to rudder, floating free at about SO 
tons, It moves with a tpccd (up to 30 
ra.p.h.) and a grace few other living 
creatures can ever achieve. 


But on land, dead, shot with the mod- 


ern equivalent of a harpoon, a hlgh-ve- 
locity rifle, the finback Is an ugly dis- 
grace. Its toothless mouth gaping, its six- 
foot fins wilted, Its scarred carcass 
spreading over the ground like warm 


. Jelly — it is relagatcd to the status of 


potential chicken feed, oil for automobile 
transmissions and other Indelicate re- 
minders of the savage Improvidence of 
mankind. 


There ore only three places on the 


North American continent where finback 
and other whales can still be observed In 
the process of slaughter. All of them Ca- 
nadian. All of them In the North Atlantic. 
Here in Blandford. at the round-the-clock 
plant of whaler Karl Karlsen, more than 
X£ of the magnificent animals are 


ground up for export each year. Finback. 
Sie. Sperm. Of the big animals, only the 
blue whale Is avoided here — because 
there Just aren't enough to catch any 
more. 


ACTUALLY, THERE aren't many of 


any money whales left any more. The 
beasts, which once swam the oceans in 
prolific numbers, have been unable to 
cope with the efficiency of modern whal- 
ing techniques. Experts believe there 
may be no more than 1,000 blue whales 
left on the planet Other species have 
been killed off almost as carelessly. Be- 
cause of the potential for extinction, a 
few nations such as the United States 
have outlawed whaling and refused to ac- 
cept any whale-product imports. 


But not Canada. Here whaling remains 


a $1.5-million-a-year industry. Nearly 800 
animals were taken last year. For whale 
meat. For oil. For dog food additive. The 
Canadians themselves do not purchase 
the processed products (the whaling san- 
itation conditions do not meet national 
standards) but other nations are eager 
buyers. "The Japs," says one fisherman, 
"the Japs love 'em." 


So the slaughter goes on. 


During a recent week at Karl Karl- 


sen's, a dozen animals were, as fey say 
it, "harvested." Spotted, bounded, badg- 
ered, shot dead and towed in. One fin- 
back, about SO feet, was delivered before

the first light It was dragged ashore, up 
a macadam ramp to a "cleansing dock." 
The animal was still warm. In 45 min- 
utes, the flesh was carved away. Inside a 
few hours, the crimson skeleton was cut 
in chunks by five-foot chain saws. Before 
the day was out, almost every part of the 
animal was either packaged, frozen, 
brayed, cooked to liquid or washed into 
the bay in endless streams of blood and 
guts and bits of meat too small to sell. 


"THE JAPS," says the fisherman, 


"the Japs love'em." 


Indeed, the Japanese are voracious 


users of whale by-products. Even the 
football-eked testicles of the mamals are 
served as a delicacy in Tokyo. Because 
of this appetite, Japan has become the 
world's leading whaling nation — slightly 
in front of Russia. 


Together the two nations have 


updated whalling to a high, if 
controversial, art. They search the 
world's waters in huge, seagoing facto- 
ries. They take their game with such im- 
plements as missiles that explode upon 


impact. They hunt so energetically that 
often, when they are after several whales 
at once, they inflate ^carcasses with air 
and leave them to float until later pick- 
ups. 


In comparison, Canada is small po- 


tatoes. Japan and Russia take about 85 
per cent of the 42,000 whales killed an- 
nually, Canada only 2 per cent. Still, Ca- 
nadian critics argue that any amount of 
killing unnecessarily endangers the ani- 
mals and should be stopped. Says Farley 
Mowat, a New Brusnwick writer: 


"Whales are the most highly developed 


form of life we know. They have a com- 
munications system (based somewhat on 
a kind of sonar) that surpasses the hu- 
man variety (speech). Why should we 
kill them? We are only beginning to un- 
derstand their greatness." 


Mowat, perhaps, understands the 


greatness of whales more than most Not 
long ago he owned one. Or almost Dur- 
ing an unusually high tide, a 70-foot 
whale swam into a lagoon in the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence and could not back out. 
Mowat discovered it. Studied it But the 
relationship was short-lived. The animal 
was soon killed by gleeful area residents 
who sat in nearby cliffs and shot away 
with rifles.

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Er9 Policeman Trying To Get Off His Flat Feet

The cate of a Des Plaines patrolman 


who charge* his "flat feet" make him 
unable to walk a beat will be going into 
arbitration before a federal mediator. 


Attorney Arthur E. Loevy of the Com- 


blned Counties Police Association 
(CCPA) has submitted a list of five arbi- 
trators to the city from the Federal Me- 
diation and Conciliation Service. 


Loevy is representing Patrolman John 


Luety, who contends he was assigned to 
the foot patrol in February as a form of 
harassment by DCS Plaines Police Chief 
Arthur Hintz. 


Luety told the Herald that despite 


three letters from foot doctors document- 
ing his contention that he is physically 


unable to walk for long periods of time, 
Hintz has refused to remove him from 
the foot patrol. 


DES PLAINES Mayor Herbert Behrel 


at his weekly press conference Tuesday 
denied that Luety's assignment on the 
foot patrol Is a punishment detail. 


"Luety's claiming he can't walk a beat 


because of sore feet when his doctor says 
all he needs is arch supports," said the 
mayor. 


Other men are walking a beat The 


chief has a right to put anybody on foot 
he wants to," Behrel said. 


The case is going into non-binding arbi- 


tration In accordance with the city's la- 
bor contract with the CCPA. 


Luety already has appealed his foot- 


patrol assignment to his watch com- 
mander, the police division captain and 
Behrel, and his request has been denied. ' 


According to Patrolman William Spyri- 


son, vice president of the local chapter of 
the CCPA, the dty and the CCPA will 
enter mediation once both parties have 
decided on an arbitrator. 


"We're trying to do this through the 


proper channels. We're not trying to ha- 
rass anyone. We're doing it through col- 
lective bargaining," Spyrison said. 


ACCORDING TO Luety, he was as- 


signed to the foot patrol because of his 
long sideburns and because he success- 
fully appealed before the Police and Fire 
Commission his two4ay suspension or- 
dered by Hintz last year. 


Luety told the Herald he had been sus- 


pended by Hintz for getting into an acci- 
dent with a squad car. Luety said be 
fought the suspension because be felt the 
punishment was too severe, and the po- 
lice and fire commissioners agreed with 
him. 


According to a copy of the commis- 


sion's opinion, "the police department's 
accident review procedures leave much 
to be desired." 


Luety also contends that because he re- 


fused to trim his sideburns, the chief put 
him on the foot patrol as a form of pun- 
ishment. Luety said according to the 
constitution the chief has no right to or- 
der Luety's hair cut.

loner-City, Suburban Kids Learn Together

Inner-city kids and suburban kids arc 


learning from each other this year at 
Notre Dame High School in NUcs. 


High school students from Notre Dame 


and St. Scholastlca High School for Girls 
on Chicago's North Side are earning high 
school credit In religion by acting as tu- 
tors for elementary school students from 
the inner city. In return, Inner city chil- 
dren are teaching suburban students 
about the social and educational prob- 
lems in their neighborhoods. 


Although tutoring Is hi its sixth year at 


Notre Dame, this is the first year stu- 
dents have received high school credit 
for participating In the program. 


In the post, religion courses have been 


entirely classroom oriented, said Brother 
Rodney Strublc, religion Instructor at 
Notre Dame and director of the tutoring 
program. Bringing tutoring into the reli- 
gion curriculum "balances 
classroom 


work with an action-oriented, social ser- 
vices program," he said. 


THE TUTORING program also fits the 


philosophy of student government at 
Notre Dame, said Jock Detzner, presi- 
dent of the student council. Community 
programs are receiving the "whole 
thrust of student government this year," 
said Detzner, and Include volunteer work 
In hospitals, assistance for the elderly 
and work with exceptional children. 


The tutoring program is the largest 


single expense in the student activities 
budget, said Detzner. The annual $1,100 
budget for the tutoring program Is spent 
on educational materials, transportation, 
and refreshments supplied free to the 
children. 


The Saturday program is held on the 


Notre Damo campus from 9:30 a.m. to 
noon. Forty students from Brown Ele- 
mentary School In the Gorfleld Park 
neighborhood are bused to Nllcs whero 
they receive individual instruction from 
40 high school students at Notre Dame, 
St Scholastlca, Maine South and Maine 


East high schools. 


The elementary school children are 


usually undcrnchlevers, from black fami- 
lies or of Spanish descent with a lan- 
guage barrier that makes learning diffi- 
cult. "They need one-to-one attention, en- 
couragement and support" from tutors, 
said Brother Strublc. 


THESE STUDENTS are often of above 


a v e r a g e intelligence, said Detzner, 
"They're pretty sharp but have trouble 
with language." Most of the students 
have weaknesses in grammar and math 
and arc given individual attention from 
tutors. 


Inner city students often do poorly on 


standardized tests because of a differ- 
ence in culture and language, said Det- 
zner. Questions asked on the tests often 
have words and phrases the students 
have never heard before. In preparing 
for this difference in culture, Notre 


Dame students took a standardized test 
on simple math, social studies, and 
grammar problems worded in the lan- 
guage of the inner city. Most of them 
failed the test, said Detzner. 


Besides educational instruction on Sat- 


urday, students spend about half an hour 
in group discussion and another half hour 
of free time for football and other activi- 
ties. Several field trips to nature centers 
in the area have also been planned. "The 
students really look forward to coming 
out here. Some of them have never seen 
trees and grass," said Al Stegeman, one 
of the student coordinators of the tutor- 
Ing program. 


On Tuesdays Notre Dame students are 


bused to Our Lady of Mt. Carmel Ele- 
mentary School in the Uptown area of 
Chicago where they work as tutors in a 
one hour session. 


NOTRE DAME students also meet 


twice a month for in-service training as 
tutors as part of the religion curriculum. 
The program will Include a reading spe- 
cialist, and two speakers who will dis- 
cuss "The White Man's Role to Minority 
Problems," and "The Black Man's View 
of Inner-City Problems." 


Stan Maslanka, one of the student coor- 


dinators of the Saturday program, said 
the size of the tutoring staff has not in- 
creased since it became a credited part 
of the religion program. It's gratifying to 
get credit for tutoring, said Maslanka, 
but the real reward is "feeling you have 
helped someone, then the grade doesn't 
even figure into it." 


they know I can sue them and win, so

HINTZ TOLD the Herald yesterday 


that the foot patrol in the downtown dis- 
trict was initiated prior to Luety's as- 
signment because of a series of burglar- 
ies and armed robberies in the area last 
winter.

development," Hintz said. 


Under the present department policy, 


two patrolmen are assigned to walk the 
downtown district beat every Monday 
through Saturday. One man walks from 
9:30 a.m. to 5:30 p.m. and the other is on 
the street from 4 p.m. to midnight 


The police chief added that the only 


policy of the department regarding hair 
was that it be neat. 


"We allow the men to govern them- 


selves about their hair length," Hintz 
said. 


HINTZ ALSO DENIED that Luety's as- 


signment was a punishment detail, ad- 
ding that other men have been assigned 
to the foot patrol. 


A Herald reporter was shown letters 


from podiatrists who said prolonged peri- 


ods of walking aggravate an arthritic 
condition in Leuty's feet The letters also 
said part of the treatment for the sore 
feet would be rest 


One podiatrist said, "if left untreated 


with continued abuse of the foot the con- 
dition can result in chronic arthritis of 
the joints of his feet" 
Another foot doctor said, "continued 


and prolonged activity which originally 
precipitated the problem should be 
avoided so that tension, arthritis and 
strain in the foot can be eliminated." 


LUETY TOLD THE Herald he has 


been to foot doctors 10 times and that 
supportive arches have not conected the 
situation. 


A third letter documented Luety's 


claim of 10 visits and the fact that sup- 
portive arches did not correct his foot 
problem. 


Luety said he does not question the 


chiefs authority to make duty assign- 
ments and added the foot patrol is "good 
public relations for the police because it 
puts us in contact with people for rea- 
sons other than giving them a ticket or 
arresting them," Luety said. 


"Why are they giving me an assign- 


ment they know I medically can't per- 
form?" he added.

My doctor has been giving me antihista- 
mine with antibiotics for the last year 
and a half and has tried new drugs hop- 
ing I won't react, but so far I have al- 
ways broken out in a rash. Now he is 
afraid to give me anything but antihista- 
mine. My question is how dangerous is it 
to take an antibiotic and break out? 


Dear Reader — Most cold and throat 


infections are caused by viruses. Anti- 
biotics are of no value whatever in treat- 
ing these ordinary virus infections. Anti- 
biotics are helpful In eliminating some 
organisms that are much like viruses 
which is why it is useful in "virus pneu- 
monia," which is not caused by a virus. 
Streptococcal sore throats (caused by 
bacteria 
not viruses) are 
properly 


treated with penicillin. Anyone who has 
an allergy reaction to antibiotics Is doub- 
ly foolish to be taking these medicines. It 
is true that antibiotics help clear up sec- 
ondary infections and doctors sometimes 
givo them for that purpose. 


Antibiotics can sometimes produce 


very severe reactions Including joint 
pains and symptoms similar to rheumat- 
ic fover. I can understand why your doc- 
tor doesn't want to give you anything 
more than antihistamlne. These won't 
cure your cold, but they may make you 
feel better. General symptomatic treat- 
ment is usually all that is Indicated in 


most sore throats and colds. This may 
include aspirin and for a sore throat 
warm salt water gargles may help you 
feel better.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 14 years old 


and I am only four feet seven inches tall. 
I would like to know if it is possible to 
receive a hormone from the pituitary 
that would help me grow some more. I 
heard about it in my science class. 


Dear Reader — One of the hormones 


from the pituitary gland that rests just 
under the brain Is the growth hormone. 
It is essential for normal growth. How- 
ever, at 14 years of age you can't be 
certain that your normal growth cycle 
has been achieved. You may simply be 
growing slower. If the rest of your devel- 
opment is still delayed by the time you 
reach 16, then you might want to have a 
careful evaluation by an endocrinologist 
(gland specialist).

NEW YORK (UPI) - Colleges and 


univeniUM don't need to keep puiiaag 
the hat to relieve fiscal flu. 


What they might try instead: tipping 


the number of students taught by each 
teacher. Doing this smashes one of the 
Idols of the academic world — that a 
handful of students and one teacher com- 
prise the Ideal learning situation. It abo 
reduces toe budget for Instruction. 


Rather than watering down the quality 


of education, such a move may improve 
It The schools, under such a system — 
more students per teacher — actually 
can get more mileage out of their super- 
tutors. And the students, in turn, during 
(ho course of their cducsUoon get exposed 
more frequently to the great mentors. 


As with all Innovative plans along the 


educational trail, this one has a study to 
support it It is called Higher Education 
with Fewer Teachers. The study by the 
Management Division of the Academy 
for Educational Development AED in- 
volved 80 four-year colleges and univer- 
sities plus M law schools. What they bad 
in common : during recent years each 
Increased the student-faculty ratio to 20 
to t or more. That compares to a current 
national average of 12 to 1. 


EVEN MODEST increases in the ratio 


results in savings of millions. Just in- 
creasing the projected student-faculty ra- 
tion from 15.7 to 17 to 1 would reduce 
the aggregate budget for instruction 
from $113.5 million to 1104.8 million. 


Many of the administrators questioned 


during the study said the higher ratios 
have not unpaired the effectiveness of 
the education provided. 


In commenting on the study, AED Vice 


President John D. Mlllctt stressed that It 
is based on actual examples, available 


lac the first time, of bow managers of 
colleges and universities have eased 
their financial pinch with higher student- 
faculty ratios. 


"It is dear that within broad limits the 


number of students sitting before a facul- 
ty member In a classroom has nothing to 
do directly with the quality of the educa- 
tional results achieved," Alvin C. Enrich, 
the academy's president, says in the re- 
port's foreword. 


"Educational quality depends upon the 


availability of top-notch students and 
teachers, and the use of excellent In- 
structional methods; upon the efforts and 
Interests of students; and upon the con- 
stant interaction of students and faculty 
members." 


Among the 19 ways the report lists to 


increase class size without impairing the 
educational process were: 


—Going to closed circuit television to 


tie together a lot of classrooms. This has 
been done successfully with 3,000 stu- 
dents at one time with no obvious nega- 
tive effects. 


—OFFER SMALL-enrollment courses 


only in alternate quarters or semesters 
or years. 


—Eliminate classes such as Latin, 


where student interest is low. But offer 
on exam in Latin so that a student 
proficient through private study may be 
tested and given credit. 


—Increase the size of the freshman 


and sophomore classes across the board 
and decrease the size of the junior and 
senior classes. This would call for fewer 
teachers in the last two years — when 
fewer teachers are needed. The experi- 
ence at most schools shows that there is 
a big dropoff in enrollment anyway in 
tho last two years.

Rugged Lions Anxious To Rebound

WHEN TELEVISION came on the 


sports scene, the print media laid down 
Instead of selling Its unique role, which is 
not Immediacy, but the ability to tell a 
story In depth.* 


Now the pendulum is swinging back 


the other way toward print. 


The surfeit of sports in broadcast 


media Is paralleled by an onslaught of 
new sports publications aimed at plugg- 
ing supposed gaps between the estab- 
lished periodicals and the countless one- 
shot pulp magazines that drift in and out 
so fast, their titles arc quickly forgotten, 
If ever known. 


Have you ever stopped to look at the 


number of sports magazines on the news- 
stands? It's staggering. You wonder how 
they all survive, or why they're even 
there In the first place? 


In this business of writing about sports 


a person should try to read as much as 
possible. Reading for pleasure is an ef-

fortlcss way of becoming a better writer. 
Benefits reaped are without conscious ef- 
fort. 


It's also true that people In this busi- 


ness don't have the time to read every- 
thing In that avalanche of sports media. 
That's why I appreciated the suggestion 
from a caller to read the October Issue of 
The Christian Athlete. He said that any- 
one Interested in high school athletics 
should read the Interview with Clifford 
B. Fagan. Executive Secretary of the 
National Federation of State High School 
Associations. 


Fsgsn Is • recognised authority In the 


field of laterscbotasUc athletics, and la 
this October article he sounded notes of 
encouragement and concern as be dls- 
cuieed prep athletics la the nation. 


"Our program is broader and deeper," 


said Fagan hi the Interview. "More 
youth are participating than ever before. 
In World War H the average number of 
sports per school was three. Today with 
larger schools and more emphasis on uV 
dividual sports 
ttli9anduptol5in 


some schools. . 


"In our 1971 survey," he continued, 


"878, 187 boys played It-man football' 
Over 645,000 played basketball, 400,000 
baseball and 642,639 ran outdoor track. 
Girls' basketball alone had 132,299 play- 
ers. There's even competition la badmin- 
ton, curling, fencing, riflery, and rugby. 


"Despite all this there seemed to be a 


lessening of interest in athletes in the 
1980s. Tm not certain young people want- 
ed to <»mpete and ss«rlflce then as they 
bad several decades earlier. Many young 
people stffl don't can about winning." 


Fagta feels tat change earn* akeat be- 


ea sotau "pervaded by an 
to Mcrtflce." He ate 
to i "fiisjiiiiau.* the Jack 


Armstrong Philosophy." 


"The 'All-American Boy* concept was 


a healthy thing," said Pagan. "And an 
Increasing number of faculty members 
and school administrators have'.been, 
criticizing sport'as sport 


"Also, the greater exposure of pro 


sports, which is entertainment, not edu- 
cation, has weakened interest in prep 
sports. At one time people rallied around 
their high school teams as a part of com- 
munity culture. Now fans can satisfy 
their athletic needs through television. 


"The intercollegiate program of athlet- 


ic scholarships is self-defeating," Fagan 
continued. "The purpose of prep sports 
should be to reach youngsters and teach 
them to control emotions, cooperate with 
others, play fair, accept victory and de- 
feat, and, in general, be a better person. 
When the purpose of the player, parent 
and coach becomes the acquisition of an 
athletic scholarship, the philosophies ore 
to conflict. 


"Finally, there's the matter of special- 


batlon. The .old three-sport coach may 
not have been as technically wise as the 
coach of one sport, but he was as wise or 
wiser in handling young men. And when 
a coach gets a seventh grader In one 
sport and has him la off-season training, 
It cats down participation and interest." 


Fagan also touched on the organization 


of numerous sports for elementary 
school children, a subject of extreme In- 
terest in this particular area because of 
the expansive youth programs. 


"It has •probably both hurt and helped 


high school interest," he said. "For those 
who begin early and continue, the skills 
are better. On the other hand, there's a 
groat drop-off from those who play as'a 
boy to those who play prep sports." 


Is athletics the "last bastion of dis- 


cipline?" 


"The emphasis on discipline hasn't 


changed as much in athletics as H has in 
other academic areas," said Fagan. 
"This is good. Discipline is a benefit one 
derives from sports. If you abide by the 
discipline you learn to sports, they'll help 
you. This Is the whole point of education 
through athletics. 


"Athletes should be wining to sacrifice 


to compete and to achieve excellence. 
But a rule without reason Is not good. 
Some disciplines have been accepted on 
a hand-down basis with no thought to 
their merit or relevance. These rules de- 
serve questioning. But I cannot agree 
with athletes who question any sort of 
rules." - 


Fagan admits there is a considerable 


financial problem in high schoolathletlcs 
today. He feels that some school admin- 
istrators have not been as economical 
with athletic monies as they'could have 
been and that too many copy the colleges 
and pros and upend m-advisedly. He sees 
athletics being used as a scare tactic, by 
some school boards to get leverage for 
more school money with the result that 
the public gets upset,.creating.an.unplea-. 
santafter-effect • -, • .."'.v , • " : . :

much too'often," Fagan continued. "We

The situation was summed up on a 


sign on the door to the St Viator locker 
room lost weekend, probably put there 
by a coach. It said, "No. 1" to big let- 
ters. But significantly, there was a ques- 
tion mark after the "1" and smaller let- 
ters beneath that read, "It's up to you." 
.That challenge will be accepted, and 
hopefully met with success, tonight at 
8:00 at Wheeling High School when SL 
Viator's Lions meet the Cadets of Mar- 
mion Military Academy to a battle of 8-1 
powerhouses for the championship of the 
Suburban Catholic Conference. 


The Lions will be shooting for the best- 


record and best season to their history 
despite their heartbreaking 6-2 upset loss 
to the mud to St Fronds de Sales last 
week. Previous all-time St Viator peak 
came to,1069 when the Lions were 8-1 
and won a share of the title to the old 
Chlcagoland Prep League. 


The "No. 1" on the locker room sign 


could refer to either conference or state 
rankings. St Viator, already first to the 
East Division, will be undisputed league 
champ if It wins. And If the Lions win 
convincingly enough, they could again be 
considered best to the state — at least in 
their own minds — despite some state 
polls which reacted to last week's upset 
by dropping the squad down to ratings. 


Though they don't want to alibi, the 


Lions will forever feel last week's loss 
was not a true test since the mushy For- 
est View field, where the game was 
played, took a lot'more away from St. 
Viator's normally explosive attack than 
that of the plodding, grind-lt-out-and- 
walt-for-a-break style of St Francis. 


Hence, even though Viator's obvious 


goal of having an unblemished season 
was shattered, they're still thinking 
about that top rating — at least mythi- 
cally. 


The Lions figure as logical but not by 


any means overwhelming favorites to 
tonight's crucial test One man who ad- 
mits this is Marmion coach Chuck Dlck- 
erspn, who concedes that "they (the 
Lions) have played bigger schools to a 


tougher division .than we have." 


But neither Dlckenon nor anyone else 


•would go so far as to say that tonight's 
'matchup figures as anything but a tense, 
close struggle all the way. For one thing, 
Just as last week, saturated ground con- 
ditions caused by frequent rains In re- 
cent weeks will again make the field 
•llppery. This, as much as nigged de- 
fenses on both sides, should again make ' 
the ball very hard to move on a sustain- 
ed drive and could signal 'notber low- 
scoring cllffhanger — even though both 
clubs have potent attacks and are far 
and away the top-scoring units to their 
respective divisions. 


It has been several weeks since St. Vi- 


ator has had to face an offensive unit 
truly hard to stop, but that will change 
abruptly tonight — wet field or no. Mar- 
mlon's 28-0 romp over St Francis of 
Wheaton last week brought their seven- 
gome league point total to 213, an aver- 
age of 30 a game. St. Viator has scored 
175 points to the SCO for a 25-per-game 
average. 


Yet the key to the game probably Is 


held by little-noticed defensive players 
and linemen. As Dickerson summed up, 
"It will be won or lost up front and by 
field position. This will make the kicking 
games of essence. I can't tell you how 
important a factor that will be. We've 
been drilling our kicking units hard all 
week." 


Sal Nuccio, St Viator's highly-respect- 


ed defensive coach, sees it this way: 


"We're going to have to be at oar best 


to win. Marmion Is a big, tough team. 
They can move the ball. They're like us 
on offense — they do a little bit of every- 
thing.

ManyBright Spots In Sparkling 6-1-1 Year. 
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Falcons Had Big Campaign.. .With One Bitter Memory

It took 10 yean, but Forest view's foot- 


ball team finally broke a pair of hexes 
this tcaton: The even-year jinx and the 
•SOOoreer-record whammy. 


The Falcons of coach Paul Jordan 


rolled to their second straight one-defeat 
season (6-1-1), led by Junior running sen- 
satlon John Kronforst There was only 
one dark spot In the season and a lot of 
bright ones. 


They also posted their first winning 


season ever In an even-numbered year 
(they had been 14-1 in 1970 and 1-7-1 in 
1D68) and lifted their total 10-year record 
over the break-even point for the first 
time ever CHW8-4). 


But don't try to tell the Falcons that 


"one fame doth not a season make." Un- 
fortunately. It Jam wain't that way for 
Forest View this year. 


The whole campaign boiled down to 


what had been predicted as a super, 
down-to-lhe-wirc struggle between neigh- 
borhood arch-rivals — the only real com- 
petitors for the South Division crown in 
the Mid-Suburban League. It hardly 
needs to bo said that this refers to the 
Elk Grove game on that fateful, unlucky 


Friday, the 13th of October. 


The turning points in that one occured 


in the first quarter. From there on it was 
all downhill for Forest View in a stum- 
ing 40-7 loss. 


In retrospect — considering the awe- 


some, record-breaking feats of the Gren- 
adiers this season — no team should 
hang its head no matter bow badly it lost 
to Elk Grove. Yet, sadly, that one game 
alone applied the KO to Forest View's 
strong championship hopes In two quick 
hours. (Well, then again, they didn't go 
by so quickly if you were a Falcon). 


"It's a shame that Just one game 


meant the season," said Jordon in look- 
ing back. "It's too bad we never bad an- 
other chance. In the North Division, yon 
could lose a game and still be la fine 
shape (the three teams that tied for first 
lost two apiece). 


"But we had our chance and we're'not 


complaining. We have nobody but our- 
selves to blame for that Elk Grove 
game. They were the better team and 
that's that. 
/ 


"It was a hard game particularly for 


the seniors to take because it was the 
one they wanted the most Most of the 
kids shook It off after about' a week and 


it took others longer. 


"But you have to give them a lot of 


credit for coming back and winning the 
last three after being knocked out of it" 


Earlier, a highlight had been a 7-0 suc- 


cess over a Fremd team which eventual- 
ly finished 6-2. That victory — not really 
as close as the score indicates — may 
have been the Falcons' best overall ef- 
fort, even better than their several one- 
sided wins. 


The only tie didn't count being in a 


non-conference opener with tough Main 
East The Falcons blew a 204 fourth- 
. quarter lead and wen tied 20-20, but as 
Jordan said, "That was a good learning 
experience for us. We discovered a weak- 
ness we had, our pass defense, and 
ironed It out" Indeed, Forest View's air 
defense improved to the point of inter- 
cepting 13 passes Jn league action, more 
than any team except Elk Grove. 


Individually, it is only right that any 


review begin with Kronforst He stormed 
the league somewhat by surprise, being 
only a Junior, — even though tie had 
served warning by topping all sophomore 
MSL scorers a year before and gaining 


100 yards in the opener. 


He went on to finish second in rushing 


in the MSL, close behind Elk Grove's 
Jeff Schroeder, and led the league in 
scoring, eight points ahead of Palatine's 
Andy Knotek. Kronforst gained 895 yards 
on 172 carries for all games, a 5.2 aver- 
age. That wasn't all. He scored 12. touch- 
downs, handled punt returns almost 
flawlessly even in. rain, and caught four 
passes for another 59 yards. He fought 
for many yards on his own despite hav- 
ing an excellent line in front of him. 


"Our whole offensive line was out- 


standing," said Jordan. "Our fullback, 
Rich Novak, also blocked real well and 
we had other fine backs — (quarterback 
Bill) Milker, (sophomore Dave) Matzl 
and Ken Holan." 


Mlllner showed polish in leading the at- 


tack, completing 50 of 90 passes for 669 
yards. He had only three intercepted all 
season. Bill also rushed for 143 yards 
even after subtracting bis losses. His 
chief target was shifty split end Tom 
Mueller, who grabbed 24 passes for 336 
yards. 


Continuing his Individual praise, Jor- 


dan said, "(John) Douglas, (Craig) 
Brinkman and (Mike) Petrah opened the 
boles in the line. Kronforst followed bis 
blocking extremely well and had great 
desire. 
' 
"On defense, Brinkman led us in tack- 


les and our middle guard, Dave Stahko, 
'did a fine job." 


Novak, another two-way performer, 


bad a tremendous final game against Co- 
nant with 25 tackles. Other defensive 
standouts mentioned by Jordan were 
ends Date Schoenbeck (who also caught 
16 passes as tight end) and Bob Wagner, 
plus the entire improve defensive secon- 
dary of Keith Semar, Kurt Haaland, Tim 


Miacey and Jim VolantL 


"The defensive secondary will an be 


back next year except for Sem*r," Jor- 
dan pointed rat, "and Brinkmaa, Pet- 
ran. Douglas and of course Kronforst will 
be with us again, too. We U also get back 
the fastest guy on the team this year. 
Rick Mlrro. who was out this year be- 
cause of a knee injury." 


With all this returning talent and an 


undefeated sophomore team'.to draw 
from, 1973 looks extremely bright 


Forest View hasn't lost to anyone but 


Elk Grove In two years. They erased two 
jinxes this year. Now. conquering the 
Grenadier hex will be the next goal.

giving Day off. And although Arlington 
Heights is a far cry from his1 home in 
California's San Fernando Valley, he 
won't be eating his turkey alone., 


Thanksgiving dinner will be a family 


reunion at grandma's in Waukegan. 
Campanula's in-laws reside there and 
his wife, Judy, and their four young sons, 
ages 7, 6, 5 and 2 are flying here to stay 
the entire week. 


It is the only way Campanella, who is 


currently starring in "Angel Street" at 
Arlington Park Theatre, will accept 
cross-country theater engagements . . if 
they don't entail long family separations. 
And this time, playing In the Chicago 
area over the Thanksgiving day holiday,v 
is almost convenient 


"AFTER I GOT married I found out 


that I'm really a family kind of man," 
said Campanella whose new beard he 
grew for the show radically changes that 
fixed appearance be wore as Brian Dar- 
rel on TV's "Bold Ones." 


Campanula's single status changed 


eight years ago when he met his singer- 
dancer wife, Judy Holiday, while both 
were appearing together in "Hot Spot." 


"It was her first and last Broadway 


show," continued Campanella. "Our first 
son was born nine months after we were 
married." 


And the wedding ceremony, by all 


quirks of fate, was performed In Barring- 
ton. 


Campanula's dedication to his family 


comes out hi all kinds of small ways ... 
the smile on his face as he opens his 
wallet to reveal pictures of his offspring. 
.. his proud air when he boasts how each 
one of his sons, when only months old, 


could swim across their backyard pool.. 
. the expense he really should cnt out, 
calling home every night. 
l> 


CAMPANELLA HOPES to do more 


live theater now that the "Lawyers" seg- 
ment of the "Bold Ones" has been can- 
celed although "there is a very good 
chance," he said knowingly, "that the 
show will be returned to television." He 
has already been contacted. 


"The reasons behind the cancellation 


were purely economic ones," said Camp- 
anella, "Ours was an expensive show to 
do." (For Instance, the use of all the 
technical equipment used In "The Doc- 
tors," the only segment left of the "Bold 
Ones," is donated by!the American Medi- 
cal Assocation.) 
. "I've been wanting to work more in 
theater," he said, "but it's not an easy 
life. I don't like leaving home all the 
time." 


And in addition to live stage, Camp- 


ttella is doing guest shots on TV . . 
."just what I want to do," he confirms. 


AND THAT MEANS playing heavies, 


character roles like many he has done in 
the past for "FBI," "Mission Impos- 
sible," "Owen Marshall, Counselor at 
Law" and "Marcus Welby." 


"Every year I usually have one dis- 


ease," he said referring to his roles on 


. "Marcus Welby." 


"And I liked playing a heavy on Gun- 


smoke. I don't have an opportunity to 
appear in that many westerns." 


Character roles are Campanella's 


forte, like his current role in "Angel 
Street" which marks him as a conniving 
criminal out to drive his wife crazy. The 
image is totally opposite that of the dedi- 
cated well-to-do young lawyer, Brian 
Barrel. 


Yet Campanella said that if the series 


is resurrected, "Sure it would be a plum 
to return on popular demand." 


"THE PUBLIC DOES it," he said re- 


ferring to the problem many television 
celebrities experience, being type cast 


"I've been an actor for 22 years and 


with few exceptions I've always been 
cast as a heavy. Only five of those years 
was I a lawyer. Now people ask ... can 
you play a heavy?" 


One thing that hasn't changed for 


Campanella throughout his career is his 
weight. He remains a constant 180-185 
pounds. 


"I've had a 33 or 34 waist for the last 


20 years," he said. And that comes with- 
out try ing. 


"There were only two exceptions," he 


continued. "Twentieth Century Fox did a 
screen test for me once. It was a good 
test, but it didn't matter unless I had my 
nose fixed and teeth capped," an avowal 
that the suave handsome Romeo roles 
were not his type. 


"SO TO BECOME a character actor I 


thought it would be better if I gained 
some weight I went on a milk shake diet 
and got up to 200 pounds until my agent 
asked, if I had a weight problem." 


Again while a regular on "The Doctor 


and the Nurses" series, Campanella was 
forced to gain weight to look more set- 
tled and older. 


"That was right after I got married 


and I said to my wife, 'We have got to 
eat pretty well.' When the series ended I 
deflated like a balloon. It's a job to eat a 
lot." 


Campanella began his career as a ra- 


dio sportscaster in Lewiston, Pa. Return- 
ing to New York City he worked as a 
broadcaster in the foreign language sec- 
tion of "Voice of America." 


Happy Birthday, Countryside 


Art Center Is 10 Years Old

Members of Countryside Art Center 


prepared for their 10th birthday by con- 
cocting a mixture of oil cloth, shower 
curtains, chicken wire and newspapers 
too. 


The ingredients went into a cake that 


was erected last weekend In front of the 
gallery located at 414 N. Vail in Arling- 
ton Heights. The cake was not for eating, 
of course, but rather acted as a reminder 
to area residents of just how far Coun- 
tryside has progressed In a decade. 


On Nov. 11,1962, spurred on by a hand- 


ful of backers, Countryside Art Center 
opened its first gallery at 10 W. Miner St. 
Two moves and 10 yean later Coun- 
tryside currently has a membership ros- 
ter of 373 with a mailing list that goes 
out to an estimated 56 communities in 12 
states. 


IN FEBRUARY of this year the art 


gallery moved into the former nursing 
home at 414 N. Vail that offers large 
enough facilities for both exhibiting pur- 
poses and art classes, two of the center's 
main occupations. 


But local residents can do more than 


pay homage to Countryside during its an- 
niversary celebration. 


Through the holidays, until Jan. 7, 


Countryside is holding its annual Design- 
er/Craftsman's Market The uniqueness 
of the work on exhibit is a learning expe- 
rience in art. 


The idea behind the show is to offer a 


Christmas market to shoppers that can- 
not be duplicated In any large depart- 
ment store. That is an understatement. 


Pat Smith and Sue Kehe, Arlington 


Heights residents who founded the craft 
show two years ago, began working on 
the current show last spring. 


THEY ENLISTED craftsmen whose 


work was already familiar to them and 
traveled to other areas to review work 
they had never had the opportunity to 
see. 


The outcome is a designer's market 


that combines the handwork of 60 crafts- 
men who represent more than 10 states 
Including Pennsylvania and Arizona. 


On sale are lots of ceramic and pottery 


pieces, sculptures of papier mache, un- 
usual masks, wood creations, leather 
goods and simple Christmas ornaments. 
Woven pillows and ponchos are available 
as well as intricate wall hangings. 


Jewelry is included in the show, both 


gold and silver, and some uniquely fash- 
ioned from old piano hammers. 


Though prices seem higher than at last 


year's show, there are many items still 
available under $10, some under $5. 


Countryside Art Center is open from 1 - 


5 p.m. everyday except Monday. 


"I MUST SAY I was really lucky," he

"I love to play ball all day with the 


kids in the neighborhood," he said. 


"WHEN I WAS 15 the New York Gi- 


ants held open tryouts. I lied about my 
age because you had to be 17 to try out. I 
was skinny then and couldn't hit hard, 
but I threw the ball like a cannon and 
could catch anything in sight 


"Obviously they guessed my age. but 


they did keep track of me," he continued. 
"At 171 went into the service and when I 
came out there was a letter waiting for 
me. At 17 I was interested but at 20 I 
couldn't see it anymore. 


"It's really a gypsy kind of life any- 


how," he said, no doubt again with his 
thoughts centered on his family.

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Y'all know what biscuit is. You do If 


you're from south of Southern Illinois, 
where, when I was growing up, the store- 
bought loaf was unheard ot and biscuits 
were tho dally bread. 


But this Is not the "Galloping Gour- 


met" column—it's "Collecting," and col- 
lecttlng biscuit is something else. Blscultt 
bisque or parian (the names arc syn- 
onymous Is porcelain left in an unglnicd 
slate, not shiny, and was used largely in 
making figurines. This "new" technique 
was developed in tho 1700s wherein par* 
cclaln was fired for permanency but left 
unglazod, sometimes plain white but of- 
ten tinted. It was different from the ear- 
lier porcelains and soft pastes that had 
been made in Germany, England and 
Franco and was an Immediate success. 


Bisque may be cither hard or soft 


paste, and It is difficult for anyone but 
an expert to tell the difference. Tho soft 
paste may have a slightly creamy color. 
Hard paste Is likely to be dead or chalk 
white. Tho French biscuit makers were 
the Innovators, but they were soon copied 
by other countries. Most figures are free- 
standing, but some were mode to be 
mounted on larger ornate pieces, such as 
clocks, or used as part of the design on 
cporgncs or compotes. 


THE PICTURE shows four German 


bisque or biscuit pieces. The boy and girl 
pair on tho left are typical of tho chll' 
drcn figurines so popular In the late 
1800s. The largo compote Is a product of 
the Royal Rudolstadt Company, and the 
girl with soashell to her ear is unmarked 
but is undoubtedly German. Generally, 
the French wares are finer and more 
delicate, while the German figurines 


tend to bo more robust and "well fed" 
looking. 


Much bisque or parian ware is undisti- 


nguished, but since it was so popular 
with the Victorians, a great deal of it is 
still to be found. After all, something had 
to be made to fill those countless "what 
not" shelves. 


You will see somo bisque figurines and 


knlck knacks marked "Japan" or per- 
haps with just a number in print. These 
arc later Inexpensive copies. Some brand 
new Japanese wares are very good re- 
productions of the old French and Ger- 
man, and one can be fooled. 


ANOTHER MARKING to look for is 


"Made In Occupied Japan." These fig- 
urines (also cups and saucers and other 
, china wares) are now being avidly col- 
lected, since this marking was used only 
for the few years American troops occu- 
pied Japan after World War II. They are 
usually of Inferior quality, typical "dime 
store" novelties, but I have seen a few of 
better design which can compare with 
the European. A book Is now published 
on "Occupied Japan" and the publication 
of a book always raises the value and 
interest In a product 


Some ordinary small bisque pieces 


may still be purchased 
quite in- 


expensively, but the large, more elabo- 
rate types may run Into the hundreds. As 
always, qualify of work and condition de- 
termine price. Victorian bric-a-brac may 
not be your cup of tea, but it is typical of 
a period in American taste, and as such, 
is interesting from an historical view- 
point

Ho continually offers 
lines such as "I can't depend on love to 
defend me" or "We'll danco all night to 
tho old 78s." The latter is from tho title 
song which, with its strong rhythm, 
would be welcome on any radio station. 


Unfortunately, in tho middle of side 


two, tho album tends to bog down a little. 
"My Poncy Won't Go" is overly long and 
begins to wander and drag on the listen- 
er. A couple of the other songs could use 
a little perking up too. But he gets back 
to the good music with "Hi'Way Songs" 
which tells a lot about wandering 
through Canada. 


In some ways similar to Llghtfoot is 


Kris Kristoffcrson. Again we have a 
blending of folk and rock, with perhaps a 
little more country flavor added. "Jesus 
Was a Capricorn" (Monument KZ-31909) 
Is his fourth album and while not out- 
standing, It Is good. 


THE TITLE SONG, first on the album, 


could well be dedicated to all rednecks 
with Its lines like "Everyone has to have 
someone to look down on." The humor 
comes through and so docs the looseness 
of the band. The album does show a wide 
range with other good songs being the 


gospel sounding "Why Me?" a somber 
"Help Me" and "Jesse Younger" which 
is dedicated to me generation gap. It 
goes, "You have selfishly refused to live 
the life the way they've (parents) 
planned." 


A nice addition to Kristofferson's work 


Is the assistance of Rita Coolidge on four 
of the tracks. Miss Coolidge has been a 
session singer for several years and only 
really came to the public's eye during 
Joe Cocker's Mad Dogs and Englishmen 
tour of the United States. She was his 
"Delta Lady" and she sang one of the 
first versions of "Superstar (Groupie)" 
which was to later become a big hit for 
the Carpenters. 


RITA DOES HAVE a solo career of 


her own and she has just had a third 
album released "The Lady's Not for 
Sale" (A&M SP-4370) is a good showcase 
for her slow, soulful style. 


Kristoffcrson returns the favor by sing- 


ing on a fine "Whiskey, Whiskey" and 
coauthorlng the title song. But Rita also 
shows she can handle a standard in great 
style. There are good versions of "Fe- 
ver" (where she actually sounds a little 
like- Peggy Lee) and Leonard Cohen's 
"Bird on the Wire." 


Any of these three albums are well 


worth a listen, especially if you're look- 
ing for a change from loud rock. They 
are also very professionally put together. 
• • * 


A strong debut album has been deliv- 


ered by Gunhill Road. Their album, ti- 
tled after the group (Kama Sutra KSBS- 
2061), contains some thought out lyrics 
and pleasing harmonies (which by the 
way are for the most part too nasal to be 
imitative). 


Production is by Kenny Rodgers, who 


helps sing on three of the tracks, and all 
the songs were written by Glenn Leopold, 
one member of the trio. 


The best cuts are "42nd Street" 


("where .every marquee light discloses 
one more man's defeat"), "Madness" 
(with some clever rhymes), "She Made a 
Man Out of Mo" (which mostly just 
sounds good), and "Back When My Hair 
Was Short" (humorous through irony). 


ALSO STRONG (and mainly that's all 


her voice) Is Dlanne Davidson, a girl 
who sounds liko she may have come 
from the hills but sure still knows how to 
rock. Her new album, "Mountain 
Mama" (Janus JLS-3M8), Is a powerful 
one. She belts out the title song, her own, 
then goes country with "Brand New Ten- 
nessee Waltz." 


Other highlights ore interpretations of 


two Jackson Browne tunes, "Something 
Fine" and "Song for Adam," and Joni 
Mitchell's "Carey." The music's all good 
too.

Another Wide World for ABC 


Several months ago, with ABC's Dick Cavett lagging in the 


ralings-behind Johnny Carson's NBC Tonight Show, and the 
CDS Late Movie-ABC announced it would make some "bold. 
innovative" moves. That it did. First, the network announced that 
Cavett would be back at mid-season, but only for a week each 
month. Secondly, ABC pulled a major coup in persuading veteran 
entertainer Jack Paar to return to television. Paar, it was revealed, 
would also be featured one week a month. 


Fine and dandy, critics reacted...but what about the other two 


weeks a month? ABC's entertainment chief, Martin Slarger, 
assured the doubtful that his net would arrive at a format which 
would "represent a totally new concept in lale-nighl TV 
programming." 


THIS NEW CONCEPT, now of- 


ficially announced, will be "ABC Wide 
World of Entertainment," scheduled to 
premiere on January 8, 1973. Viewer 
reaction on ABC's new idea will be 
tested earlier than that, however. Start- 
ing next Monday (Nov. 20) through 
Friday, Dec. 8, ABC will air a three- 
week sampling of the new series. And it 
looks pretty good. 


"Wide World of Entertainment" will 


include original 90-minutc taped dramas, comedy and variety 
programming, and documentaries tilled "On Location." One 
documentary, "Behind Prison Walls," features author Truman 
Capote interviewing San Quentin inmates. Another rather unique 
portion of the new series will be taped musical rock concerts, 
which in many cities will be broadcast simultaneously on stereo 
FM radio. That should prove especially exciting to stereo sound 
buffs. 


Among the lighter comedy programs now in production, several 


could be rather interesting. Among those announced by ABC: 
"Let's Celebrate," a skctch-and-song scries celebrating holidays, 
people, places, and things; "Madhouse 90," what ABC calls 
"zanyf outrageous humor," produced by a David Frosl-owncd 
company; and "Comedy News," a 75-minute show of a satirical 
nature. Teamed up with "Comedy News" will be 15-minutc 
vignettes entitled "Bedtime Stories." Those, the network revealed, 
will star comedians Larry Pressman and Mclodie Johnson as a 
"married couple who review the day's activities as they prepare 
for bed each night." 


THE NEXT THREE-WEEK sneak preview schedule looks like 


this: 


Nov. 20-Monday Night Football; Nov. 21-22-"Lct's 


Celebrate;" Nov. 2>-Thanksgiving Football Doublehcader; Nov. 
24-"Rock Concert;" Nov. 27-Football; Nov. 28-Dec. 
l-"Comedy News" and "Bedtime Stories;" Dec. 4-Football; 
Dec. 5*-"Madhousc 90;" Dec. 7-"Behind Prison Walls" with 
Capote; and Dec. 8-"Rock Concert." 


ABC could have very easily filled the two week vacancy each 


month with movies, but has chosen this route instead. The 
network is to be commended for this, certainly a costly venture 
and a major gamble. But it could very well prove to be a 
smashing success for ABC, which in recent years has shown its 
adventuresome attitude in airing such programming like "Mon- 
day Night Football" and made-for-TV movies. Those two moves, 
as you know, have proven exceptionally successful for the 
network once considered the "weak sister" of the three major 
broadcast powers. 


"WIDE WORLD OF Entertainment" will debut Jan. 8 with 


Paar, whose wit today should be accepted as well as it was years 
ago. Cavett, with an allegiance of super-loyal viewers, will do the 
type of interviewing he does best-that which centers around one 
personality or one theme for a full 90 minutes.

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East German Recounts Day He Made 'The Great Escape 


CAROL RirYNE 


Next week Karl Blcy of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, is taking a trip to Florida to revisit 
a spot on the Keys facing the Atlantic 
Ocean. There is no monument or memor- 
ial on the spot, but Karl remembers it as 
his first step in the United States after 
escaping from an East German passen- 
ger ship off (he coast 


"At 0:30 a.m. Nov. 27 I am going back 


to the same place at the same time when 
I took my first step In the United 
States." sold Karl, 28. "I still think about 
that day. I arrived hungry, but I was 
very lucky " 


Karl had planned his escape with his 


brother, Eric, who heads Blcy Engineer- 


ing Co. in the village. Through letters 
written over a period of years in a "lan- 
guage we both could understand," the 
brothers developed their plans "in be- 
tween the lines." 


On Nov. 27,1970, Karl leaped from the 


East German liner and was picked up in 
a boat by his brother. On the spur of the 
moment three other passengers, two doc- 
tors and a scientist, followed Karl Into 
the water and were rescued by Eric. 


"WE FLEW surveillance flights three 


times n day from Marathon Airport try- 
Ing to spot the ship," Eric said. "Then 
one morning I spotted the boat from our 
hotel on Duck Bay. I raced down to Big 
Pino Key and got a boat to meet the 


ship." 


Eric said the signal to jump was given 


by a plane buzzing the ship. Karl said 
the only thing he carried to remember 
home was a flintstonc, a present from 
his nephews. 


Karl said he remembered the first per- 


son he met when they docked at the har- 
bor shook his hand and said, "Welcome 
to the United States." He and the three 
other East Germans were taken to a 
naval station at Key West where they ate 
their first 'American breakfast of pan- 
cakes, doughnuts and coffee. 
' 


Karl came to Elk Grove Village with 


his brother after he was granted asylum 
in this country and began working at 


Bley Engineering. For the past 1% years 
he has been employed as a diesel me- 
chanic at Mack Trucks Inc. in the vil- 
lage. 


"The biggest impression this country 


has made on me is everybody can say 
what ho thinks," Karl said "You're like 
a prisoner in East Germany. I can never 
go back." 


KARL SAID THAT the East German 


authorities have told his mother that he 
would be sent to prison for a lifetime if 
he returns because he left the country 
illegally. He said since his escape none 
of his relatives have been allowed to visit 
West Germany. 


Karl said he had been separated from 


his brother for 12 years at the time of the 
reunion two years ago. Eric and his wife, 
Marlis, left East Germany in 1954 and 
came to the United States in 1961. Both 
are citizens. 


"I wanted to come to America because 


my brother was here and I wanted to 
join him, and it was the country with the 
most freedom and the highest standard 
of living," Karl said. "I want to become 
a U.S. citizen, but I have three years to 
wait." 


In the past two years Karl has become 


somewhat Americanized. He likes mov- 
ies, dancing and football, although it is 
different from what he played in Germa- 
ny. Karl said he especially liked to watch 


the roller derby. "The roller derby is so 
funny. We never had anything like that 
in Germany." 


Karl said the thing he disliked the 


most in this country are the elements he 
said were trying to destroy the nation 
with communism. "I just came from a 
society where people have no rights, and 
I know where it can lead," he said. 


"I'm happy here certainly, but I feel 


sorry for all the people in East Germany 
who can't see this beautiful country. My 
friends don't believe the things I write 
them about the United States. It is so 
different over there that the U.S. is unbe- 
lievable," he said. "I just wish my moth- 
er and brothers could come over."

Opinion Asked On New Traffic Law 


A legal opinion is being sought from 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott on 
whether a new state law providing for 
traffic law enforcement on private prop- 
erty is applicable to condominium devel- 
opments. 


State Rep. David Regner (R-3rd) said 


yesterday he would request Scott's opi- 
nion in writing, after learning Schaum- 
burg Village Atty. Jack Siegel questioned 
the law's application at Tuesday's village 
board meeting, when Levitt & Sons, de- 
velopers of Sheffield Manor, requested 
traffic patrols hi the quadromlnium de- 
velopment. Regner said he did not know 
how long it will take for Scott to make an 
assessment. 
"The bill originally drafted was meant to 
include everyone. My original Intent was 


that • everyone could be included and 
come under the act," said Regner, sug- 
gesting the law was to apply to apart- 
ments, condominiums and single-family 
home developments. 


If the law is not applicable for con- 


dominiums, Regner said he will draft 
amendments to correct it. 


SIEGAL AMPLIFIED on his concerns 


yesterday. "Under the amendment to the 
motor vehicle act, municipalities may 
contract to provide traffic patrol and 
regulation on private property for apart- 
ment developments of 10 or more units 
when requested by the owner," said Sie- 
gel. 


Since condominium units are individ- 


ually owned, no one person generally 


• owns 10 of them, said Siegel. Levitt does 


not own them, he added yesterday, not- 
ing the purchasers are the unit owners. 
Therefore he questioned the applicability 
when Levitt made the request. 


Siegel said "it's altogether possible" 


the law could be enacted on request of a 
homeowners association or a manage- 
ment firm employed by an association. 
But Siegel noted a village might assume 
responsibilities of a liability or mainte- 
nance nature if it agreed to provide traf- 
fic law enforcement. 


"This is a matter that I think requires 


some careful consideration and not just 
an offhand determination. People need 
traffic control and therefore they should 
have it," said Siegel. He added he would 
pursue enactment of local legislation if 
so directed by the village.

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Law Regulating Police And Firemen Strikes Expected

Illinois may soon have a law that may 


end once and for aU the question of 
whether police and firemen should be 
allowed to itrilcc.,- according to Capt. Ir- 
vln L. McDougall of the 
Arlington 


Heights Police Department 


McDougall Is president of the 21,400- 


m e m b e r Illinois Police Association 
(IPA), an organization he said will sup- 
port a labor relations act for police and 
firemen that would call for binding arbi- 
tration to settle employe-management la- 
bor disputes. The bill, which may come 
up during the next session of the general 
assembly, would contain a no-strike 
clause. 


As chief executive of the third largest 


police association In North America, 
McDougall is concerned about the ques- 
tion of labor unions for police, and police 
strikes. Ho said the bill IPA would sup- 
port Is not favored by labor unions, ad- 
ding he doesn't think any police officer 


wants to go on strike. He said, too, that 
while most police officers are not anti- 
labor, they don't want to be controlled by 
the labor movement. 


McDougall's comments followed a Her- 


ald story that revealed Arlington Heights 
police may be the next target of the 
Combined Counties Police Association 
(CCPA), an organization that McDougall 
doesn't always see eye to eye with on 
issues involving police grievances. 


CCPA president John Flood said last 


week that village patrolmen will have 
power to control their careers and make 
demands stick on police administration 
only by forming a local CCPA chapter. 


McDougall said all but the newest pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force 
are members of the IPA, an organization 
he claims helps all the police in the 
state, whether they are patrolmen or 
high-ranking officers. The CCPA is for 
patrolmen and some sergennts. 


Although he admitted the IPA is not 


set up to provide full help in police-ad- 
ministration 
negotiations, 
McDougall 


said his organization is ready to help any 
member police who ask assistance. 


One example is what happened within 


the last year in Waukegan, McDougall 
said. Police there went out on strike, and 
as a result, 54 of them were fired by the 
city administration. There is a CCPA 
chapter in Waukegan, but it was the IPA 
that several fired police officers came to 
for help, McDougall said. 


McDougall and IPA Executive Secre- 


tary-Treasurer Victor Witt arranged a 
conference with the mayor of Waukegan. 
As a result of IPA efforts, 52 of the 54 
fired policemen were rehlred, McDougall 
said. 


McDougall' makes other comparisons 


between the IPA and CCPA. The CCPA 
Is four years old, the IPA 71 years old. 
IPA dues are $8 per year, while CCPA 
dues are $5 per month. And the IPA al- 
. lows individual membership of munici- 


pal, county, state and federal police offi- 
cers, not requiring the majority of a Je- 
partment to belong, as does the CCPA. 


AND MCDOUGALL is quick to list 


benefits for police that the IPA has been 
instrumental in obtaining since its found- 
ing in 1901 at Joliet He said the IPA was 
formed to take police.work out of politics 
and to professionalize It. 


In 1903, the first act 
establishing 


boards of fire and police commissioners 
was passed in Illinois. Police would no 
longer be appointed by mayors, but by 
the commissioners, who would also hear 
grievances. And police could appeal their 
decisions to the courts. The IPA drew up 
that act, McDougall said. 


Six years later, the IPA was in- 


strumental in gaining passage of the Po- 
lice Pension Act, a law setting up pen- 
sion funds for police in municipalities. In 
1960, a bill was passed extending this 
principle to the state police, and just this 
year, Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed into 


law an act setting up pensions for county 
sheriffs and their deputies. 
• AN IPA ATTORNEY is used to repre- 
senting only the police who have an issue 
of Importance to all members of the or- 
ganization, McDougall said. "CCPA at- 
torneys are available, however, to indi- 
vidual chapters, whether their cause is of 
concern to other member chapters. 


The IPA maintains a legislative com- 


mittee — lobby — in Springfield as what. 
McDougall calls "a watchdog for all leg- 
islation pertaining .to police." It is 
through this lobby, and in cooperation 
with lobbies from other state police or- 
ganizations, that the IPA fights for fa- 
vorable police legislation and against 
laws it sees as detrimental to law en- 
forcement. 


The lobby will be fighting for the labor 


relations bill mentioned by McDougall. 


It has also lost some past fights, such 


as for a bill that would have required 
anyone accusing a policeman of mis- 


conduct to take a polygraph (lie detec- 
tor) test in the presence of the accused. 
That bill was passed by both houses of 
the legislature, but was vetoed by then- 
Gov. Otto Kerner. 


Flood of the CCPA has called the IPA a 


"do-nothing" organization. McDougall 
said his examples of the IPA at work 
disprove that notion. 


And Flood says the CCPA can better 


represent patrolmen, because manage- 
ment personnel are not admitted into its 
membership. But McDougall said 90 per 
cent of the IPA's members are patrol- 
men, nearly half of them from Chicago, 
although IPA rules make it impossible 
for any one police department to control 
the statewide organization. 


"I hear, hat some people say because 


a man makes rank, he's administration 
and no longer can represent the rank and 
file," McDougall said of Flood's charges. 
"That just is not true."

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Residents Show 
Mild Approval 
For Park Plan 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Twenty-five interested Wheeling resi- 


dents expressed mild approval of a pro- 
posed $700,000 park improvements refer- 
endum that was presented at a commu- 
nity meeting Wednesday night. 


After a brief presentation of the pro- 


posed park and school-park site improve- 
ments, residents questioned members of 
the park board about the need for tho 
referendum. Questions dealt mainly with 
the referendum's Impact on local tax 
bills, the location of proposed land acqui- 
sition and the need for another referen- 
dum In the future. 


According to Park Supt. Dave Phillips, 


the park district can only estimate tho 
proposed referendum's Impact on local 
tax bills because of expected growth In 
the district's assessed valuation. 


PHILLIPS SAID tho present assessed 


valuation is $68 million, but conservative 
estimates of village growth would bring 
this amount to $73 million before the end 
of the fiscal year. 


Based on these figures, Phillips said 


the referendum would cost the taxpayer 
about 61 cents per $1,000 assessed valu- 
ation a year. This amount would be paid 
over a 20-year period, and because of es- 
timated community growth, would prob- 
ably decrease as years pass. 


Phillips said anticipated federal funds 


would approximately double tho money 
available for park improvements. Ho 
said, however, that federal money Is allo- 
cated according to the amount raised lo- 
cally. 


As part of the referendum, the park 


district Is planning to allocate $175,000 
for land acquisition in the west central 
part of the village. The park district is 
also applying for $350,000 in federal mon- 
ey for land purchases. 


Phillips said that because of booming 


development 
and skyrocketing 
land 


prices, this would probably be the park 
district's last chance to buy land. Ac- 
cording to Phillips, land prices In Wheel- 
ing now start a: about $20,000 an acre. 


"If no land Is purchased in tho area 


now, we will probably be too late," Phil- 
lips said. 


The park district has obtained an op- 


tion to buy a 2.4-ncre site on Valley 
Stream Drive for $53,500. The board Is 
also considering a 10-15 acre site In the 
western part of tho village. The exact 
sites under consideration were not re- 
vealed for fear that public knowledge 
would raise tho price of the land. 


"BASED ON THE LAND figures, we 


arc trying to fine the most land for the 
least cost," said Lorraine Lark, park . 
board president. "Anything we can keep 
green, we will keep green. But we're not 
getting it from anyone. We have to ask 
for your help." 


When asked if the park district would 


need another referendum In the near fu- 
ture, Mrs. Lark said she could not prom- 
ise that It would not. She said that the 
park district has presently achieved 
most of Its growth in acreage because it 
is bordered by other park districts. 


"We arc, as a park district, cut off 


from all major annexations except to the 
north," she said.' "But we don't know 
what the needs of the community will bo 
with growth. That can only come with 
time." 


PLANS FOR TIH3 proposed park im- 


provements Include extensive grading, 
seeding and landscaping to improve tho. 
usability of park land. Several tot lots 
are Included hi these basic improve- 
ments. Special projects, however, are 
planned for Husky, Heritage and Cham- 
ber of Commerce parks. 


Phillips said the park board Is cur- 


rently working with the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, the village and private 
Industry to get funds to upgrade the 
Heritage Park West retention basin. 


He said tentative plans for the area 


Include dredging and deepening the basin 
to make It suitable for fishing, boating 
and other recreational uses. He said 
money used on the' retention basin area 
would not come from residents' taxes. 


Mrs. Lark appealed to the residents at 


the meeting to make suggestions or cor- 
rections to the proposed park plans. The 
residents, however, seemed to find the 
plans acceptable and made only minor 
suggestions to the pork board. 


Wheeling Police Find Money-Saver 


The Wheeling Police Department has 


come up with an Idea that can save mon- 
ey for area police departments. 


The department is having 6,000 forms 


necessary for tho state's new Breath- 
allzcr program printed by a private com- 
pany at approximately nine cents less 
per copy than If the departments bought 
them separately. Tho cost of purchasing 
the forms separately would bo 12 cents 
per copy. 


Therefore Wheeling Police sent letters 


to 11 other suburban departments asking 
if they would be interested in purchasing 
500 forms per department. Tho cost for 
tho departments will be $15 rather than 
$60, as originally anticipated. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty in Wheeling, said, "It's not a lot of 
money, but when you add it up between 
all the departments, the sum comes to 
$540 of taxpayers' funds, that's quite a 
bit." 


Strieker said the Wheeling Police De- 


partment will make no profit on its sole 
of paper to the 11 other departments.

oil company. 


SMITH SAID that in any event, an 


operating gas station would be an im- 
provement over "what is at the moment 
an unsightly non-use of the property." 


Frank Wojek, chairman of the zoning 


board, voted in favor of the zoning. He 
said he did not think any other use for 
the property would be proposed, leaving 
the station unoccupied indefinitely. 


Smith had originally proposed a com- 


bination gas station and car wash, but 
withdraw his application when it became 
apparent that the zoning board was not 
happy with the 'car wash idea.

Police, Firemen Strike Law Expected

Illinois may soon have a law that may 


end once and for all the question of 
whether, police and firemen should be 
allowed to strike,, according to Capt. Ir- 
vln L. McDougall of the Arlington 
Heights Police Department • 


McDougall is president of the 21,400- 


m e m b e r Illinois Police Association 
(IPA), an organization he said will sup- 
port a labor relations act for police and 
firemen that would call for binding arbi- 
tration to settle employe-management la- 
bor disputes. The bill, which may come 
up during the next session of the general 
assembly, would contain a no-strike 
clause. 


As chief executive of the third largest 


police association hi North America, 
McDougall is concerned about the ques- 
tion of labor unions for police, and police 
strikes. He said the bill IPA would sup- 
port is not favored by labor unions, ad- 
ding he doesn't think any police officer 
wants to go on strike. He said, too, that 
while most police officers are not anti- 
labor, they don't want to be controlled by 


the labor movement. . 


McDougoll's comments followed a Her- 


ald story that revealed'Arlington Heights 
police may be the next target of the 
Combined Counties Police Association 
(CCPA), an organization that McDougall 
doesn't always see eye to eye with on 
issues involving police grievances; 


CCPA president John Flood said last 


week that village patrolmen will have 
power to control their careers and make 
demands stick on police administration 
only by forming a local CCPA chapter. 


McDougall said .all but the newest pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force 
are members of the IPA, an organization 
he claims helps all the police in the 
state, whether they are patrolmen or 
high-ranking officers. The CCPA Is for 
patrolmen and some sergeants. 


Although he admitted the IPA is not 


set up to provide full help in police-ad- 
ministration 
negotiations, 
McDougall 


. said his organization is ready to help any 
member police who ask assistance. 


• 
One example is what happened within 


the last year in Waukegan, McDougall 


•said. Police there went out on strike, and 
as a result,'54 of them were fired by the 
city adirJristration. There Is a. CCPA 
chapter In Waukegan, but it was the IPA 
that several fired police officers came to 
for help, McDougall said.

tag in 1901 at Joliet. He said the IPA -vas 
formed to take police work out of politics 
and to professionalize it 


In 1903, the first act establishing 


boards of fire and police commissioners 
was passed in Illinois. Police would no 
longer be appointed by mayors, but by 
the commissioners, who would also hear

Teachers' Board To Try Mediation

Buffalo Grove village Mgr. Dan Larson 


Is being forced to uear shoes that are 
much too small for him. 


Oh, they fit well enough during the 


week, but on Monday nights, they must 
really pinch when one or more of the 
village trustees tries to squeeze his toes 
into them, loo. 


The village board pays Larson $17,000 


a year to direct all municipal services. 
Translated, this mcaas "run the village" 
— except between the hours of 8 p.m. 
and midnight each Minday. 


AS A COMMUNITY continues to grow 


— unless a new form of government Is 
adopted — the board Is going to have to 
delegate more and more responsibility to 
Larson. There will simply be too many 
administrative details for the trustees to 
hash out individually. The meetings al- 
ready last until the wee hours of the mor- 
ning at times. 


There arc, of course, many matters 


which require the careful consideration 
of the board. Often, however, these arc 
the Issues that aren't discussed until late 
in the evening because loo much time 
was spent on trivial matters. 


For example, a 40-mlnute debate raged 


among the trustees last week over the 
question of whether the village should in- 
clude lunch money in the travel expenses 
allotted to a policeman attending weekly 
training scstions at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 


L A H S O N ' S MONTHLY paycheck 


should serve as an expression of the 


board's faith In his judgment to handle 
this and a great many other matters. 
And, If the trustees question his actions 
or need more information, Larson is 
available In his office every day. In- 
cidentally, there Is no excuse for any 
member of the board to be unprepared to 
discuss items on the agenda, another 
reason why the wheels of progress often 
grind so slowly at board meetings. 


From some of his comments Monday 


night, trustee Ed Osmon seems to consid- 
er Larson's salary an unnecessary ex- 
pense. 


Berating Larson repeatedly, Osmon as 


much as said he knows more about Lar- 
son's Job than Larson. And not only, ac- 
cording to him, could he take over to- 
morrow as village manager, Osmon 
apparently also considers himself a qual- 
ified engineer, when he actually makes 
his living working for a heating con- 
tractor. 


Let me be the first to say that Larson, 


as a village official, should be held 
strictly accountable for everything he 
dues — or doesn't do. And, It is admi- 
rable that Osmon continually endeavors 
to be a good watchdog over him and all 
other village employes. 


There's no doubt that Osmon's in- 


tentions arc good, but he has a full-time 
job of his own to do Monday nights. If 
the best interests of the village arc his 
first concern — and I believe they are — 
Osmon and all tho trustees would do bet- 
ter to stop trying to wear Larson's shoes. 
They have Important steps forward to 
take In their own.

AN IPA ATTORNEY is used to repre- 


senting only the police who have an issue 
of importance to all members of the or- 
ganization, McDougall said. "CCPA at- 
torneys arc available, however, to indi- 
vidual chapters, whether their cause is of 
concern to other member chapters. 


The IPA maintains a legislative com- 


mittee — lobby — in Springfield as what 
McDougall calls "a watchdog for all leg- 
islation pertaining to police." It Is 
through this lobby, and in cooperation 
with lobbies from other state police or- 
ganizations, that the IPA fights for fa- 
vorable police legislation and against 
laws it sees as detrimental to law en- 
forcement. 


The lobby will be fighting for the labor 


relations bill mentioned by McDougall. 


Jt has also lost some past fights, such 
as for a bill that would have required 
anyone accusing a policeman of mis- 
conduct to take a polygraph (lie detec- 
tor) test in the presence of the accused. 
That bill was passed by both houses of 
the legislature, but was vetoed by then- 
Gov. Otto Kcrncr. 


Flood of the CCPA has called the IPA a 


"do-nothing" organization. McDougall 
said his examples of the IPA at work 
disprove that notion. 


And Flood says the CCPA can better 


represent patrolmen, because manage- 
ment personnel arc not admitted into its 
membership. But McDougall said 90 per 
cent of the IPA's members are patrol- 
men, nearly half of them from Chicago, 


although IPA rules make it Impossible 
for any one police department to control 
the statewide organization. 


"I hear hat some people say because 


a man makes rank, he's administration 
and no longer can represent the rank and 
flic," McDougall said of Flood's charges. 
"That just Is not true."

Housing Project

A public hearing has been scheduled 


by the Buffalo Grove Plan Commission 
for Wednesday, Dec. 13, on plans to de- 
velop 39.8 acres at the southeast corner 
of Arlington Heights and Checker roads. 


The planned unit development (PUD) Is 


proposed by Arthur Swanson & Associ- 
ates, In conjunction with the Donald 
Scholz Co. 


Paul Swanson reviewed plans for the 


project Wednesday night with the plan 
commission. Both firms are seeking zon- 
ing and annexation to the village. 


ACCORDING TO Swanson's plan, 384 


units consisting of about an even number 
of townhouse condominiums and apart- 
ments will bo built. Recreation facilities 
included In the project arc a children's 
playground, three tennis courts, an out- 
door swimming pool and a recreation 
building. 


A Montessorl school and a playground 


will also bo constructed as part of the 
development. 


About 300 feet of public open space sur- 


rounding Buffalo 
Creek, which runs 


through tho middle of the property, will 
bo maintained. Tho developers have a- 
greed to donate this land to tho park dis- 
trict.

Swanson intends to keep all the streets 


in the proposed development private. En- 
trances to the project are planned at 
Knlghthill Court and Burnt Ember Lane, 
both on Checker Drive. 


In other business, the plan commission 


reviewed a proposal by tho Tecton 
Corp., a subsidiary of Union Camp and 
the Richards Group developers, for a 125- 
a c r o multi-family residential devel- 
opment east of Wetland Road and imme- 
diately north of the Lake-Cook county 
lino. The development may be called 
Hawthorne. 


THE DEVELOPERS also hove an op- 


tion for the adjacent 49 acres running 
parallel to the Soo Line Ry. This land 
will probably be developed by a light in- 
dustrial concern and will require a sepa- 
rate annexation and zoning agreement. 
Both projects will probably be consid- 
ered at the same time. 


A mix of 1,234 rental and condominium 


townhouscs and apartments are planned 
for the residential development, which 
also has a density of about 10 units an 
acre. 


The plan commission requested more 


details on the project and asked Art 
Glngold of the Richards Group, who 
represented the developers, to discuss the 
required donation with school officials.

Wheeling Police Find Money-Saver 


Tho Wheeling Police Department'has 


come up with an Idea that can save mon- 
ey for area police departments. 


The department Is having 6,000 forms 


necessary for the state's new Breath- 
atlzcr program printed by a private com- 
pany at approximately nine cents less 
per copy than If the departments bought 
them separately. The cost of purchasing 
the forms separately would be 12 cents 
per copy. 


Therefore Wheeling Police sent letters 


to 11 other suburban departments asking 
if they would bo interested in purchasing 
500 forms per department Tho cost for 
tho departments will be $15 rather than 
$60, as originally anticipated. 


Roger Strieker, director of public safe- 


ty in Wheeling, said, "It's not a lot of 
money, but when you add it up between 
all tho departments, the sum comes to 
$540 of taxpayers' funds, that's quite a 
bit."

Police, Firemen Strike Law Expected

Illinois may soon have a law that may 


end once • and for all the question of, • 
whether police and firemen should be 
allowed to strike,, according to Cnpt. Ir> 
vin L. McDougall of the Arlington 
Heights Police Department. 


McDougall is president of the 21,400-' 


m e m b e r Illinois Police Association 
(IPA), an organization he said will sup- 
port a labor relations act for police and 
firemen that would call for binding arbi- 
tration to settle employe-management la- . 
bor disputes. The bill, which may come 
up during the next session of the general 
assembly, would contain a no-strike 
clause. 


As chief executive of the third largest 


police association in North America, 
McDougall is concerned about the ques- 
tion of labor unions for police, and police 
strikes. He said the bill IPA would sup- 
port is not favored by labor unions, ad- 
ding he/doesn't think any police officer 
wants to go on strike. He said, too, that 
while most police officers are not anti- 
labor, they don't want to be controlled by 


the labor movement 


McDougall's comments followed a Her- 


ald story that revealed Arlington Heights 
police may be the next target of the 
Combined Counties Police Association 
(CCPA), an organization that McDougall 
doesn't always see eye to eye with on 
issues involving police grievances. 


CCPA president John Flood said last 


week that village patrolmen will have 
power to control their careers and make 
demands stick on police administration 
only by forming a local CCPA chapter. 


McDougall said all but the newest pa- 


trolmen on the Arlington Heights force 
are members of the IPA, an organization 
he claims helps all the police in the 
state, whether they are patrolmen or 
high-ranking officers. The CCPA is for 
patrolmen and some sergeants. - 


Although he admitted the IPA is not 


set up to provide fun help in police-ad- 
ministration ' negotiations, 
McDougall 


said his organization is ready to help any 
member police who ask assistance. 


One example is what happened within 


the last year in Waukegan, McDougall 


• said. Police there went out on strike, and 
as a result,'54 of them were fired by the 
city administration. There is -a CCPA 
chapter in Waukegan, but it was the IPA 
that several fired police officers came to 
for help, McDougall said.

Let Larson Wear 
His Own Shoes 


Teachers' Board To Try Mediation 


by JILL DETTNEtt 


Buffalo Grove village Mgr. Dan Larson 


is being forced to wear shoes that are 
much too small for him. 


Oh, they fit well enough during the 


week, but on Monday nights, they must 
really pinch when one or more of the 
village trustees tries to squeeze his toes 
Into them, too. 


The village board pays Larson $17,000 


a year to direct all municipal services. 
Translated, this means "run the village" 
— except between the hours of 8 p.m. 
and midnight each Minday. 


AS A COMMUNITY continues to grow 


— unless a new form of government is 
adopted — the board Is going to have to 
delegate more and more responsibility to 
Larson. There will simply be too many 
administrative details for the trustees to 
hash out Individually. The meetings al- 
ready last until the wee hours of the mor- 
ning at limes. 


There arc, of course, many matters 


which require the careful consideration 
of the board. Often, however, these arc 
the Issues that aren't discussed until late 
in the evening because too much time 
UM spent on trivial matters. 


For example, a 40-mlnutc debate raged 


among the trustees last week over the 
question of whether the village should in- 
clude lunch money in the travel expenses 
allotted to a policeman attending weekly 
training sessions at Northwestern Uni- 
versity. 


L A R S O N ' S MONTHLY paycheck 


should serve as an expression of the 


board's faith in his judgment to handle 
this and a great many other matters. 
And, if the trustees question his actions 
or need more information, Larson is 
available In his office every day. In- 
cidentally, there Is no excuse for any 
member of the board to be unprepared to 
discuss items on the agenda, another 
reason \vhy the wheels of progress often 
grind so slowly at board meetings. 


From some of his comments Monday 


night, trustee Ed Osmon seems to consid- 
er Larson's salary an unnecessary ex- 
pense. 


Berating Larson repeatedly, Osmon as 


much as said he knows more about Lar- 
son's job than Larson. And not only, ac- 
cording to him, could he take over to- 
morrow as village manager, Osmon 
apparently also considers himself a qual- 
ified engineer, when he actually makes 
his living working for a heating con- 
tractor. 


Let me be the first to say that Larson, 


as a village official, should be held 
strictly accountable for everything he 
docs — or doesn't do. And, It is admi- 
rable that Osmon continually endeavors 
to be a good watchdog over him and all 
other village employes. 


There's no doubt that Osmon's in- 


tentions arc good, but he has a full-time 
job of his own to do Monday nights. If 
the best interests of the village are his 
first concern — and I believe they arc — 
Osmon and all the trustees would do bet- 
ter to stop trying to wear Larson's shoes. 
They have important steps-forward to 
take in their own.

conduct to take a polygraph (lie detec- 
tor) test in the presence of the accused. 
That bill was passed by both houses of 
the legislature, but was vetoed by then- 
Gov.

Flood of the CCPA has called the IPA a 


"do-nothing" organization. McDougall 
said his examples of the IPA at work 
disprove that notion. 


And Flood says the CCPA can better 


represent patrolmen, because manage- 
ment personnel are not admitted into its 
membership. But McDougall said 90 per 
cent of the IPA's members are patrol- 
men, nearly half of them from Chicago,

Meadows chamber, said the arrange- 
ment would combine management func- 
tions of the two groups, but at the same 
time would allow autonomy for each 
chamber. 


The approximately 140 members of the 


Palatine chamber are drawn principally 
from retail business. The Rolling Mead- 
ows chamber has 80 members, most of 
them InMstrial firms. 


Del W. Johnston, president of the Pala- 


tine chamber, said a merger of certain 
functions "sounds like a fairly good 
idea." He declined further comment. 


CARHOLL SAID he believes "the con-

We could have had one 
major meeting, and it probably would 
have been more effective," said Carroll.

Under this proposal,' each 
chamber would have its own office with 
one full-time executive director in charge 
of both. 


The director could conduct continuous 


membership drives and keep in touch 
with local businesses on a daily basis.

secretary. 


The Palatine chamber has a full-tune 


executive vice president and full-time 


secretary. The vice presidency has been 
vacant since the recent resignation of 
David D. Shoemaker. P. T. diLustro, 
chamber first vice president, has been 
filling in on a temporary basis for the 
past few weeks. 


The concept of merging nearby cham- 


bers of commerce is endorsed as "work- 
able" by the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. Such consolidations have tak- 
en place in Waukegan and North Chi- 
cago; Zion, Winthrop Harbor and Beach 
Park; and in the Rockford area. 


Carroll envisions the chambers of com- 


merce throughout Northwest suburbs 
eventually merging for their common 
benefit. 


He points out that various communities 


have joined together hi a limited way on 
a governmental level through the North- 
west Municipal Conference, and they are 
working together on specific problems, 
such as transportation, that affect them 
all. 


"There's no sense in seeing areas with 


the same purposes duplicating their ef- 
forts," said Carroll. 


He discounted the possibility that a 


chamber merger would threaten loss of 
any town's identity. "I don't think the 
community would lose its identity at all. 
If we handle it intelligently, there 
wouldn't be any disadvantages."

et for Palatine in fiscal 1073-74 provides 
for no additional services or expansion of 
present services.

The budget totals $1,869,244, or 14 per

cal year ends April 30. 


Based on that estimate, a surplus of

Hicks Road Widening 
To Begin In Early '74

The widening of Hicks Rood, from 


Baldwin Road to Rand Road in Palatine, 
is expected to begin In the spring of 1974, 
following action Wednesday night by the 
Northwest Municipal Conference. 


Tho plans call for the widening of the 


road from two lanes to four, with left 
turn bays and signal llfhts. 


The construction project, which will be 


done by tho state, was, In effect, given 
the go ahead Wednesday when members 
of the Northwest Municipal Conference 
voted to establish the project as the first 
priority for Federal Aid-Urban highway 
funds. 


The project will be funded by a 


$719,000 grant from the federal govern- 
ment and a matching amount from the 
state. 


Tho work to be done represents Phase 


One of a larger project calling for tho 
widening of a more than six-mile stretch 
of Hicks Road from Euclid Avenue In 
Rolling Meadows to Rand Road. The Im- 


mediate work will include a 
16-foot 


mountnblo median. 
'THE CONSTRUCTION project was ap- 
proved, In effect, by the vote of the local 
mayors and managers conference acting 
as an arm of the Chicago Area Trans- 
portation Study (CATS), which is the 
transportation planning agency for this 
area for federal funding. 


The Federal Aid-Urban funds are for 


use only on Intcr-munlclpal and intra- 
munlclpal roadways in urbanized areas. 
CATS, responsible for the distribution cf 
those funds, based on population, has di- 
vided the Chicago urbanized area Into six 
regions. 


To further involve local agencies In the 


funding processes,' CATS has delegated 
the authority to determine priorities to 
existing groups. For the Northwest CATS 
region, the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence, known to CATS as tho Northwest 
CATS Regional Council, was given that

In addition, he said, the two chambers 


by working together could provide better 
programs for their members. 


"Last May, the Rolling Meadows 


chamber sponsored a program on the 
federal Occupational Safety and Health 
Act. Three months later, Palatine had a, 
similar program. We could have had one 
major meeting, and it probably would 
have been more effective," said Carroll. 


He also cited as an advantage the abil- 


ity to afford professional chamber man- 
agement. Under this proposal, each 
chamber would have its own office with 
one full-time executive director In charge 
of both. 


The director could conduct continuous 


membership drives and keep in touch 
with local businesses on a daily basis. 
Overhead costs would be cut for both or- 


ganizations, according to Carroll. 


THE ROLLING MEADOWS chamber 


currently has one full-time employe, 
Bette Howes, who serves as executue 
secretary. 


The Palatine chamber has a full-time 


executive vice president and full-time 
secretary. The vice presidency has been 
vacant since the recent resignation of 
David D. Shoemaker. P. T. diLustro, 
chamber first vice president, has been 
filling in on a temporary basis for the 
past few weeks. 


The concept of merging nearby cham- 


bers of commerce is endorsed as "work- 
able" by the Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce. Such consolidations have tak- 
en place in Waukegan and North Chi- 
cago; Zion, Winthrop Harbor and Beach 
Park; and in the Rockford area. 


Carroll envisions the chambers of com- 


merce throughout Northwest suburbs 
eventually merging for their common 
benefit. 


He points out that various communities 


have joined together in a limited way on 
a governmental level through the North- 
west Municipal Conference, and they are 
working together on specific problems, 
such as transportation, that affect them 
all. 


"There's no sense in seeing areas with 


the same purposes duplicating their ef- 
forts," said Carroll. 


He discounted the possibility that a 


chamber merger would threaten loss of 
any town's identity. "I don't think the 
community would lose its identity at all. 
If we handle it intelligently, there 
wouldn't be any disadvantages."

Eric said the signal to jump was given

Karl sold he remembered the first per- 


son ho met when they docked at the bar- 
bar shook his hand and said, "Welcome 
to the United States." He and the three 
other East Germans were taken to a 
naval station at Key West where they ate 
their first American breakfast of pan- 
cakes, doughnuU and coffee. 


Karl came to Elk Grove Village with 


his brother after he was granted asylum 
In this country and began working at 
Blcy Engineering. For the past Mi years 
he has been employed as a dicscl me- 
chanic at Mack Trucks Inc. in the vil- 
lage. 


"The biggest impression this country 


has made on me is everybody can say 
what he thinks," Karl said "You're like 


a prisoner in East Germany. I can never 
go back." 


KAKL SAID THAT the East German 


authorities have told his mother that he 
would be sent to prison for a lifetime if 
he returns because he left the country 
Illegally. He said since his escape none 
of his relatives have been allowed to visit 
West Germany. 


Karl said he had been separated from 


his brother for 12 years at the time of the 
reunion two years ago. Eric and his wife, 
Marlis, left East Germany in 1954 and 
came to the United States In 1061. Both 
arc citizens. 


"I wanted to come to America because 


my brother was here and I wanted to 
join him, and it was the country with the 
most freedom and the highest standard 
of living," Knrl said. "I want to become 
a U.S. citizen, but I have three years to 
wait." 


In the past tuo years Karl has become 


somewhat Americanized. He likes mov- 
ies, dancing and football, although it is 
different from what he played in Germa- 
ny. Karl said he especially liked to ^atch 
the roller derby. "The roller derby is so 
funny. We never had anything like that 
in Germany." 


Karl said the thing he disliked the 


most in this country arc the elements he 
said were trying to destroy the nation 
with communism. "I just came from a 
society where people have no rights, and 
I know where it can lead," he said.

The Mount Prospect Historical Society 


has asked the Mount Prospect Park Dis- 
trict for financial support to help estab- 
lish tr village historical museum. 


According to Illlols law, a park district 


can participate in the support ot an his- 
torical museum only K the museum Is lo- 
cated on park land. K the historical 
society should vacate the museum build- 
ing at a later date, ownership of the 
building and land automatically reverts 
back to the park district. 


The Mount Prospect Historical Society 


has asked the park district for the use of 
park land as well as help In acquiring a 
building, preferably an older home In the 
area, for a museum. 


According to John Weber, the founder 


of the historical society, several groups 
hnvo expressed an interest in helping to 


Portion Of U.S. 
Revenue Sharing 
May Be Different 


Mount Prospect's piece of the federal 


revenue sharing pie may be different 
than what had been expected. 


The latest word from tho U. S. Trea- 


sury Department is that the dollar 
amounts released In the Congressional 
Conferee Report were based on 1967 fig- 
ures, while the actual checks that munic- 
ipalities will receive will be based on 
1970 or 1971 census data. Tho year's data 
used will depend on what Is available. 


Mount Prospect had a special census 


taken last year which said the population 
was moro like 30,003. The $144,950 an- 
nounced as tho village's revenue sharing 
funds was based on tho lower population 
figure. 


UUT, A SPOKESWOMAN for the trea- 


sury department said this week the addi- 
tional population would not necessarily 
mean an increase In funds for tho vil- 
lage. She said three basic factors are 
used in determining the revenue sharing 
amounts. These are population, per ca- 
pita income and tax effort (the total of 
taxes levied). 


In the caso of Mount Prospect, about 


10.000 of tho increased population came 
from tho "Now Town", section which was 
annexed a year ago last September. Be- 
cause this area has a high per capita 
Income, It may offset the Increase in 
population.

support such a museum. The Village of 
Mount Prospect has passed a $1,000 ap- 
propriation annually for the society, 
"with tho purpose of extending the sum 
when the museum Is established," Weber 
said. But the village is wary about pro- 
viding the initial Investment money (ap- 
proximately $45,000) to establish the 
building, he raid. 


ILLINOIS LAW specifics that a park 


district has two courses ot action it can 
choose to support a historical museum, 
William Ward, attorney for the park dis- 
trict, explained. It can either build and 
maintain a museum on Its own through 
passage of a special bond issue or It can 
contract with a private group such as the 
historical society. 


With a private group, the pork district 


would provide the initial capital while 
the historical society would staff the fa- 
cility and pay all maintenance costs. Ac- 
cording to Weber, the historical society 
has many members who are qualified to 
staff the museum on a volunteer basis. 


Since Weber did not have specific in- 


formation on the cost of such a project, 
the type of building or tho area such' a 
museum would serve (Mount Prospect 
village residents or residents of the park 
district), the park district board instruct- 
ed Weber to get more Information and 
present it for consideration at a later 
meeting. "We can't say yes or no on this 
yet, but at least the park district Is lis- 
tening," Board Pros. Robert Jackson 
said. 


The historical society decided to estab- 


lish a museum in Mount Prospect after 
they had several requests from teachers 
and others about a place to display tho 
antiques and other artifacts they had col- 
lected. At present, all of these materials 
arc stored la people's homos, attics and 
basements. 


The society was founded in early 1969 


two years after the village's 50th anni- 
versary. "When we had the golden anni- 
versary, we wonted to put some histori- 
cal Items up, but we found that there 
was nothing," Weber said. "There had 
been no attempt to organize any of tho 
history," (of the village)," he said. 


"We determined then that one of tho 


things we had to do was prepare some 
things for the 75th anniversary," and the 
society was formed. It has since been 
chartered by the state as a not-for-profit 
agency.

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Leap From Ship Opens Way To Freedom 
East German Recounts Day He Made 'The Great Escape'

Next week Karl Blcy of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage. Is taking a trip to Florida to revisit 
a spot on the Keys facing the Atlantic 
Ocean. There Is no monument or memor- 
ial on the spot, but Karl remembers it as 
his first step in the United States after 
escaping from an East German passen- 
ger ship off the coast. 


"At 8:30 a.m. Nov. 27 I am going back 


to the same place at the same time when 
I took my first step In the United 
States." said Karl, 28. "I still think about 
that day. I arrived hungry, but I was 
very lucky " 


Karl had planned his escape with his 


brother, Eric, who heads Dlcy Engineer- 


ing Co. in the village. Through letters 
written over a period of years in a "lan- 
guage we both could understand," the 
brothers developed their plans "In be- 
tween the lines." 


On Nov. 27, 1970, Karl leaped from the 


East German liner and was picked up in 
a boat by his brother. On the spur of the 
moment three other passengers, two doc- 
tors and a scientist, followed Karl into 
the water and were rescued by Eric. 


"WE FLEW surveillance flights three 


times a day from Marathon Airport try- 
ing to spot the ship." Eric said. "Then 
one morning I spotted the boat from our 
hotel on Duck Bay. I raced down to Big 
Pine Key and got a boat to meet the 


ship." 


Eric said the signal to jump was given 


by a plane buzzing the ship. Karl said 
the only thing he carried to remember 
home was a flintstonc, a present from 
his nephews. 


Karl said he remembered the first per- 


son he met when they docked at the har- 
bor shook his hand and said, "Welcome 
to the United States." He and the three 
other East Germans were taken to a 
naval station at Key West where they ate 
their first American breakfast of pan- 
cakes, doughnuts and coffee. 


Karl came to Elk Grove Village with 


his brother after he was granted asylum 
In this country and began working at 


Bley Engineering. For the past l*i years 
he has been employed as a diesel me- 
chanic at Mack Trucks Inc. in the vil- 
lage. 


"The biggest impression this country 


has made on me is everybody can say 
what he thinks," Karl said "You're like 
a prisoner in East Germany. I can never 
go back." 


KARL SAID THAT the East German 


authorities have told his mother that he 
would be sent to prison for a lifetime if 
he returns because he left the country 
illegally. He said since his escape none 
of his relatives have been allowed to visit 
West Germany.

Planners OK 
Venture 
Store Plans 


Having won approval from the Mount 


Prospect Plan Commission, developers 
of a Venture Store planned for the north- 
west corner of Dempster Street and Rte. 
83 will now go before the village board. 


Wednesday, by a unanimous vote, the 


plan commission voted to recommend 
changing the current zoning of the prop- 
erty to permit the 160,000-square-foot de- 
partment store. Part of the May Depart- 
ment Stores Co. national chain, the Ven- 
ture facility will also feature a grocery 
store, garden center, automotive accesso- 
ry shop and six-pump gas station. 


The plan commission did attach some 


stipulations to its approval, and all were 
agreed to by the petitioners. They in- 
cluded placement of a solid fence along 
the west end of the property which bor- 
ders Dempster Junior High School, wid- 
ening by a foot the two northeast en- 
trance and exit lanes and moving the gas 
pumps to allow greater access for cars. 


THE COMMISSION also suggested that 


two acceleration lanes be put in to aid 
motorists exiting the store and entering " 
traffic on Elmhurst and Dempster. 
•' According to May Co. spokesman, the 
store is expected to have a $15 million an- 
nual revenue, with a resulting $150,000 
going to the village from state income 
tax rebates. 


In other matters before the plan com- 


mission, the rczonlng request of the A- 
merican Oil Co. for property they are 
leasing near the northeast corner of Rand 
and Central roads was again postponed. 
Commission members again voiced con- 
cern over the traffic pattern for the car 
ready existing (although closed) gas 
wash which would be added to the al- 
station. 


A memorandum from the Village Engi- 


neer Leonard H. Dickc indicated that the 
traffic flow may become subject to the 
plans being drawn up by the village and 
the State of Illinois for improvement of 
the nearby Rand, Central and Mount 
Prospect Intersection. DIcke said final 
plans for this intersection may be ready 
in January.

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Civil Defense — Wartime Image Fades With New Needs 


by DAVID MAI ISM AN 


Civil defense has traditionally been 


equated with a wartime funstion of organ- 
izing the civilian population, but as times 
change, so has the purpose of this organ- 
ization. 


"Civil Defense Is government In ac- 


tion," says Capt. John Benson, Arlington 
Heights Civil Defense director. Benson is 
trying to shake that wartime con- 
notation, and says Civil Defense would 
better bo called something like "disaster 
control." Because that's what civil de- 
fense Is all about these days. 


No longer do local civil defense organi- 


zations train a large corps of volunteers 
In how to call a blackout or rush the 
citizenry to bomb shelters. That just isn't 


necessary. Rather, they are more con- 
cerned with warning the public of im- 
pending natural disaster or directing 
communications should such a disaster 
— storms, tornadoes, earthquakes and 
the like — strike. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Civil Defense 


today is a coordinating agency that helps 
develop emergency plans for various mu- 
nicipal departments — police, fire and 
public works — and has set up an in- 
tricate communications network, Benson 
said. The organization Is also prepared to 
bring in any outside help that may be 
needed In case of a natural disaster. 


There was no accredited civil defense 


organization In Arlington Heights from 
the time of the Cuban missle crisis In the 


early 1960s until 1968, when Benson took 
over as director. He said there just 
wasn't a need for it, or at least no one 
thought so. 


Then, because of an increase in the 


number of severe storms to hit the area, 
the public began to demand some sort of 
warning system, Benson said. So the vil- 
lage began to look into the possible pur- 
chase of a warning siren. Officials dis- 
covered that the federal government 
would absorb up to half the cost of a 
siren — if the village would develop an 
accredited civil defense organization. 


Only four' civil defense staffers here 


paid a salary by the village — Benson, a 
deputy director, a planning and oper- 
ations officer' and a secretary. Benson, 


who is also a shift commander for the 
fire department, an assistant instructor 
of a para-medic course at Harper College 
and president-elect of the Illinois Civil 
Defense Council, works a 40-hour week 
as civil defense director. The other paid 
employes each put in between 10 and 20 
hours a week. 


MUCH OF THE TIME these days is 


taken up with setting up a commu- 
nications center at the new civil defense 
headquarters, 115 W. Fremont St. The 
center will Include teletype connections 
with the Chicago Weather Service, a di- 
rect line to Nike base radar and radio 
station to alert schools and other public 
buildings to an impending storm. 


The weather bureau teletype, which al- 


ready has hook-ups at the fire and police 
departments, allows sending of messages 
and reception of information concerning 
weather conditions anywhere in Cook 
County and northern Illinois. Another 
teletype will be set up at the public 
works department, Benson said. 


But weather bureau information often 


is not specific enough for the Arlington 
Heights area. That's the reason for the 
direct line to Nike base radar, Benson 
said. General Information from the 
weather bureau could say there is a 
storm in the area, but there might be 
blue skies in Arlington Heights. The spe- 
cific information from the Nike base pre- 
vents indiscriminate sounding of the 
warning siren, Benson said. 


When a bad storm or tornado is headed 


toward the village, a radio system allows 
a verbal warning to be given to school 
principals and to public and some pri- 
vate buildings. After an alert tone on the 
radios, the message is broadcast. 


AND MOST OF THE 13 local civil de- 


fense volunteers are communications ex- 
perts, Benson said. He said the local vol- 
unteer corps is kept small so that they 
don't lack for anything to do, causing 
them to lose Interest in the organization. 
Civil defense relies on public employes 
for most of the manpower needed in time 
of emergency. 


"Civil defense does not try to duplicate 


services, but uses existing resources to

related to Palatine Road. 


One plan commissioner said he thought 


the site, which is just west of the Green- 
brier subdivision, could be developed 
with single-family homes. 


Tho strong opposition of Grcenbricr 


residents to the old Chelsea Square plan 
was Instrumental in the eventual aban- 
donment of that project. 


Tho new development generally has 


been more acceptable to neighboring 
residents. 


The prospective developer, I. Simon 


and Son, has indicated that all of the 
units in the project would be sold as con- 
dominiums at prices between $35,000 and 
$55,000. 


They have also promised a cash contri- 


bution rather than a land donation to

Opinion Asked On New Traffic Law 


A legal opinion is being sought from 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott on 
whether n new state law providing for 
traffic law enforcement on private prop- 
erty L» applicable to condominium devel- 
opments. 


Stale Hep. David Rcgncr (R-3rd) said 


yesterday he would request Scott's opi- 
nion in writing, after learning Schaum- 
burp Village Atty. Jack Sicgcl questioned 
the law's application at Tuesday's village 
board meeting, when Levitt & Sons, de- 
velopers of Sheffield Manor, requested 
traffic patrols in the quadrominium de- 
velopment. Rcgncr said he did not know 
how long it will take for Scott to make an 
assessment. 
"The bill originally drafted was meant to 
Include everyone. My original Intent was 
that everyone could be included and 
come under the act," said Rcgncr, sug- 
gesting the law was to apply to apart- 
ments, condominiums and single-family 
home developments. 


If the law Is not applicable for con- 


dominiums, Rcgncr said he will draft 
amendments to correct it. 


SIEGAL. AMPLIFIED on his concerns 


yesterday. "Under the amendment to the 
motor vehicle act, municipalities may 
contract to provide traffic patrol and 
regulation on private property for apart- 
ment developments of 10 or more units 
when requested by the owner," said Sic- 
gcl. 


Since condominium units arc individ- 


ually owned, no one person generally 
owns 10 of them, said Sicgcl. Levitt docs 
not own them, he added yesterday, not- 
ing the purchasers arc the unit owners. 
Therefore he questioned the applicability 
when Levitt made the request. 


Sicgcl said "It's altogether possible" 


the law could be enacted on request of a 
homeowners association or a manage- 
ment firm employed by an association. 
But Sicgcl noted a village might assume 
responsibilities of a liability or mainte- 
nance nature if it agreed to provide traf- 
fic law enforcement. 


"This is a matter that I think requires 


some careful consideration and not just 
an offhand determination. People need 
traffic control and therefore they should 
have it," said Siegel. He added he would 
pursue enactment of local legislation if 
so directed by the village.

For Pupils Who Know Little English 
Help Kids Leap Language Barrier 


by KATHERINE BOYLE 


Math and physical education are the 


favorite subjects of 16 children In East 
M a i n e Elementary Schools. Other 
courses like language, science and social 
studies are Incomprehensible to them. 


Eight of these children are of Spanish 


descent, six arc Korean, one Is Japanese 
and one is Israeli. Most of these children 
have been in the United States only a 
short time, speak little or no English, 
and experience failure and frustration in 
the classroom every day. 


The Second Language program, funded 


by the State of Illinois, and taught at 
East Maine Elementary Dist. 63 by Mrs. 
Joyce Recker, helps children overcome 
that language barrier and realize their 
full potential. The children get Instruc- 
tion in groups of one or two in a 45-min- 
utc session two or three times a week.

SINCE THE program began In Febru- 


ary, Mrs. Recker has worked with about 
30 children whose native languages in- 
cluded Italian, Arabic, Greek, Ukrainian, 
Chinese, Polish, and Thai. 


The mobile population in the East 


Maine area, which includes parts of unin- 
corporated Des Plaines, as well as Niles, 
Glenview, and Morton Grove, causes the 
enrollment in Dist. 63 schools to fluctuate 
during the year. 


About 650 children are added to the 


school system each year, almost nine per 
cent of the total enrollment. At the same 
time, a corresponding number of stu- 
dents leave the school system each year 
so the total enrollment of the district re-, 
mains tho same and has even started to 
decline in some schools. 


When a non-English speaking child en- 


ters the school system, he is tested by' 
Mrs. Recker. If the language problem is 
so severe that he cannot communicate in 
the classroom, he is placed in the Second 
Language program. 


MRS. RECKER, who speaks only Eng- 


lish and Spanish, uses picture kits, work- 
books and games to help the children 
learn English'. She begins building up 


their vocabulary by teaching them the 
words for classroom objects such as pen- 
cil, desk, and book, advances to mem- 
bers of the family and classroom teach-' 
ers, and usually includes colors and 
simple verbs. 


The most advanced students are taught 


grammar as they learn to form sen- 
tences, said Mrs. Recker. 


Of all the teaching techniques used in 


the program, the children enjoy word 
games the most, said Mrs. Recker. Oral 
repetition and acting out are also used. 


WHEN THE child learns to make 


simple sentences and has enough vocabu- 
lary so he can learn the language on his 
. own, he leaves the program. Children in 
the lower grades learn a language the 
fastest of all school children, said Mrs. 
Recker, because the language'patterns of 
the child and his peers is not ingrained 
and he can usually communicate through 


• play. 


• Most of the students fa the Second Lan- 
guage program ore highly motivated to 
learn English simply because the frus- 
tration they face fa class pushes them to 
succeed, she said. 


Some of the children are so frustrated 


fa trying to understand teachers and oth- 
er students that they become.hostile and 
become a social problem, said Mrs. 
Recker. A Second Language program 
can often solve many of the learning 
problems a child may face, she said.

Drug Overdose 
Deaths Down 


For tho third consecutive month, drug 


overdose deaths in Cook County dropped 
drastically, according to Coroner Andrew • 
J, Toman. 


Toman said overdose deaths for Octo- 


ber totaled 15, compared to 33 deaths for 
October, 1971. For September, overdose 
deaths numbered 14, compared to 48 in 
September, 1071; for August, overdose 
deaths totaled 14, compared to 32 in Au- 
gust, 1071. 


Toman reported that for the first 10 


months of this year there were 214 drug 
overdose deaths, compared to 247 for tho 
same period last year. 


"It appears that for the first time since 


we began keeping drug overdose death 
statistics we will have a decrease in tho 
annual number of deaths," said Toman. 


Lasi year there were a total of 310 


drug deaths, and 277 deaths in 1970. 


Toman said he knew of no one factor 


that would have caused the sudden de- 
crease in drug deaths. 


"Perhaps It's a combination of stricter 


police enforcement and a public aware- 
ness of tho dangers of drugs," he said.

Drop 4-Payment Property Tax Plan 


The four-installment property tax pro- 


posal, designed to save Cook County tax- 
payers more than $31 million a year, has 
been dropped by County Board Pros. 
George W. Dunne. 


Dunne said yesterday the plan, which 


he has been pushing for months, cannot 
be instituted in time for it to work, be- 
cause of inaction in Springfield and a 
lawsuit challenging the plan. 


Dunne has been sponsoring the four- 


installment plan because he said earlier 
tax payments will permit local govern- 
ments to save money on interest costs by 
retiring tax anticipation warrants ear- 
lier. 


Traditional payment dates under the 


current two-installment plan are due 
May 1 and Sept. 1 each year, although 
tho first deadline has been extended 
frequently because of late tax bills. 


Under Dunne's plan, taxpayers would 


get a partial tax bill by Dec. 15, which 
would amount to 16 2/3 per cent of their 
last tax bill. The first payment would be 
due by Jan. 15. Equal tax bill payments 
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would be due March 15 and May 15, and 
the remainder of the total would be due 
by July 15. 


Dunne first tried to change the tax col- 


lection plan through the state legislature, 
but the bill has not been passed. He said 
yesterday if the legislature docs not pass 
the law when it reconvenes beginning 
Nov. 26, the bill will die. 


THE PROPOSED tax ordinance was 


then offered by Dunne to the county 
board under the home rule provisions of 
the constitution. The board adopted the 
ordinance early in February, but since 
then it has been challenged in what 
Dunne called a "friendly suit" designed 
to test its constitutionality. 


Because of the pending lawsuit and the 


inaction of the legislature, Dunne said 
yesterday, there is not time to issue the 
first partial bill by Dec. 15. "It's a 
shame the legislature hasn't acted be- 
cause the county alone could save $1.5 
million in interest on tax anticipation 
warrants," Dunne said.

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Leap From Ship Opens Way To Freedom 
East German Recounts Day He Made 'The Great Escape9 


ERIC AND KARL BLEY recall Karl's daring escape from 
an Eatl German ship two years ago off the coast of the 


Florida Keys. Hero, Eric examines a photograph of the 
ship, and Karl notes whore he was picked up.

Next week Karl Bley of Elk Grove Vil- 


lage, is taking a trip to Florida to revisit 
a spot on the Keys facing the Atlantic 
Ocean. There is no monument or memor- 
ial on the spot, but Karl remembers it as 
his first step in the United States after 
escaping from an East German passen- 
ger ship off the coast 


"At 8:30 a.m. Nov. 27 I am going back 


to the same place at the same time when 
I took my First step in the United 
States," said Karl, 26. "I still think about 
that day. I arrived hungry, but I was 
very lucky " 


Karl had planned his escape with his 


brother, Eric, who heads Bley Engineer- 
ing Co. in the village. Through letters 
written over a period of years hi a "lan- 
guage we both could understand," the 
brothers developed their plans "in be- 
tween the lines." 


On Nov. 27,1970, Karl leaped from the 


East German liner and was picked up in 
a boat by his brother. On the spur of the 
moment three other passengers, two doc- 
tors and a scientist, followed Karl into 
the water and were rescued by Eric. 


"VVE FLEW surveillance flights three 


times a day from Marathon Airport try- 
ing to spot the ship," Eric said. "Then 
one morning I spotted the boat from our 
hotel on Duck Bay. I raced down to Big 
Pine Key and got a boat to meet the 
ship." 


Eric said the signal to jump was given 


by a plane buzzing the ship. Karl said 
the only thing he carried to remember 
home was a fllntstonc, a present from 
his nephews. 


Karl said he remembered the first per- 


son he met when they docked at the har- 
bor shook his hand and said, "Welcome 
to the United States." He and the three 
other East Germans were taken to a 
naval station at Key West where they ate 
their first American breakfast of pan-

Karl came to Elk Grove Village with 


his brother after he was granted asylum 
in this country and began working at 
Bley Engineering. For the past 1«4 years 
he has been employed as a dicsel me- 
chanic at Mack Trucks Inc. in the vil- 
lage. 


"The biggest impression this country 


has made on me is everybody can say 
\\hat 
he thinks," Karl said "You're like 


a prisoner in East Germany. I can never 
go back." 


KARL SAID THAT the East German 


authorities have told his mother that he 
would be sent to prison for a lifetime if 
he returns because he left the country 
illegally. He said since his escape none 
of hls-relatives have been allowed to visit 
West Germany. 


Karl said he had been separated from 


his brother for 12 years at the time of the 
reunion two years ago. Eric and his wife, 
Marlis, left East Germany in 1934 and 
came to the United States in 1961. Both 
are citizens. 


"I wanted to come to America because 


my brother was here and I wanted to 


join him, and it was the country with the 
most freedom and the highest standard 
of living," Karl said. "I want to become 
a U.S. citizen, but I have three years to 
wait." 


In the past two years Karl has become 


somewhat Americanized. He likes mov- 
ies, dancing and football, although it is 
different from what he played in Germa- 
ny. Karl said he especially liked to watch 
the roller derby. "The roller derby is so 
funny. We ne\er had anything like that 
in Germany." 


Karl said the thing he disliked the 


most in this country are the elements he 
said were trying to destroy the nation 
with communism. "I just came from a 
society where people have no rights, and 
I know where it can lead," he said. 


"I'm happy here certainly, but I feel 


sorry for all the people in East Germany 
who can't see this beautiful country. My 
friends don't believe the things I write 
them about the United States. It is so 
different over there that the U.S. is unbe- 
lievable," he said. "I just wish my moth- 
er and brothers could come over."

Drug Policy 


The River Trails Dlst. 26 School Board 


has adopted an official drug policy'. 


The policy calls for Immediate suspen- 


sion of a student who has "purchased, 
has used, or Is under the Influence of a 
behavior affecting drug on the school 
grounds or at a school-sponsored activi- 
ty." After the student Is suspended, his 
parents will be requested to meet with 
the school principal. 


If the principal fccis It necessary, the 


youngster and his parents will also be 
requested to meet with the district super- 
Intcrxlcnt. 


The principal condition for rcadmlssion 


to school is that the student obtain con- 
firmation In writing that he has dis- 
cussed his drug Involvement with a phy- 
sician. 


fn the case of a student who distributes 


or sells "behavior affecting drugs" on 
school grounds or at a school-sponsored 
activity, the student will bo suspended 
Immediately and expulsion proceedings 
Initiated. The superintendent of the dis- 
trict will then meet with the president of 
the board of education to consider the 
student's behavior. 


K.XPUI.SION PROCEEDINGS will be 


conducted In accord with statutory provi- 
sions set down by the board of education.

Rctzlaff, because "with the availability 
of drugs and the case with which stu- 
dents can get them, we have to conclude 
that they're probably being used (In the 
district)." Rctzlaff said several other 
districts In the area have been adopting 
this kind of policy. 


The policy covers students involved in 


purchasing, possession, or use of "behav- 
ior affecting drugs" as well as Ihocs who 
sell or distribute such drugs. The policy 
defines "behavior affecting drugs" as 
marijuana, narcotics, hallucinogens or 
other dangerous drugs.

Larger Classes Reduce Expenses

NEW YORK (UPI) - Colleges and 


universities don't need to keep passinng 
the hat to relieve fiscal (its. 


What they might try Instead: upplng 


the number of students taught by each 
teacher. Doing this smashes one of the 
idols of the academic world — that a 
handful of students and one teacher com- 
prise the Ideal learning situation. It also 
reduces the budget for Instruction. 


Rather than watering down the quality 


of education, such a move may Improve 
it. The schools, under such a system — 
more students per teacher — actually 
can get more mileage out of their super- 
tutors. And the students, In turn, during 
the course of their cducatlonn get exposed 
more frequently to the great mentors. 


As with all innovative plans along the 


educational trail, this one has a study to 
support it. It is called Higher Education 
with Fewer Teachers. The study by the 
Management Division of the Academy 
for Educational Development AED In- 
volved 80 four-year colleges and univer- 
sities plus 38 law schools. What they had 
In common : during recent years each 


increased the student-faculty ratio to 20 
to 1 or more. That compares to a current 
national average of 12 to 1. 


EVEN MODEST Increases In the- ratio 


results in savings of millions. Just in- 
creasing the projected student-faculty ra- 
tion from 15.7 to 17 to 1 would reduce 
the aggregate budget for instruction 
from $113.5 million to $101.8 million. 


Many of the administrators questioned 


during the study said the higher ratios 
have not Impaired the effectiveness of 
the education provided. 


In commenting on the study, AED Vice 


President John D. Mlllctt stressed that it 
is based on actual examples, available 
for the first time, of how managers of 
colleges and universities have cased 
their financial pinch with higher student- 
faculty ratios. 


"It is clear that within broad limits the 


number of students sitting before a facul- 
ty member in a classroom has nothing to 
do directly with the quality of the educa- 
tional results achieved," Alvln C. Eurlch, 
the academy's president, says in the re- 
port's foreword. 


"Educational quality depends upon the 


availability of top-notch students and 
teachers, and the use of excellent in- 
structional methods; upon the efforts and 
interests of students; and upon the con- 
stant interaction of students and faculty 
members." 


Among the 19 ways the report lists to 


increase class size without impairing the 
educational process were: 


—Going to closed circuit television to 


tie together a lot of classrooms. This has 
been done successfully with 3,000 stu- 
dents at one time with no obvious nega- 
tive effects. 


—OFFER SMALL-cnrollment courses 


only in alternate quarters or semesters 
or years. 


—Eliminate classes such as Latin, 


where student interest is low. But offer 
an exam in Latin so that a student 
proficient through private study may be 
tested and given credit. 


—Increase the size of the freshman 


and sophomore classes 'across the board 
and decrease the size of the junior and 
senior classes. This would call for fewer 
teachers in the last two years — when 


fewer teachers are needed. The experi- 
ence at most schools shows that there is 
a big dropoff in enrollment anyway in 
the last two years.

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Lions, Marmion 
Battle Tonight 
For Grid Crown

The situation was summed up on a 


sign on the door to the St. Viator locker 
room last weekend, probably put there 
by a coach, it said, "No. 1" in big let- 
ters. But significantly, there was a ques- 
tion mark after the "1" and smaller let- 
ters beneath that read, "It's up to you." 


That challenge will be accepted, and 


hopefully met with success, tonight at 
8:00 at Wheeling High School when St. 
Viator's Lions meet the Cadets of Mar- 
mion Military Academy in a battle of 8-1 
powerhouses for the championship of the 
Suburban Catholic Conference. 


The LJons will be shooting for the best 


record and best season in their history 
despite their heartbreaking 6-2 upset loss 
In the mud to St. Francis dc Sales last 
week. Previous all-time St. Viator peak 
came in 1969 when the Lions were 8-1 
and won a share of the title in the old 
Chicagoland Prep League. 


The "No. 1" on the locker room sign 


could refer to either conference or state 
ranking*. SU Viator, already first In the 
Raul Dlvlilon. will be undisputed league 
champ If It wins. And If the Lions win 
convincingly enough, they could again be 
considered best In the state — at least In 
their own minds — despite some state 
polU which reacted to last week's upset 
by dropping the squad down in ratings. 


Though they don't want to alibi, the 


Lions will forever feel last week's loss 
was not a true test since the mushy For* 
est View field, where the game was 
played, took a lot more away from St. 
Viator's normally explosive attack than 
that of the plodding, grind-it-out-nnd- 
walt-for-a-brcak style of St. Francis. 


Hence, even though Viator's obvious 


goal of having an unblemished season 
was shattered, they're still thinking 
about that top rating — at least mythi- 
cally. 


The Lions figure as logical but not by 


any means overwhelming favorites in 
tonight's crucial test. One man who ad- 
mits this Is Marmion coach Chuck Dick- 
crson, who concedes that "they (the 
Lions) hove ployed bigger schools in a 
tougher division than we have." 


Out neither Dlckenon nor anyone else 


•would go to far as to say that tonight's 
matchup figures as anything but a tense, 
close struggle all the way. For one thing, 
just as last week, saturated ground con- 
ditions caused by frequent rains in re- 
cent weeks will again make the field 
•llppery. This, as much as rugged de- 
fenses on both sides, should again make 
the hall very hard to move on a sustain- 
ed drive and could signal another low- 
scoring cliffhanger — even though both 
clubs have potent attacks and are far 
and away the top-scoring units In their 
respective divisions. 


It has been several weeks since St. Vi- 


ator has had to face on offensive unit 
truly hard to stop, but that will change 
abruptly tonight — wet field or no. Mar- 
mlon's 28-0 romp over St. Francis of 
Whcaton last week brought their seven- 
game league point total to 213, an aver- 
ago of 30 a game. St. Viator has scored 
ITS points In the SCC for a 25-pcr-gamc 
average. 


Yet the key to the game probably is 


held by little-noticed defensive players 
and linemen. As Dlckcrson summed up, 
"It will be won or lost up front and by 
field position. This will make the kicking 
games of essence. I can't tell you how 


important a factor that will be. We've 
been drilling our kicking units hard all 
week." 


Sal Nuccio, St. Viator's highly-respect- 


ed defensive coach, sees it this way: 


"We're going to have to be at our best 


to win. Marmion Is a big, tough team. 
They can move the ball. They're like us 
on offense — they do a little bit of every- 
thing. They ute both the Wishbone and 
I-formatlon and run a lot of different 
things off them. 


"Of course it was a great dis- 


appointment for us to lose, but this team 
has enough character to come back and 
they will." 


Dlckcrson agrees about the two of- 


fenses. "They're very similar. They run 
the belly-option series and sprint-out pas- 
ses and so do we. We're a pretty big 
club, bigger than they arc (a total of six 
players over 200 pounds) but they're 
quicker. 


"I think this has been the big thing 


about St. Viator — their tremendous 
quickness throughout their lineup. And 
they are extremely well-coached in basic 
techniques. They don't make errors. 
They always get to the ball very fast. 


"And of course, any time you've got a 


great quarterback like Mr. (Stan) Bo- 
bnwskl, that's a big factor right there. 
We've got to contain him." 


Bobowski, a dangerous threat cither 


running or passing, had one of his rare 
off-nights against de Sales, never getting 
the attack started, but the main reason 
was that the turf was even more slippery 
than Stan usually Is. 


Despite that, Tom Mahcr ran 84 yards 


In IS carries. And the other two backs, 
Frank Cllggctt and Steve Bobowski, are 
just as hard to stop — especially with 
their rugged offensive line to escort 
them. 


Defensively, drawing the most raves 


have been big (6-2, 212) end Andy Mich- 
uda and tackle Ralph Bosch. 


Marmlon's personnel, though, Is just 


about as awesome — though It's hard to 
compare them with the Lions because 
there have been no common opponents. 


As Dlckcrson says, "We've got a very 


well-balanced attack running from mul- 
tiple formations. We've got three runners 
who move the ball and a quarterback 
who can throw, so they can't key on any- 
one." (Sound like St. Viator?) 


Cadet signal-caller Tom Van Ham has 


completed half his passes, 64 of 128, for 
850 yards and 13 touchdowns. He throws 
more than Bobowski but can also call on 
running bocks with these credentials: 
Dick Rogers (704 yards), Tom Mohr 
(690) and Archie Bohr (513). 


Not only that — tight end John Kogut 


is a bona-flde all-state candidate with a 
total of 26 catches. You don't usually sec 
a 6-4, 214-poundcr returning punts and 
klckoffs as Kogut does — but then, not 
many boys that size run 40 yards in 4.7 
seconds,'as John docs. He has major-col- 
lege scouts drooling. 


He also has two brothers named Jim 


and Chuck. Jim Is a junior Marmion 
teammate who measures 6-5 and 238 and 
plays both ways. Chuck Is a starting line- 
backer for the University of Illinois. 


Awesome talent? It sure is ... on both 


sides. 


No matter if it's raining, snowing, or 


sleeting tonight, the trip to Wheeling 
High School will be worth it.

Teachers In six of the seven schools in 


High School DIM. 214 voted yesterday on 
a salary contract, and observers reported 
there appeared to be a strong chance of 
ratification. 


Richard Chlcrico, spokesman for the 


DIM. 214 Education Association, sold, 
"Personally, I think it'll pass," when 
asked about chances for approval. 


Teachers and school officials close to 


the negotiations said he expected routine 
approval of the pact, which was agreed 
upon Nov. 6 following lengthy talks be- 
tween the Education Association and the 
school board's negotiating team. 


The pact has received the endorsement 


of the Association's governing board, but 


the teachers negotiating team has re- 
fused to either endorse or oppose the pro- 
posed settlement. 


Results of the balloting had been 


scheduled Thursday. However, Educa- 
tion Association officials reported that 
teachers at Forest View High School In 
southern Arlington Heights had not re- 
ceived Information about the pact In time 
to vote yesterday. 


THE RESULTS were expected to be- 


come available Friday afternoon. The 
DIM. 214 board ot education has an ad- 
journed meeting scheduled for Tuesday 
evening, at which time the board could 
act on an acceptance by the teachers.

Taking young people off the streets is 


not enough. There has to be something 
for the young people to do that they feel 
is worthwhile. 


Awana feels it has the answer. 
Awana Youth Association Is a service 


organization that conducts week day 
clubs with activities for boys and girls in 
third grade through high school While 
providing game competition, the empha- 
sis of the program Is to challenge young 
people to study and memorize the Bible 
and acknowledge the relevance of God's 
word In today's world. 


The clubs are organized and controlled 


within local churches, but the national 
headquarters for Awana is at 3215 Algon- 
quin Rd., Rolling Meadows. 


The name is derived from the first let- 


ters of "Aproved workmen are not a- 
shmaed," a phrase taken from Timothy 
2:15. 


MORE THAN 3,000 Awana clubs are in 


operation across the United States and 
foreign countries. Despite recent decline 
in church memberships, membership in 
Awana clubs has been increasing 20 to 30 
per cent a year. 


"The failure of some churches today Is 


they don't teach the word of God as set 
forth In the Bible. They have set aside 
the Bible," said John Stahl, Awana plant 
manager. 


"We believe the Bible is the word of 


God and a perfect book for growing up in 
this life," Stahl continued. 


Several Northwest suburban churches 


of different denominations have Awana 
clubs. The largest Awana chib in the 
area is at DCS Flaines Bible Church, 
which has more than 850 members and 
100 leaders. 


Awana attempts to break down reli- 


gious barriers and reach youths who 
don't attend church by offering young 
people a good time and taking care of 
their spiritual life at the same time. 


AWANA IS divided into five clubs ac- 


cording to grade in school. Third, fourth 
and fifth grade girls are called Chums 
and the boys are called Pals. Sixth, sev- 
enth and eighth grade girls are Guards, 
and the boys are Pioneers; and high 
school students are Shipmates. 


There is a handbook for each grade 


level. An extensive award system with 
uniforms, badges, ribbons, plaques and 
trophies has been designed to motivate 
learning an average of 90 memory verses 
chosen to establish doctrinal truths in 


each handbook. The Shipmate handbook 
is similiar to the one used for leadership 
training and is designed to develop fu- 
ture Awana leaders from within the club. 


Awana clubs usually meet weekly for 


two hours. An average of 45 minutes is 
devoted to a flag ceremony and a variety 
of games, 30 minutes to handbook work, 
and 45 minutes to council time. 


THE GAMES are used to attract 


youths to the clubs and also challenge 
them to achievement in their Bible mem- 
ory work, which is the heart of the pro- 
gram. The game program provides 
strong motivation toward achievements 
in the handbook work by initiating a 
friendly competitive spirit among the 
members. 


Each year Awana Olympics are held. 


Awana members from throughout the 
United Sates meet and compete in a va- 
riety of games with trophies going to the 
winners. 


The Awana headquarters operates as a 


training center for area leaders and 
coordinates the different Awana clubs in 
addition to handling receiving and ship- 
ping supplies. 


When a church decides to organize an 


Awana club the leaders go through a 
four week leadership training program. 
Conferences are also held periodically to 
make the leadership training an on-going 
process. 


Ten Awana missionaries work through- 


out the United States helping churches 
start Awana clubs.

Human Nature Hasn't

This Is a modern parable which hap- 


pens to be true. 


If it reminds you of Jesus' famous 


parable of the Good Samaritan, perhaps 
that indicates human nature really 
hasn't changed much in the past 2,000 
years. 


Not long ago, a man named Harold 


Martin, 25 years old, was driving a big 
truck along Interstate Highway 20 near 
Columbia, S.C. 


The truck collided with another ve- 


hicle, turned over, and burst into flames. 


A lot of cars which had been whizzing 


along the interstate highway stopped. 
People got out and lined the highway to 
watch the excitement. They saw Martin 
lying half conscious, unable to move, 
near the cab of his burning truck. But no 
one in the crowd of spectators — which 
included many able-bodied young men — 
would risk going to Martin's aid. 


THEY WERE AFRAID, they explained 


later to police, that the burning truck 
might explode and they would bo en- 
gulfed in a fiery holocause. 


So they kept a safe distance away — 


and let Martin lie there, helpless. 


Then a young woman, Mrs. Naomi 


Clinton of Camden, S.C., arrived at the 
scene of the accident. 


Her reaction also was one of horror — 


but It wasn't horror about what might 
happen to her. 


"I saw that poor guy lying right by the 


truck," she told a reporter later. "The 
flames were really terrific, and every- 
body seemed to be just standing around 
talking about it and not doing anything 
to help him. 


"I DIDN'T STOP to think about dan- 


ger. I just started down to that truck. 
Several people tried to stop me, but you 
can't see a human being need help and 
do nothing about it." 


Mrs. Clinton grabbed Martin's shoul- 


ders and dragged him away from the 
burning truck to the side of the embank- 
ment leading up to the highway. A few 


men then came over and helped her car- 
ry Martin to safety. 


An ambulance arrived shortly. Martin 


was taken to a Columbia hospital and he 
is recovering from third degree burns. 
Mrs. Clinton received treatment for sing- 
ed hair and burns on her arms and neck. 


In Jesus' parable, it was a foreigner 


(the Good Samaritan) who came to the 
assistance of a man who'd been beaten 
up and robbed by highwaymen, after two 
of the victim's fellow countrymen had 
hastened by in fear they might be at- 
tacked if they hung around to help. 


On Interstate 20, it was a woman who 


had the guts to walk up to a burning 
truck and drag its driver to safety, while 
a crowd of men stood around fearing for 
their own hides.

This urgent chant started with a group 


of guys seated near the rectangular 
stage and spread like wildfire throughout 
the audience. It was seconded with cat- 
call* and staccato clapping and foot- 
stomping 
by the standing-room-only 


crowd of 400 persons 


The men were not entirely dis- 


appointed. While Margo. who was work- 
Ing as a waitress this night, escaped to a 
back room to avoid the crowd, another 
girl stepped onstage lo do her thing. The 
crowd roared its approval 


It was amateur night at Cheetah II. a 


topics V bottomless club opened three 
months ago In Half Day in Lake County, 
ju.it a hip roll across the north Cook 
County border on Milwaukee Avenue. 


Thii Thursday night there were four 


hopefuls on stage, each tying for the $100 
firit prize awarded to the girl who most 
turned on the crowd And each girl had 
the lame way of doing it. 


They each had the same smile. They 


each had the same look In their eyes, the 
same gleam, knowing full well they had 
the undivided attention of all the men 
stacked wall-to-wall with bulging eyes 
riveted on the girls. 


They each had that same "come on" 


forceful man with a Chattanooga twang. 
"At some beaches the girls are already 
going around topless and bottomless. At 
rock fests and even downtown the girls 


undressing. It's only a matter of

WHAT THEY MOST certainly had that 


was the same was their nudity. And for 
whatever reasons men want to sec a 
nude (lancing show, whether to fantasize, 
to get a thrill or whatever, the club Is 
flourishing every night, seven nights a 
week. 


Of the four girls, Sarah, the little 


blond, was the most popular. Then there 
was the tall, black girl who looked like a 
professional dancer and who carried her- 
self as if she had just loaded up on sill* 
cone Injections; Ihc golden-haired lovely 
who allowed a guy at ringside to hold 
some of her clothing while she stripped; 
and the hesitant, shy, black-haired girl 
who took an extremely long time to un- 
dress. much to the dislike of tho crowd. 


There were also the professionals, a 


girl dubbed as Miss New Orleans; May 
Anderson, a Filipino girl; and Margo. 
Other present and future attractions In- 
clude Eartha Quake, Abby Cadabra and 
her magic act; Windy City (of Chicago) 
and her whip act; Foxic Hunt, a former 
dance instructor; Robin Hood, dubbed as 
America's only nude belly dancer; and, 
possibly, Miss Nude America. 


But one of Ihc big attractions is ama- 


teur night, Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Thursdays. 


Each girl followed the same routine on 


the square stage, which comes close to 
the dimensions of a boxing ring. A juke- 
box with the most popular songs of the 
day blared out of one corner of the club. 


MKN WERE LINED UP on swivel 


chairs at the bar with their backs to the 


bartender and eyes on the show. Men 
were sitting in clusters of twos, threes 
and fours at the tables surrounding the 
stage. Some of them were professional 
men, some of them students, some of 
them blue-collar people. And most of 
them crotlcally pleased. 


The girls, one at a time for stretches of 


up to 25 minutes, would come out on 
stage and dance to the music. The songs, 
some of them the raunchy kind you hear 
on rock radio stations the day 'round, 
suddenly sounded good, taking on new 
meaning with each bump and grind from 
the stage. "Rock and Roll," "The Witch 
Queen of New Orleans," "Hold Your 
Head Up" and "Honky Cat" each took on 
new overtones. 


The songs produced a different mood 


In a couple of the girls. Sarah was at her 
best on go-go, hard-rock numbers. The 
black girl seemed to thrive on slow mu- 
sic. The other girls just didn't catch on to 
tho beat. 


About seven songs played while each 


girl was on stage. The first two songs 
were teasers, the girls prancing around 
the stage, gleaming at the men with 
their teasing, tempting look in their eyes, 
their tongues swishing against their 
teeth, all part of the look seen on shaving 
cream commercials. 


THE THIRD SONG was the cue for the 


girts to take off the top portion of their 
clothing. Then, for two more songs, 
they'd dance with only their pants or 
skirts on, all the while tantalizing the 
men in the crowd. 


A few songs later, the bottom falls out 


and some of the crowd stands up and 
cheers. This Is what they had been wait- 
ing for. The girls strut arouni! some 
more and the guys in the front rows 
reach up toward that invisible shield in 
an unsuccessful attempt to get at their 
dream girls. 


While the girls arc performing on 


stage, the crowd increasingly becomes 
more restless until the girls arc com- 
pletely unclothed. During the perform- 
ance of one of the girls, the guys were 
yelling, "get her off, get on some real 
girls," and "Bleep the dress, take it off," 
until she finally "came across" and took 
off some of her clothing. Then the jeers 
turned lo cheers and she had won over 
the crowd. 


One girl let a guy In the front row 


touch her and help her out of her golden 
slippers as the crowd roared. The guy, 
who resembled a football player lust 
crossing the opponent's goal line, held 
one of the slippers high in the air and 
turned a circle in triumph. 


Then ho took his bottle of beer from 


tho table, emptied the contents Into the 


slipper, drank from it and wiped bis 
mouth with his sleeve. He nearly got a 
standing ovation. 


Some of the songs on the jukebox were 


sung in unison by a group in one section 
of the club. They knew all the words but 
spiced them by taking out a word here 
and there and adding some of their own, 
which can't be repeated here. 


Even the election-time slogans popped 


up. When one of the girls finally got 
down to business, as one guy said, anoth- 
er guy, obviously waiting a long time for 
that moment, got up out of his chair, 
raised his glass of beer and said, "I'll 
vote for that." Then he slugged downliis 
drink and flopped back in his chair. 


THE CHEETAH IS owned by two for- 


mer Wheeling residents, Mark DeFoor 
and Bill Hagood, and is patterned after 
the successful Cheetah Lounge in Ke- 
nosha, WIs. The two men capitalized on a 
supply-and-demand situation. Their judg- 
ment has been rewarded handsomely. 


"The long lines prove we're success- 


ful," said DeFoor of the waiting crowd in 
Half Day, where it takes about 40 min- 
utes sometimes to pack them in in shifts. 
"The only thing we know for sure about 
this business is the results. We were 
warned by business experts that this 
thing was only a fad, that we wouldn't be 
able to make it successfully. But we've 
been going up, up, up." 


Before the Cheetah moved into its pre- 


sent location on Rte. 21 at Rte. 45 the 
former owners of what was then called 
the "Flicker Lounge" showed old Laurel 
and Hardy movies. Cheetah II has been 
a bigger draw. 


"It all comes down to freedom of ex- 


pression," said DeFoor, a personable, 


What Is Obscenity? 


What is obscenity and who is to judge? 
That's an age-old question grappled 


with by law enforcement officials from 
the state's attorney to the U.S. attorney 
general, and from the circuit court to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 


What Is Judged obscene by one person 


may not be even remotely obscene to the 
next person. What appeals to tho 
prurient interest of one guy may not ap- 
peal to that same prurient interest of an- 
other guy. What shocks you may not 
shock me. 


And so It Is that law enforcement 


agencies, the courts and Ihc public have 
tossed back and forth the question of 
whether nude dancing Is obscene and 
have had a running legal battle with the 
o w n e r s of the Cheetah, a top- 
less/bottomless club In Half Day and Kc- 
nosha. WIs. 


THE ISSUE came Into sharp focus 


when Mark DeFoor and Bill Hagood 
opened their club in Kcnosha. They pat- 
terned It after a nude show they had seen 
In Madison. The Cheetah became a huge 
success and drew much publicity. Now, 
after some $50,000 In attorneys' fees, the 
owners of tho Cheetah were prohibited 
from putting on any nude dancing at Kc- 
nosha. (They just resumed nutjc dancing 
on the okay of their lawyers). 


Oddly, the decree did not come on the 


charge of obscenity. It resulted In the 
city council of Kcnosha determining that 
they would withhold the club's liquor li- 
cense If the nude dancing was not 
stopped. Attorneys for the club have now 
decided that the law should not prevent 
the club from putting on nude dancing 
and the show will bo resumed next week. 


But the council's decision opened up 


the obscenity question once again. Since 
a federal court has determined that nud- 
ity Itself Is not an obscenity, it apparent- 
ly U the city council's personal belief 
alone that spurred the decision. 


"Our position Is that under the first 


amendment, saying there should be free- 


dom of expression, nudity Is just that," 
DeFoor said. "It comes down to this. 
What Is obscene? What has redeeming 
value? Who's to judge what is obscene 
and what has redeeming value? It hasn't 
yet been determined by the federal 
courts." 


ACCORDING TO DeFoor, local offi- 


cials in Kcnosha threatened to close 
down the Cheetah before it first opened, 
but a federal court issued an injunction 
saying they could have nude dancing un- 
til there was an obscenity ruling. 


"We keep our show straight," Do Foor 


said, although two charges were filed 
against the club by the Kcnosha County 
district attorney because the club alle- 
gedly "produced a lewd, obscene and in- 
decent performance." The case has yet 
to come to trial. 


"How can you determine what Is ob- 


scene and has redeeming value?" De 
Foor asked again. "They said 'Hair' and 
'Oh! Calcutta' had redeeming social val- 
ue. If so, then why can't people go to a 
night club like ours and see the same 
thing? We have spent about $50,000 in 
attorneys' fees in Kenosha to settle this 
matter." 


Law enforcement officials In Lake 


County in Illinois, where the Cheetah II 
Is located, and in Kcnosha County, both 
blame the courts for a lack of guidelines 
in dealing with obscenity. 


"UP UNTIL 1905," said Lake County 


State's Atty. Jack Hoogasian, "the Su- 
preme Court gave us a guide In U.S. vs. 
Roth ("a thing Is obscene if its pre- 
dominant appeal Is to the prurient Inter- 
est, that Is a shameful or morbid Interest 
In nudity ..."). But Roth was thrown 
right out the window when the court said 
the boot "The Tropic of Cancer," was 
not obscene. 


"We started to get a bit bewildered. 


What the bell do we do? They said what 
Is obscene here Is not obscene there. For 
example, you can show stag films at 
home but you can't show them at your 


lodge' meeting. There's a double stan- 
dard. Our hands are tied. We have to live 
with it. We're in an area of limbo." 


Hoogasian said he vows to keep ob- 


scenity out of Lake County. "Nudity it- 
self is not obscenity. That's what the 
courts in Illinois have ruled. Til use ev- 
ery avenue of the law to protect our citi- 
zens. My duty is to the people. I'll fight 
to keep obscenity out of Lake County." 


DcFOOR SAID he chose to pen a club 


In- Lake County rather than Cook 
"strictly because of politics. Politicians, 
we have found out, have used us as a 
political football. We don't want this. In 
the past, the man.seeking office and who 
probably doesn't have any other way of 
getting his name In the paper uses us as 
a whipping boy. 


"Our attorneys checked out Lake 


County and found this was where we 
would less likely be hassled. We wanted 
to be In the county, not a city. We don't 
want to cause a city any grief. If we're 
on the outskirts of town that won't hap- 
pen. The other consideration is finding a 
place big enough for our purposes. We 
can now fit 400 into the building for a 
show." 


Despite the local rulings, DeFoor and 


Hagood are in the process of franchising 
their product, including setting up the 
club with all the physical -necessities. 
And while the courts go in all different 
directions, that might not be a bad in- 
vestment. 


are 
time before it becomes totally accepted. 
In San Francisco they already have top- 
less gas station and parking lot attend- 
ants. 


"Today, it's live and let live. Obviously 


the people are looking for nudity. They 
can see pasties and G-strings elsewhere. 
They prove that they want to see our 
show because (before the Cheetah II 
opened in Half Day) they drove 100 miles 
to Kenosha and back to see the girls take 
these things off." 


MOST OF THE Kenosha business 


came from Illinois, DeFoor said, esti- 
mating that 95 per cent of the clientele 
was from the Land of Lincoln. He said 
most of the men are businessmen and 
the majority of women who visit the club 
come In high heels, lending to his belief 
that mostly high class persons frequent 
the club. 


"We run a clean show here," DeFoor 


said. "It's not like hi Cicero or Lyons or 
places like that. At our place It's an 
adult thing, like it should be. We're hap- 
py that you have to be 21 to get in. We 
feel we have a much cleaner atmosphere 
here than at most other nightclubs." 


According to Dr. Gary Schneider, a 


psychiatrist at Forest Hospital in Des 
Plalnes, going to a topless/bottomless 
show is like going to an X-rated movie. 
It's popular the same way the movie is 
popular. 


"This kind of entertainment has been 


around for awhile and is a form of voy- 
eurism," he said. "People like to talk 
about it and watch it and it is accom- 
panied by a lot less problems than doing 
it. 


"SOCIETY USES THIS type of enter- 


tainment for fantasizing. If you watch>. 
the show there's no limit to the fantasies 
you can have. The individual has more 
power. In real life, government, etc., 
takes some of that power away. But no- 
body can interfere with the power from a 
fantasy. 


"At first I thought the people who go to 


this show would be permissive. But it's 
probably quite the opposite. They have 
strong morals. This is one of the ways 
they can express their own sexuality. 
The people there form a fraternity spir- 
it." 


According to Dr. Donald Kcrste, anoth- 


er psychiatrist at Forest, "how can you 
fail at watching? All you have to do is 
watch the show," he said. "You don't 
have to perform. It's safe. It's tied in 
with the increased use in birth control 
and the changing relationship between 
man and woman. Also, man's rising 1m- 
potency. It Is a fantasy, a social' sanc- 
tion. 


Both men agreed that too much of a 


"good thing" may drive it right out of 
existence. But first, they said, there may 
be more things happening on stage than 
just nude dancing. 


"THE NOVELTY effect is maintained 


if there are only a few places that have 
these shows," said Dr. Schneider. "On 
the one hand society says we've got to 
get rid of this but on the other hand 
they're saying it's all right by limiting it 
to certain areas. Too much drugs and 
sex can dull the senses. It would seem 
that after a while people would build up 
a dullness, an apathy toward all this. 


"What we'll probably have next are 


live sex shows. They're already doing it 
in California. The difficulty In the U.S. is 
the lack of feeling of any intimacy or 
tenderness. This Is an expression of 
need, even if it is dirty." 


Both men also agreed that if it wasn't 


for the good money that the professional 
nude dancer makes, their purpose on 
stage would be one of exhibitionism. It 
would be an offshoot of women's liber- 
ation. The amateurs perform, they said, 
because it's a safe way for women to 
expose their sexuality without getting in- 
volved with family problems. "These 
girls are Involved with self," said Dr. 
Kerste. "They're narcissistic." 


DeFoor said management has few 


problems with rowdy customers. He said 
he has a couple of bouncers on hand in 
case there is any trouble but that he tells 
them not to get too rough. 


"GENERALLY SPEAKING, in busi- 


ness the customer is always right. In this 
business, the customer is always wrong. 
If they molest the girls or get rowdy or 
anything else, they are out. We take a 
guy by the arm, say good night and 
thank you to him and tell him to come 
back another night when he can behave 
himself better. 


"We try to avoid fights but we're 


strict. We don't hit our customers. I 
don't care for that muscle stuff. There 
arc too many nice people coming to our 
place. We don't expect people to sit like 
they were In church. We expect them to 
cheer and applaud when they get some- 
thing they like. But we don't put up with 
the overanxious idiot." 


If a customer 1s good he'll get to see 


the show. What he sees are girls who 
have been picked as carefully as Hugh 
Hefner picks bunnies for his Playboy em- 
pire. DeFoor even calls his girls "Chee- 
tah girls." And he has a training pro- 
gram set up for potential nude dancers. 


"What do we look for in a girl? She 


has to be attractive, with dancing ability, 
and a personality where she can relate to 


the audience. Obviously, the lovelier the 
girl the better reception she gets. Our 
Cheetah girls have 'a glamorous job. 
They are treated like ladies. And the bet- 
ter girls, if they are willing to travel, can 
make up to $1,500 a week." 


DcFOOR EXPLAINED that Cheetah 


tszrs 
rasssss:

girls attend what he described as a train- 
ing school, including a week in Kenosha 
with a choreographer and costumer. 


"We find out what a girl can do best, 


what she looks best in, what lighting is 
the best for her, how she performs the 
best, what name is best suited for her, 
what she can get out of the easiest It's 
all business. It's quite an arrangement. 


"A couple of weeks ago we had twin 


girls come up on stage together during 
amateur night. They broke up the crowd 
and came in second place. Afterwards I 
booked them as a dance package and 
they've been touring the area, mostly in 
Wisconsin." 


One of the professional girls, Margo 


Fitzhugh, is 23 years old and the daugh- 
ter of an officer at the Great Lakes Nav- 
al Base near Waukegan. She said her 
parents were strict when she was grow- 
ing up but that she got their blessing 
when she decided to work at the Chee- 
tah. 


"MY DAD'S philosophy was, 'I can't 


tell you what to do, you'll do it on your 
own anyway.' He visited the club and 
talked to Mark and Bill and he ap- 
proved." 


Margo was born in San Antonio and 


"raised all over the place." She is di- 
vorced and says "I don't want to be tied 
down," and became a dancer in New Or- 
leans. Then she came to the Cheetah as a 
waitress, placed second in amateur night 
competition and became a combination 
girl (working as a waitress some nights 
and a nude dancer other nights). 


"I enjoy dancing," she said. "I like to 


entertain people. I like to make people 
happy. I do strictly go-go dancing. Each 
dancer has her own style, her own rou- 
tine, she specializes. I don't have to re- 
hearse. I get new steps as I go along, 
sometimes by accident. If they like it I 
keep it up." 


May Anderson, 26, was a professional 


dancer in the Orient, danced in Califor- 
nia and then came to the Cheetah in Kc- 
nosha. She is married to one of the bar- 
tenders at the club and has a two-year- 
old son. 


"My husband doesn't say anything 


about my dancing," May said. "He 
knows that if it wasn't for the dancing 
we never would have met. I don't sec

any difference between nude dancing and 
dancing with my clothes on. The only 
problem for me is getting up with my 
son at 8 a.m. and changing and feeding 
him." 


MAY SAID SHE ALSO came from a 


strict family and that only her mother 
and a cousin know she's a nude dancer. 
"It's all right for me to dance," she said, 
"but not in the nude. The words sex, 
bras and panties are not even mentioned 
in my family. I come from an upper 
class family, with a mix of Spanish. 
There are a lot of taboos." 


May said she enjoys being treated like 


a lady and not like-a "China doll." She 
said she mixes go-go dancing and strip- 
tease dancing in her routine. 


DeFoor said, "To many of our girls it's 


like a 9 to 5 job. Don't get me wrong, we 
get hookers in here once in a while. But 
instead of making $67.50 a week the girls 
now get $500 a week. Girls who first said, 
'Oh no! We can't take off all our clothes, 
are doing it regularly as a way of life. 
They're just like girls who model bikinis. 
Only our girls take them off." 


As a contrast to DeFoor's attitude to- 


ward his product is the future he sees for 
his 5-year-old daughter, Debbie. 


"The only girl In my life just became 5 


years old," said Del'oor, a divorcee. 
"We just had a birt'iday party for her. 
The biggest day of the week is Sunday 
when I'm with her. 


"Debbie will someday be Miss Amer- 


ica. But not Miss Nude America. My 
daughter is super-special. I hope she 
doesn't need the money (that she can 
make in nude dancing). I hope she 
doesn't need the glamour or the various 
things these girls need. I want her to go 
to college, to be a school teacher, to get 
married to a very nice fellow. The girls 
in this business arc in theatrical work. 
They're traveling constantly, living out 
of a suitcase. It's not good for a girl who 
wants to have a home and a family. 
Some girls quit after two or three years. 
But I want my daughter to be a little 
lady and go to Sunday School. I'd just as 
soon my daughter didn't get into the 
business."

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Professor Sprague Works To Preserve State History 


The 
"expediency 
of compactness" 


which is characterizing today's life style 
is reflected in utilitarian use of space 
and design in building architecture, so 
that much of the richness in decor and 
art that was the hallmark of structural 
affluence a century ago has disappeared. 


And as the olil buildings arc torn down 


to make way for new structures that re- 
flect the modern influence, a certain nos- 
talgia Li keyed to a recognition that cul- 
tural values of the past might also dis- 
appear if there Li no effort to physically 
perpetuate historical dignity. 


This Is the basic motivation behind the 


work of Dr. Paul Spraguc, University of 
Chicago architectural historian, and his 
small corps of scholars and researchers 
In architecture, who dally sift 
vol- 


uminous reports and data from all points 
In Illinois. They arc engaged In the mas- 
sive task of surveying building structures 
in the stale for tht? purpose of a histori- 
cal Inventory which uill lead to pre- 
servation ami official registration signifi- 
cance for a very fi.'w. 


SI'HAfitK'S WOIIK IS fed into reports 


quarterly to the Historic Sites Advisory 
Council, alitng with the other two tracks 


of the Historic Sites Survey — historic 
landmarks and archaeology — where 
recommendations are considered and 
made to the National Park Service for 
inclusion on the National Register of His- 
toric Places. 


The entire project, which began in ear- 


nest in 1970 to implement Illinois respon- 
sibilities under the Historic Preservation 
Act of 196G, is an operational and funding 
program of the Department of Con- 
servation with Director Henry N. Bark- 
hausen as liaison officer with the Nation- 
al Park Service. Dan Malkovlch, Bcnton, 
former acting director 
of the 
Con- 


servation Department, is co-ordinating 
the survey. 


Spraguc and his researchers have an 


appropriate headquarters and working 
environment in Glcssncr House, 1800 S. 
Prairie Ave., Chicago. 


Glcssncr House, which is on the Na- 


tional Register, is the last surviving ex- 
ample in Chicago of the work of Henry 
Hobson Richardson, an architect whose 
designs greatly influenced the founders 
of the Chicago School of Architecture, 
John Wellborn Root, Louis Henry Sulli- 
van and Frank Lloyd Wright. 


Built in 1836, Glcssncr House has been 


a landmark and showpiece of construc- 
tion for 86 years. It Is the cornerstone 
basis for the nomination to the National 
Register of the Prairie Avenue Historical 
District, which includes the remnant 
mansions on both sides of the street 
south to 20th Street. 


ACROSS THE STREET east is the Wil- 


liam H. Kimball House, also on the Na- 
tional Register. The northeast corner of 
that intersection — Prairie Avenue and 
18th Street — was formerly occupied by 
the George Pullman mansion and is the 
site of the Fort Dearborn Massacre of 
1812. 


In the latter part of the 19th century it 


was an elite neighborhood of large, fancy 
mansions. It is now a commercial area, 
with slum removal and high rise con- 
struction nearby, conflicting sharply with 
the ornate architectural grandeur of the 
immediate past. Across the Illinois Cen- 
tral tracks to the east arc Soldier Field 
and McCormick Place. 


Glcssncr House is now the property of 


the Chicago School of Architecture Foun- 
dation, which is restoring it and provid- 
ing quarters for design-oriented organi- 


zations. 


Sprague expects his researchers will 


eventually catalog data on about 10,000 
structures in Illinois. They began the 
methodical search about Ife years ago, 
and estimate about a quarter of the work 
compiling locations and data is finished. 


Initial work on the historical archi- 


tecture inventory was confined to the 
greater Chicago area, since it has a 
number of noted architectural styles and 
because renovation of whole neighbor- 
hoods and districts is accelerated, pro- 
ducing more of an immediate' threat to 
the historically valuable. During the past 
few months, the architectural survey has 
broadened 10 cover other counties. 


Jon Fohl, an architectural 
designer 


from Southern Illinois University, and 
Thomas Yanul, architectural assistant, 
are doing the field survey work. Henry 
Dovilas, an architectural historian from 
Circle Campus, University of Illinois, is 
engaged in the research, as are Susan 
Sorcll, Marjorie Pearson and Susan Ben- 
jamin, architectural historians. Sorcll 
and Pearson studied under Sprague at 
the University of Chicago; Benjamin re- 
ceived her degree at the University of

CHICAGO (UPI) - I have Just been 


robixxl. That Is nothing extraordinary in 
n large city like Chicago. My only dis- 
tinction is that this is the fourth time in 
18 months and the second time in less 
than four weeks that someone has prom- 
ised to kill me unless I gave them my 
money. 


They got the money, every time. 
Wednesday night was unusual in that 


someone was not holding a gun to my 
head or to my belly or to my back. That 
Li the way it was tlio other three times. 


All that happened Is that as I walked 


from my train Just before 3:30 p.m. there 


were three young men, about 18 or 19, 
sitting on or otherwise blocking the gates 
to the street. 


I asked them to let me through. One 


muttered something about needing mon- 
ey to get home. 


I BEGAN TO CATCH the drift and 


asked, "How much do you want?" They 
didn't answer. Since'I have become a 
veteran victim in this sort of thing, I put 
my newspapers down on the gate and 
said, "Arc you taking me?" they nodded. 
One said, "That's it man." Then they 
moved into action. 


"We want it all," the tall kid said. 


"Don't try to fool us or we'll kill you." 
My right hand went to my hip pocket, 
brought out eight or nine dollars in sin- 
gles and I handed It to him and said, 
"You've got It." 


While cars and people moved about on 


the street just outside the clouded win- 
dows, I was holding my coat open while

MUCH OF THE INITIAL research 


work Is devoted to locating historic possi- 
bilities and identifying them. Originally 
it was planned to conduct a block-by- 
block inspection of Illinois 'structures, 
county by county and city by city. That 
idea was soon abandoned with realization 
of the magnitude of the task. 
! Currently greater reliance is being 
placed on public libraries, newspaper 
files and county and city historical so- 
cieties for input as to historic structures. 
Canvassing these groups for information 
has provided considerable response from 
interested societies and individuals, and 
.a number of areas are being thoroughly 
covered through this volunteer co-oper- 
ation. 


Work of the field survey team consists 


largely of photographing exteriors for 
file and future study as relative histori- 
cal importance comes up for scrutiny. 
Overall views are filmed on different 
angles of the facade, and ornamental de- 
.tails are subjects for close-ups. 


"In our assessment of importance for 


consideration by the Historic Sites Advi- 
sory Council, we assign priorities rough- 
ly in about four categories," said Dr. 
Sprague. "Top priority, of course, are 
those structures which have undoubted 
significance for National Register consid- 
eration, and may be threatened by clear- 
ance projects. These we usually know 
about. 


"Secondarily 
are 
those 
structures 


which merit recording In our files for fu- 
ture National Register consideration. We 
appreciate 
the volunteer 
cooperation 


from many groups throughout the state

Of the more than 2,500 individual struc- 


tures now under inventory, 1,144 are in 
the Chicago suburban areas of Cook and 
DuPage Counties. These 
communities, 


and numbers of structures on historical 
inventory presently, are:

76, Hinsdalc 41, Kenilworth 72, LaGrange 
32, Oak Park 226, River Forest 126, Riv- 
erside 50, Western Springs 3, Wilmette 
118 and Winnetka 113.

Begins Duties As Assistant Pastor

"It's very chic to be Sicilian, too." 
Joe Alloto's face has the gleam of a 


frcih, natural olive. 


"It Impllw flatteo*." he says "that the

'Sound of Music' involves (he fascination 
the American public hai with things Ital- 
ian " 


Joe Alioto beams Put a little cotton 


stuffing in his mouth; put vowels on the 
end of his words. He could almost play 
The Godfather, too, although the Idea 
would be anathema to him. 


"IK YOU TOOK the Italian chapters 


out of that great hlg book of culture 
called Western Civilization," he pro- 
claims, ''you'd have a damn thin vol- 
ume " 


Joseph Lawrence Alioto is proud. And 


rmollon.nl. And sensitive. He's Italian, of 
rmiMc, by descent, and Sicilian. Ills fa- 
ther came over on the boat In 1897. His 
maternal grandparents were native Sici- 
lians. One of his soni is married to a 
Sicilian. 


It Mill shocked him when ho was linked 


liy Inference to the Mafia, in an article 
l>y the defunct Look Magazine in 1069. He 
mil for libel. (The $12.5 million .suit has 
gone through two mistrials, the second of 
which ended just recently.) 


He also came under civil and criminal 


prosecution In the state of Washington 
for fee-splitting, although this had noth- 
ing to do with his being Italian. 


Joe Alioto could have been ruined. 
DON'T FORGET, here was a man who 


hnd placed Hubert Humphrey in noml-

nation for president at the 1968 Demo- 
cratic convention. Joe Alioto himself was 
prominently mentioned as a vice-presi- 
dential possibility, governor of California 
or U.S. senator — either seemed on 
eventual certainty. 


Alioto still doesn't rule out the possi- 


bility. After all, while still under In- 
dictment, with the Washington state case 
being tried in the middle of his cam- 
paign, he was re-elected mayor of San 
Francisco lost year — by twice the mar- 
gin he won in 1967. 


He's type cast, with his crisp white 


shirts, his natty gold cuff links, his tai- 
lored dark blue suit, his well-fed look, his 
after-shave glisten. 


The set fits him. too. City Hall Is 


trimmed in gold leaf and Room 200, the 
Mayor's Office, leads down a carpeted 
hall to a wood-paneled sanctum with a 
traditional big mahogany desk. 


Just five years ago, Alioto never 


thought this was what his life would bo 
about. At the age of 51, he became a 
politician. He claims it was a freak oc-. 
currcncc. His friend, Gene McAtecr, who 
had declared he was running for mayor, 
dropped'dead on a handball court. The 
incumbent mayor was forbidden by his 
doctor to run again. 
' 


"A MAN NAMED Harold Dobbs," says 


Alioto, "was left. In my law practice I , 
found out something about Harold Dobbs ,• 
and made a determination he was not 
going to be the mayor of San Francisco. 
I wouldn't mind Harold Dobbs being the 
mayor of Whlltier." 


Fifty-six days later, Joseph Alioto was 


the mayor of San Frnnclsco. 


"It's a very dangerous business to be 


the mayor of a large city," he says, "if 
you're interested in going on in politics. . 
The mortality rates are pretty high. But 
I don't regard myself as a political ani- 
mal. There's nothing in my background 
to even suggest it." 


He was a nationally prominent trust- 


busting lawyer, a businessman and a 
banker most of his adult life. Also a do- 
gooder In the community who played the 
violin for relaxation. 


"The bad thing In politics," he muses, 


"is you have to take incredible abuse by * 
people who arc ... 
well, I can't com- 


ment on the Look thing. 


"AND THE DIRTY work. John Mit- 


chell had an obsession with bugging peo- 
ples' phones. Maybe he's so henpecked at 
home that lie had to work out his aggres- 
sions with whatever he was doing at the 
office, which happened to be control of. 
the most awesome power, the criminal 
justice process. 


"Nobody had a right to make the kind 


of attacks that have been made on me, 


that I'm a member of the Mafia. And to 
contrive such a criminal charge that a 
federal judge looks at two prosecutors 
and asks, 'Why did you even bring this 
case?" And throws It out 
,"I don't mention this very much be- 
cause to thejiverage person, who doesn't 
follow things closely, If you say, "Theyre 
trying to get me,' you sound paranoid. 


"Then you have those episodes of FBI 


people throwing bombs at the homes of 
private citizens. I don't give a damn if 
the man's name is Bonanno. An FBI 
man throws the bomb and you have two 
witnesses and he takes the 5th Amend- 
ment when you ask him about it. They 
ought to indict the bum, not just dismiss 
him. 


"SO THIS IS a peculiar Department of 


Justice we have these days. I was talk- 
Ing this way two years ago and they said 
I was crazy." 


Does the mayor feel the Mafia accusa- 


tion against him and the fee-splitting 
trials killed any aspirations he may have 
had for higher office? 


"No. I have been beating these bums 


at their own game, right in the court- 
room, so people are incensed at the per- 
secution aspect. I make no bones about 
the fact that we're taking a very close 
look at the 1974 gubernatorial race." 


Meanwhile, there's the continuing job 


of being the mayor of one of the nation's 
glamorous cities. "The challenge of the 
city," he notes, "is exciting in places like 
New York, Chicago, New Orleans, Bos- 
ton, at one time Philadelphia." And, of 
course, San Francisco. 


Put a cocktail reception together, or a 


luncheon, or a parade, and Mayor Joseph 
Alioto is there. In full, lone flourish. 


"Other mayors travel around with body- 


guards," he says. "One of them has 
nine. We have a distinguished governor 
— when he .comes to San Francisco, he 
has 14 bodyguards with him. I don't 
know where the hell he thinks he's go- 
ing." 


He emphasizes his conclusion: 
"There isn't any Mafia in this town, 


and every knowledgeable person knows 
that."

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Woman Pastor 'Thrilled9 With Job 


by WALT SMITH 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., (UPI) -When 


Betty Blanton graduated from theo- 
logical seminary, she never dreamed she 
would become only the second woman in 
the 111-year history of the Presbyterian 
Church in the U. S. to become sole pastor 
of a church. 


At the age of 42, Mrs. Blanton enrolled 


in the seminary to prepare herself for a 
worthwhile career. Her husband was dy- 
ing of cancer. 


After 20 enjoyable years as a house- 


wife, she decided she would like to work 
with young people within the church. But 
she felt the time was not right for a 
woman to be sole pastor of a church. 


"I was just utterly flabbergasted," she 


said of her call recently to become pas- 
tor of the Jacksonville Trinity Presby- 
terian Church. "I had resigned myself 
that this would never happen in my gen- 
eration." 


"I THOUGHT THAT it would happen 


with the next wave of women coming out 
of seminary, but I never expected it to 
happen so soon," she said. "I was thrill- 
ed to death." 


Mrs. Blanton was serving as assistant 


pastor of the First Presbyterian Church 
of Gainesville when the pulpit committee 
of the 100-meraber Trinity congregation 


asked her to become their pastor. 


"I told them I wouldn't consider it un- 


less the congregation had the opportunity 
to see me and hear me preach before 
they voted on it," she recalled. 


The attractive, gray-haired minister 


said there were only five people out of 
the 1,600-member Gainesville congrega- 
tion who had objected to a woman 
serving as assistant pastor. 


"They wouldn't even come when I 


vould preach," she recalled. "But five 
out of 1,600 ain't a bad batting average." 


Mrs. Blanton said she has had no prob- 


lems thus far, but that the biggest diffi- 
culty might come in "evoking confidence 
In men so they could come to see me as 
a counselor." 


The 51-year-old minister sees no prob- 


lems with jealousy among the women in 
her congregation. "At my age, I don't 
think so," she said. "If I was younger, it 
might be a problem, but I'm not much of 
a threat." 


Mrs. Blanton said she feels women 


have a great deal to give to the ministry. 


"I don't say we have more to give than 


men do, but we have, perhaps, some- 
thing different to give. I think the Ideal 
situation would be to have a man and a 
woman serve a church. People have dif- 
ferent talents — preaching or counseling 


or teaching or administration — but the 
difference really depends on the Individ- 
ual, not on the Individual's sex." 


ALTHOUGH SHE SAYS she is not a 


"demonstrator," Mrs. Blanton is Inter- 
ested in the women's rights movement, 
especially as it concerns equal pay and 
e q u a l opportunity for advancement 
among professional people. 


She Is also a member of the clergy 


consultation service — an organization 
where pregnant women can go for coun- 
seling and advice on the possibility of 
obtaining an abortion. 


"We never recommend an abortion," 


said Mrs. Blanton. "We have the person 
look at the alternative solutions. But if 
she chooses abortion, we refer her to a 
respectable agency."
